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PAPER MARKS 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


The mind is like a sheet of white 
paper in this, that the impressions 
it receives the oftenest and retains 
the longest, are black ones. 

J & A. W. Hare 


Water marks adopted by ancient 
paper makers to distiiguish their 
products have attracted the attention 
of collectors and antiquaries, with 
regard to dates of books and manu- 
scripts. 

One of the earliest paper marks is 
a circle surmounted by a cross, the 
cross being planted on the earth. 
This mark is found on documents as 
early as 1301. 

Paper manufactured in the Low 
Countries for the first printers have 
a great variety of marks. Many of 
these were badges of noble families, 
whose tenants manufactured the 
paper. 


P & Y, sometimes separate, some- 
times joined are the initials of Philip 
the Good (Duke of Burgundy), 1419- 
1467, and his wife Isabella, daughter 
of John, King of Portugal, whose 
name was spelled Ysabella, according 
to custom. 


The letter P, was used alone from 
the time of Duke Philip de Rouvere 
(1349), so that for 116 years it had 
been a national water-mark. Other 
symbols of the House of Burgundy 
were fleur-de-lys, unicorn, anchor 
and bull’s head. The unicorn was the 
supporter of the armorial bearings 
of the Dukes, typical of power, and 
purity. The bull was typical of power 
and strength, and the anchor signified 
stability and hope. The fleur-de-lys 
has long been the mark of demy 
paper, the fool’s head, with cap and 
bells distinguished the fools- -cap paper 
from the 13th to the 17th centuries. 
Later English paper makers adopted 
the figure of Britanna. 


The post-horn distinguished post 
paper, and was used as early as 1370. 
Sometimes it appears on a _ shield 
and in the 17th century is surmount- 
ed by a ducal coronet. 


An open hand, sometimes - sur- 
mounted by a star or cross with the 
fingers poised as if giving the papal 
benediction is one of the oldest paper- 
marks. It was used at the beginning 
of the 15th century and_ perhaps 
earlier. It occurs in books from Ger- 
many and the Netherlands, marking 
what was called “hand-paper.” 


Small square quartoes or pot-quar- 
toes were popular in the 16th and 
17th Centuries for printing plays and 
pamphlets. This paper takes its name 
from the pot or tankard, then in 
common use. Jt was particularly 
characteristic of Dutch paper and 
that made in the Low Countries dur- 
ing the 15th century. 


Dutch paper was noted for its ex- 
cellency, purity and durability, and 
has never been excelled. Dr. Dibdin 
speaks of the music of the rustle of 


‘leaves when turned over in a good 


book.

Continuing last month’s discussion 
of the life of George H. O’Connor, 
we quote from the Washington, D.C., 
Post article which gave a biographic 
sketch of the life of the beloved 


singer. 
The voice of Washington’s beloved 
troubadour is stilled. 

“George H. O’Connor, a chunky, 
gay-hearted little man of 72, whose 
songs over a half century had 
brought delight to nine American 
Presidents and to legions of others, 
died yesterday at 20 minutes after 
midnight. 

“He was almost beyond doubt the 

most popular man in Washington. 
Though he had passed the Biblical 
span of three score and ten, the 
news of his death had a stunning 
effect. 
“His repertoire of songs had 
hardly changed since the gay 90’s 
of McKinley’s time; somehow, he 
hadn’t seemed to change much either. 
Hence, the shock produced by his 
passing, 

“This feeling about O’Connor’s 
agelessness was summed up in a 
note written to him by the late 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

“The occasion was a White House 
Correspondents Association Ban- 
quet in 1939. The President, along 
with others, had relaxed and grown

“Among organizations to be repre- 
sented at the funeral are the White 
House Correspondents Association, 
the National Press Club, the Rotary 
Club, the Friendly Sons of St. Pat- 
rick, the Lawyers’ Club, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Bar Association, 
the Knights of Columbus and the 
Alfalfa Club. 

“These organizations tell the story 
of a many-sided George O'Connor. 

“H. was best known — in fact, fa- 
mous — as a troubadour, a blithe 
spirit who made Presidents and others 
among the mighty tap their feet and 
sway with his melodies. 

“But he was also a distinguished 
lawyer-business man, president of 
the District Lawyers and Washing- 
ton Title Insurance Co’s. 

“He likewise was a deeply religious 
man, who once a year spent a few 
days of meditation at Manresa, the 
Jesuit retreat house on the Severn, 
‘near Annapolis. 

“O’Connor made his last appear- 
ance as an entertainer at a dinner 
in honor of Chief Justice Fred Vin- 
son at the Mayflower Wednesday 
night. 

“On Friday night, before his death, 
he left home in his role of public- 
spirited citizen. He attended a meet- 
ing of the board of trustees of Group 
Hospitalization, Inc., in the Metro- 
politan Club. He did not reach his 
home at 3313 Cleveland ave. nw. 
until after midnight. 

“He was talking to his wife, Mrs. 
Blanche Higgins O’Connor, when he 
sank back into a chair in the bed- 
room and lapsed into unconciousness. 
Mrs. O’Connor called Dr. Charles W. 
Ordman, 3900 Cathedral ave., who 
found that he had died of a heart 
attack, 
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“Besides Mrs. O’Connor, he leaves 
a son, George H. O’Connor, jr., a 
Navy officer in the war, now @ 
student at Georgetown University 
law school; a daughter, Helen Louise 
O’Connor, and a brother, Dr. Charles 
E. O’Connor. 

“Gene Buck, who helped the late 
Flo Ziegfield stage his celebrated 
Follies, and who has been coming to 
Washington for 35 years, was one 
of George O’Connor’s warmest ad- 
mirers. 

“Buck, a director and founder of 
ASCAP, had this to say about him 
last night. 

“ He had a great talent as a singer 
of cons. He was a genuine ama- 
teur, as Bobby Jones was an ama- 
teur in the field of golf. No singer 
ever lived who put more sincerity 
into his singing 9r who had a great- 
er sense of humor. 

“ ‘He was a great personality as 
well as a singer. I never knew of a 
man who gave so much of himself. ’ 

“George Henry O’Connor was born 
August 20, 1874, in a house on Fourth 
st. nw., facing Judiciary Square. He 
was the son of Capt. Patrick E. 
O’Connor, USA, and Ellen McCarthy 
O’Connor. He attended St, John’s 
Academy in Alexandria, National 
University Law School, and George- 
town University as a special student. 

“As a child of 6, George was sent 
to a dancing school conducted by a 
Professor Sheldon of Tenth and F sts. 
The professor used to put on Gilbert 
and Sullivan operettas, and it was in 
one of these, ‘“‘The Pirates of Pen- 
zance,”’ that little George made his 
debut. 

“As he grew older he worked and 
went to school at the same time. 
He probably owed his rise in the 
business and professional world to 
the fact that he literally danced his 
first job away. This was a book- 
keeping job at Woodward & Loth- 
rop. 

“George, still in short pants, 
couldn’t reach the high desk to do 
his work, and he got a box to stand 
on. One day Samuel W. Woodward 
came in to find George doing a clog 
dance on the box and fired him. 

“Thereafter, George got a job as 
messenger with the District Title 
Insurance Co., and started a Hora- 
tio Algier climb that continued until 
he was top man, 

“Old files of The Washington Post 
show that O’Connor was a favorite 
singer when he was 20 years of age. 
He was then appearing with the 
Columbia Athletic Club Minstrels 
and a little later was to join the 
Georgetown University Glee Club. 

“This period — the 90’s — was the 
heydey of the blackface minstrels, 
when Lew Dockstader, and Prim- 
rose and West were touring the land. 

“O’Connor often appeared as an 
endman. He remained essentially a 
minstrel all his life. From the stand- 
point of technique, he never left 
the ragtime era. Nevertheless he 
could enchant youngsters’ brought 
up on jazz and swing as well as the 
old-timers. 

“The Post of March 28, 1897, car- 
ried a page-one spread about a Grid- 
iron Club dinner at which President 
McKinley was the guest of honor. 
According to the story, solos were- 
Sung by “Mr. A. J. Stofer and Mr. 
George H,. O’Connor, the Hazelton 
piano being used. George sang ‘‘My 
Gal Is a High Born Ladv” and 
“Mammy’s Little Alabama Coon.” 

“Teddy Roosevelt liked George’s 
song about “Tommy Murphy,” which 
concerned an Trish soldier who lost a 
leg in battle, but was determined to 
get back and strut before his sweet- 
heart. 

“Taft was fond of ‘It Ain’t No 
Disgrace to Run When You’re Scar- 
ed.’ After his defeat in 1912, Taft 
laughed uproariously when George 
sang ‘If He Goes Out, I’m Going 
Out.’ 

“Not long after Woodrow Wilson 
took office, he heard George sing ‘My 
Cousin Caruse.’ He put his arm 
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around George and thanked him, and 
later a swarm of job hunters decend- 
ed on George to ask that he put in a 
boost for them with W. 

“Harding also was an O’Connor 
fan, and so was Coolidge. 

“It was in the Coolidge- Hoover 
period that George, appearing at 
White House Correspondents’ ban- 
quets, sang his ‘‘Saloon,’’ a haunt- 
ing, mournful tune that was both an 
elegy of days gone by and a prayer 
for their return. With the late 
Matt Horne plunking the keys, Geo- 
rge would sing, 

Saloon, saloon, saloon, 

It runs through my mind like a tune. 

I don’t like cafes and I hate cabarets, 

But just mention saloon and my cares 
fade away. 

For it brings back a fond recollection 

Of a little old low-ceiling room 

With a bar and a rail 

And a dime and a pail, 

Saloon, saloon, saloon. 

“Sir Willmott Lewis, the corres- 
pondent of the London Times, wrote 
a new version of Saloon after the 
eighteenth amendment was repealed, 
but George was never able to use it. 
His audiences liked the old one, and 
it became the custom for all hands— 
including Mr. Roosevelt and then 
President Truman — to join in with 
a crescendo of melody that rattled 
the chandeliers, 

“George O’Connor could have made 
a fortune on the stage; almost every- 
body agreed on that, including the 
professionals. In this connection, 
there were two memorable anecdotes. 

“Al Jolson and O’Connor, both na- 
tives of Washington, entertained at 
an Alfalfa Club banquet. Jolson, a 
toast on Broadway, sang his mam- 
pad — and then gave way to 

eorg: 

Will Rogers turned to Gene Buck 
and said: 

“ ‘Gene, I don’t know but what the 
better boy stayed home.’ 

“Back in T.R.’s time, George went 
to New York to sing at a dinner in 
honor of the President. Later he 
visited the Lambs Club. Wilton 
Lackaye, a famous actor and native 
of Washington, introduced him to 
George M. Cohan and James T. Pow- 
ers, saying: 

“*You fellows think you’re good, 
but here’s a man who plays New 
York as a one-night stand.’ 

“Many years after George atten- 
ded Georgetown University, he ap- 
peared at a smoker on the Hilltop. 
An old grad listened to him sing 
song after song and heard the crowd 
yell for more. Finally, getting a 
chance, the old gentleman went over 
to George and said: 

“For goodness sake, young man, 
aren’t you ever going to graduate!’ 

“George O’Connor’s life seemed. to 
prove that a man who sings just for 
the fun of it, and sings for the lowly 
=. well as the mighty, never grows 
oO Sigg 

Glancing over this article, I read 

the list of pallbearers and wondered 
if the Henry Spencer who served as 
one was the brother of the first fa- 
mous phonograph artist, Leonard 
Garfield Spencer. Both Len and 
Henry Spencer were natives of Wash- 
ington, and [I only recently learned 
that Henry, who occasionally did 
some recording, was living,,in Wash- 
ington when George O’Connor died. 


VIII. Unfortunate Radio Experience 

And now I come to a personal re- 
ference which involves my only un- 
pleasant association with George H. 
O’Connor — one that was not at 
all his fault, since he was dead when 
it occurred. I mention this incident 
chiefly to show how hasty action 
and inintended thoughtlessness may 
sometimes mar a well-meant under- 
taking. 

Almost as soon as I learned of 
George’s death, I decided to present 
a George O’Connor Memorial Pro- 


gram on my Walsh’s Wax Works 
program, at that time heard from 
radio station WDBJ in Roanoke. The 
program was to include several] O’- 
Connor records together with com- 
ment by me on the comedian’s life, 
personality and achievements. 

Being busy with other things, I 
gathered the records up almost at 
the last minute. Because I remem- 
bered “They May Call You Hawaiian 
on Broadway” as the most amusing 
of the lot, I included it, forgetting 
it contained lines which were merely 
intended to be funny when they were 
written many years before, but which 
Negro listeners of more recent years 
would find grossly offensive. 

The program went well until I put 
on “They May Call You Hawaiian,” 
but as soon as the first line, “Mose 
Walker was a high-yellow nigger 
from down in Dixieland” was heard, 
I realized what I had done. My pro- 
gram had always been popular among 
Negro listeners, and a lot of them 
were tuned in that day. Hardly had 
that offensive line been heard when 
the phone began ringing. Then, as 
soon as the last line of the refrain, 
“They may call you Hawaiian on 
Broadway, but you’re just a plain nig- 
ger to me!” went on the air it seemed 
that every colored man or woman ir 
Roanoke was calling to complain. 

I felt badly upset, but did what I 
could to right matters by explaining 
I had picked the record out hurried- 
ly without recalling that it contained 
remarks which, though intended 
good-naturedly, might be interpreted 
as slurs on the Negro race. I apolo- 
gized for any hurt feelings I might 
have caused and said I was deeply 
sorry — as I certainly was. The 
happening was particularly unfor- 
tunate since I had a_ reputation 
among the colored people of being 
one of their staunch Roanoke friends. 
A couple of weeks later I tried to 
make further amends by playing a 
program composed entirely of music 
by Negro artists, and whatever ill 
will may have resulted from my 
thoughtlessness soon died away. In 
late years I have played, at their 
request, records of many of the 
“eoon” songs, repiete with such words 
as “nigger” and “shine,” for some of 
my cultured Negro friends, and they 
have found them uproariously amus- 
ing. (I hasten to add they were 
played in private — not on the air.) 
J was pleased when one fine young 
fellow thoughtfully said: “I enjoy 
those records because thev are fun- 
ny, and I know we!! enough there 
are such coivred people. They are 
not any more a reflection on me as a 
person than Magvie and Jiggs are a 
slur on all the Irish. I don’t think 
a little friendly kidding among the 
races does anvbodv anv harm ” 

There’s much to be said for that 
point of view. But, though they 
were not so intended, the words of 
“They May Call You Hawaiian,” 
could easily be taken as sneering in- 
stead of kidding, and I have never 
ceased to be sorry that I didn’t take a 
bit more time to assemble the records 
for my George O’Connor Memorial 
Program. Had I not been so hasty 
in my choosing I should not have done 
an injustice to the memory of one 
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of the kindliest and most lovable of 


men — one in whose nature there 
was not a shred of malice toward any 
race or creed. 


IX George O’Connor’s Records 
George O’Connor’s first Columbia 

record, No. A1669, combining ‘Mis- 
sissippi Barbecue” and “The Ala- 
bama Jamboree,” appeared jn the 
March, 1915, supplement. On the 
same page his fellow Washingtonian, 
Al Jolson was represented with two 
of his Winter Garden hits, ‘Sister 
Susie’s Sewing Shirts for Soldiers” 
and “When the Grown Up Ladies Act 
Like Babies.” Here is the comment 
of Editor George Clarence Jell on 
the initial O’Connor offering: 

In Mr. O’Connor we have another 
Columbia ‘‘find’’ and a valuable one. 
Though this is his first record it is 
evident that he is a real singer of 
the American ‘‘coon song,’ and in 
his infusion of the characteristic unc- 
tion, vociferation and abandon into 
his rendering of this class of music 
he has few peers. It is certain that 
if it is well done no line of popular 
song work is more pleasing to the 
public than this, and the _ present 
record my be ordered with the as- 
surance that it is out of the ordinary 
in quallity. Two of the most effective 
of current coon song successes have 
been made use of to introduce this 
new artist. 


(It will be remembered George 
told me he considered “Mississippi 
Barbecue” his best record, but was 
under the impression it was never 
issued). 

In April, George was back with 
A1693, “At The Mississippi Cabaret,” 
coupled with a Harry Von Tilzer 
song, “Roaming Around,” sung by 
Arthur Fields. A month later he 
had a coupling of “Everybodv Rag 
With Me” and “On My Way To New 
Orleans,” the latter composed by Har- 
ry Von Tilzer’s brother, Al. The num- 
ber was A1706. 

There were no more O’Connor rec- 
ords until August, 1915, when he 
sang a popular song, rather out of 
his usual style, “Hop a Jitney With 
Me,” which was eembined on A1768 
with another Arthur Fields rendi- 
tion of a Harry Von Tilzer number, 
“In Mattewan.” (I have never heard 
this reeord and I wonder how many 
HOBBIES readers could remember 
the words and music of “In Matte- 
wan.” I must ask my friend, Sophie 
Salpeter, manager of the present- 
day Harry Von Tilzer Music Pub- 
lishing Co., to send me a copy of the 
sheet music for my collection of mu- 
sical oddities). 

In October, George was back on 
A1805 with an Italian dialect com- 
edy song, “Seaddle de Mooch,” which 
I remember telling him I liked but 
which he didn’t seem to think was 
especially good. The other side was 
Byron Gay’s hilarious automobile 
“nut song,” “Gasoline Gus And His 
Jitneyv Bus.’ 

Harry \on Tilzer songs were real- 
ly making the Columbia lists in those 
davs. In January, 1916, on A1870, 
O* r sang a Von Tilzer num- 
ber, “tm Homesick,” doubled with 
“Ont Of a City Of Six Million Peo- 
ple Vhy Did You Pick On Me?)” 
sung the late Marguerite Farrell, 
who {for some reason changed it to 
“nick out me.” 

The most genuinely typical O’Con- 
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nor record that had so far appeared 
was offered in February, on A1901, 
when he sang “I Guess I’ll Soon Be 
Back In Dixieland,” combined with 
the ludicrous “These Feet Of Mine,” 
written by his accompanist, J. Mar- 
tin (Matt) Horn. In March, George 
had another corking coupling, Aly¥ 
an old George Cohan number, 
“P, S. Mr. Johnson Sends Best Re- 
gards,” (the “Best” didn’t appear in 
the title of the song as Cohan rec- 
orded it for Victor) and “Loading 
Up The Mandy Lee,” written by 
Stanley Murphy and my dear friend, 
Henry I. Marshall, who is still ac- 
tively composing songs and making 
guest appearances on the stage and 
in TV. The supplement description is 
interesting : 

‘The character singing of George H. 
O’Connor has made a hilarious hit at 
his every appearance. George 
Cohan is responsible for the words 
of Mr. Johnson’s “P. S.”, and the 
other George is responsible for a most 
laugh _7* provoking interpretation. 
“Loading Up the Mandy Lee’’ is a 
regular ‘“‘coon shouter’’ of a song, In 
listening to O’Connor’s lively singing, 
you can picture the shuffling, shout- 
ing crowd of cotton pickers on the 
Mississippi boat dock and even join 
in the chorus, if the spirit moves. 


‘Yn the true O’Connor vein and a 
song that would have ideally suited 
Bert Williams was “I’m Gone,” which 
appeared on A1980 in June, doubled 
with an early Walter Donaldson hit, 
“Oh Joe, With Your Fiddle An’ 
Bow, You Stole My Heart Away.” 
It’s interesting to note that “I’m 
Gone” was the brain child of S. H. 
Dudley, but don’t jump to the con- 
clusion that this Dudley was the 
Hayden Quartet baritone who was 
also for years the Victor catalog 
editor. There were two S. H. Dud- 
leys, one of whom was a Negro 
show, man who had a string of thea- 
ters in the Piedmont area of Virgi- 
nia, and it was he who wrote the 
blackface dialect number, “I’m Gone.” 
_ George sang another Walter Don- 
aldson ditty, “Come On To Nash- 
ville, Tennessee,” for the July sup- 
plement. It was coupled on A2008, 
with one of the most amusing rec- 
ords Collins and Harlan ever made, 
James Brockman’s “The Kid Is Clev- 
er,” a satirical treatment of a rus- 
tic smart Aleck. 


The most lastingly popular of all 
the O’Connor records—one that 
stayed in the Columbia catalog until 
1928—appeared in October. It was 
A2064, “The Nigger Blues,” an ir- 
resistible catchy bit of nonsense 
whose title would keep it from being 
recorded nowadays. This popular spe- 
cimen of the blues was written by 
Leroy “Lasses” White, who struck 
me when I once called on him in his 
hotel room in Johnson City, Tenn., 
as being perhaps the most serious 
looking middle-aged man I had ever 
seen. He was also a sick man, which 
may have accounted for his depressed 
appearance. For the first time, an Al 
Jolson solo appeared on the back 
of an O’Connor record. It was “I’m 
Saving Up The Means To Get To 
New Orleans.” After this. Jolson- 


O’Connor couplings were frequent— 
possibly because Columbia was said 
to be paying Jolson $8,000 a side (in 
spite of his not being a good seller 


when compared to Billy Murray, Hen- 
ry Burr, Will Oakland, Collins and 
Harlan, Ada Jones and many other 
professional phonograph singers ) 
and it may have been thought good 
economy to put a song by a less 
expensive artist on the other side 
of the Jolson waxings. 

In November, on A2080, O’Connor 
sang a “coon song,” which he and 
Matt Horn had written, “You Ain‘t 
No Relation Of Mine,” combined with 
“Now He’s Got A Beautiful Girl,” 
a Ted Snyder opus, recorded by 
Jolson. ae 

The January, 1917, Columbia list 
included O’Connor’s version of “Oh! 
Southern City (Send Us Some Beau- 
tiful Girls)? combined on A2127, with 
“How Could Washington Be A Mar- 
ried Man And Never Tell A Lie,” 
by M. J. O’Connell, who recorded this 
comic selection for virtually every 
American phonograph company. The 
same supplement also contained one 
of the greatest O’Connor successes, 
“T Ain’t Prepared For That,” with 
Al Jolson on the other side No.A- 
2124, singing a catchy Irving Berlin 
song, “Someone May Be There While 
I’m Gone.” Concerning the O’Connor 
side the supplement said: 

We offer no comparisons, but 
challenge anyone to maintain his ha- 
bitual calm while George O’Connor 
sings the great ‘‘preparedness” lam- 
ent of ‘Rastus Brown. The three 
choruses of this song will unquestion- 
ably prove one of the humorous hits 
of our entire catalog. 


In fact. this record made such a 
hit that it was specially reissued in 
February, 1918. 

O’Connor’s February, 1917, record 
ranked well among the most popular 
he ever made. It was the slightly un- 
refined but unfailingly amusing and 
still popular “Pray For The Lignts 
To Go Out.” backed (on A2143), bv a 
popular hit. “They’re Wearing "Em 
Higher in Hawaii,” by Morton Har- 
vey. who will be further heard of 
in HOBBIES one of these days. 

In April, on A2184, George had 
another catchy “coon song,” “Mise- 
ry,” doubled with Irving Kaufman 
singing an Irving Berlin sung vnat 
proved a failure, “That Goody Mel- 
ody.” A month later O’Connor (whom 
Columbia always called a tenor, al- 
though some listeners considered him 
a baritone) sang “She’s Dixie All 
The Time,” with a Sam Ash _ solo 
on the other side, of A2210, “Won- 
derful Girl, Good Night’”—another 
Harry Von Tilzer composition. In the 
same list on A2211. he sang “Ephra- 
ham’s Jazbo Band,” one of the first 
songs about “jass,” as it was then 
called, while Arthur Fields occupied 
the other side with “Everybody Loves 
A ‘Jass’ Band.” 

The September supplement brought 
two more O’Connor offerings—neither 
among his more outstanding catalog 
contributions. A2293 combined his 
“Ain’t You Coming Back To Dixie- 
land?” with “If You Had The World 
And Its Gold,” sung by a vaudeville 
tenor, Jim Doherty, then almost un- 
known to record buyers, but who a 
few years later became a poputar 
exclusive Edison star. I would nom- 
inate A2294 as the most obscure of 


‘all O’Connor recordings—a patriotic 


number, “Sons Of America,” backed 
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with “Three Cheers For The Army 
And Navy,” sung by Edgar Stod- 
dard and the Broadway Quartet. This 
was a disguise for Andrea Sarto an 
the Columbia Stellar Quartet. 

The November O’Connor record 
was numbered A2364. He sang “Sail- 
in? Away On The Henry Clay,” writ- 
ten by the great popular composer, 
Egbert Van Alstyne, while the re- 
verse side was taken up by the sweet- 
voiced tenor, “Mike” O’Connell, with 
“You Never Can Be Too Sure About 
The Girls.” 

J anuary, 1918, brought the already 
mentioned A2411, “Down South Ev- 
erybody’s Happy” and “Down Where 
The Sweet Potatoes Grow,” while 
the February list contained my pick 
(in spite of its painful associations) 
of all O’Connor discs, A2441, “They 
May Call You Hawaiian On Broad- 
way,” coupled with a great Collins 
and Harlan performance of the side- 
splitting “Cannibal King.” 

It will be observed that few of 
the later O’Connor records had him 
singing on both sides, but he occu- 
pied the two faces of A2481, issued 
in April. The songs were the still fa- 
mous “I Ain’t Got Nobody” and 
“Everybody’s Crazy ’Bout The Dog- 
gone Blues, But I’m Happy.” 

The last George O’Connor record 
Columbia ever issued was A2507, 
which came out in May, 1918, and 
combined “Jazzin’ The Cotton Town 
Blues” and “There’s Always Some- 
thing Doin’ Down In Dixie.” 

If I should be asked why O’Con- 
nor records “lost out” after the mid- 
dle of 1918, I would guess that it 
was partly because winning World 
War I had become such a grim busi- 
ness that the type of song the vet- 
eran- comedian sang was considered 
inappropriate. Too, the record com- 
panies were being required by the 
government to use some of their 
plant space for war purposes, and 
the monthly record lists were re- 
duced in size. The “coon song,” more 
over, had gradually been losing 
ularity, and it is worthy of note that 
Arthur Collins and Byron G. Har- 
lan, after a fabulously successful 
singing partnership of 16 years, 
never made a Victor or Columbia rec- 
ord in the years following 1918, al- 
though their superb comedy was still 
issued by Edison and some of the 
smaller companies, 

To sum up, George O’Connor hap- 
pened to be a past-master of an art 
form that was becoming outmoded. 
But his loss of popularity on rec- 
ords didn’t affect the status as the 
“favorite White House entertainer” 
which he enjoyed until his death. To- 
day, eight years after the banker- 
lawyer comedian’s passing, there are 
many collectors who would like no- 
thing better than to have a full set 
of George O’Connor’s discs—includ- 
ing of course, beyond all others, those 
special Victor versions of “’Tain’t 
No Disgrace To Run When Yovu’re 
Skeered” and “If He Comes In I’m 
Goin’ Out.” It would be nice to 
know the masters are still in exist- 
ence, but it’s almost certain they are 
not. And it seems equally unlikely 
that anybody will ever find any of 
the brown wax Columbia cylinders 
he made in the nineties.

GEORGE JESSEL 


America’s “Toastmaster General” 
is certainly better known for his 
spoken comedy and his reminiscences 
of his long career in show business 
than he is for his singing, but never- 
theless, the song “My Mother’s Eyes” 
has become almost a trademark for 
him over the years. His activities 
have embraced every phase of his 
trade and records are no exception. 
To the best of my knowledge the 
first record he made was for Emer- 
son shortly after the first world war. 
I have a copy of No. 10264 “Jinga 
Bula Jing Jing” which is coupled with 
the Kaufman record of “The A B C D 
Blues.” The chances are that he made 
other Emersons at the same time. 
In the late twenties he recorded “Mv 
Mother’s Eyes” for the first time, 
a record which has been dubbed on 
the RCA “Showbiz” album. About 
1936 Decca issued his “Hello Mom- 
ma” monologue in two parts on No. 
1484, This disc is also available to- 
day, having been re-released as 45 
rpm No. 9-11075. But perhaps the 
rarest of his records are the ones 
released shortly after World War II. 
I am sure all collectors recall ’ 
wave of new record companies which 
came out at that time. One of the 
most promising of these was AR‘ 
which boasted such stars as Hoagy 
Carmichal, Ginny Simms, and Phil 
Harris. However, this company along 
with so many others quickly sank 
into oblivion. Nearly its last release 
was a George Jessel Album. The rec- 
ords are interesting, but perhaps 
do not do him justice. Six songs 
are offered and each one with a 
extremely sweet sentimental mono- 
logue. Here are the contents: 


ARA Album A-9—GEORGE JESSEL, 
4513—I Used to Love You; Oh, How 
I Miss You Tonight. 4514—I Wonder 
What’s Become of Sally; I Wonder 
Who’s Kissing Her Now. 4515—My 
Mother’s Eyes, That Old Feeling. Af- 
ter the war he also made a few 
records for Banner, a company which 
specializes in Hebrew recordings. I 
think these are now available on a 
Lp disc. 


KAUFMAN IRVING 
Probably no popular recording star 
made more records than Irving Kauf- 
man. The average collector probably 
assumes that his recording career cov- 


ered the years ca. 1915-1930. I know 
I thought that until a few years ago 
when [ ran across some new records 
by him on the indie Sterling label. 
They are all specialty songs with 
the punch lines in Yiddish. A sam- 
ple is No. 5002 ““Moe the Schmo ‘fakes 
a Rhumba Lesson”, “Moe The Schmo 
Makes Love’. 


GUS VAN & JOE SCHENCK 


From 1916 to 1930 I doubt if there 
was any greater male harmony team 
than Van and Schenck. Their first 
records were for Victor and Emerson 
(7 inch). About 1918 they signed 
with Columbia and their waxings on 
this label were nearly all best sell- 
ers judging from the quantity of 
them still extant. Theirs is a case 
where the advent of electrical rec- 
ordings was a great boon. The elec- 
trical Columbias they made are su- 
perb and really show off their voices 
compared to their acoustic discs. In 
1929 they went back to Victor to 
make three more records which I 
have never located. Since 1930 when 
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Joe Schenck died Gus Van _ has 
worked as a single. He is one of the 
last of the great dialect comedians 
as anyone who has heard him sing 
“MacNamara’s Band” can attest. A 
new album by him would be wel- 
comed by many collectors, as he has 
made only a few discs since 1930. 
He waxed a few numbers for Elec- 
tradisc (the forerunner of Bluebird) 
about 1934 such as No. 1953—Two 
Buck Tim From Tumbuctoo, Shake 
Hands with a Millionaire, and he 
also was included among the earliest 
Bluebird artists. Since then he has 
only recorded once —for the short- 
lived Enterprise Company in 1946. 
I don’t know what numbers he did 
for this firm and would welcome any 
information from readers. I do know 
they were recorded on the West 
Coast, but on checking with the En- 
terprise distributor in Chicago in 
1947, I found that the only Enter- 
prise records which had been shipped 
to the midwest were some Rudy Val- 


lee discs.

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Circus Facts and Figures 


The circus with its thrills and won- 
ders, its gaiety and glamour, will 
soon be with us for another season. 
And as its magic spell bewitchingly 
transforms each vacant lot into a 
never-never land for one day only, 
it will again revive one of the oldest 
forms of entertainment known to 
mankind. 

Acts such as usually appear in the 
modern circus are among the oldest 
forms of entertainment. Man always 
has enjoyed feats of skill and dar- 
ing. They are depicted in the an- 
cient carvings discovered by the ar- 
chaeologists. The circus was one of 
the major entertainments of the Ro- 
man Empire. Great stadia were built 
to accommodate these spectacles. Al- 
though gladiatorial combats formed 
a part of the entertainment, perform- 
ers of all types were on the pro- 
grams. Wild beasts which had been 
captured in the foreign domains in- 
vaded by Roman legions were also 
displayed, becoming the forerunner 
of the present circus day menageries. 

And then came the old wagon 
shows which first started in Amer- 
ica on the Atlantic seaboard. But 
with the settlements to the west 
yearning for entertainment, the cir- 
cus was soon welcomed as_ usable 
highways were developed into the hin- 
terlands. Human ingenuity later de- 
vised large tents which today are 
known as the “big tops” and thus 
was the start of the so-called “mud 
shows” for the old wagon circus as 
they were then called. 

Nathan A. Howes was the first 
to use a tent in which to present 
a show in 1826., Because it required 
transportation, he also was the first 
operator of the wagon show. 

In 1854 the smali show operated 
by Den Stone, a famous clown of 
that period, became the first circus 
to travel by rail. It traveled in the 
East on company cars owned by the 
railroad. 

Millions of persons saw their first 
ballcon ascensions when they were 
free attractions with circuses. In

1871, Stone & Murray’s Circus had 
Prof. J. W. Hayden, “hero of 10,000 
balloon ascensions” as its free act. 
For years the P. T. Barnum Circus 
advertised Daredevil Donaldson as 
their balloonist of note. 

The Dan Rice Circus was trans- 
ported by two river boats in 1870, 
the W. A. Eddy and the Will S. 
Hays. Admission to the show was 
fifty cents for adults and twenty-five 
cents for children under ten years 
of age. 

An elephant has six molars on 
each side of its upper and lower 
jaws—24 in all. Its incisors are lim- 
ited to two in its upper jaw. Ac- 
cording to some elephant handlers, 
their teeth change every few years. 
Some of the teeth weigh from seven 
to eight pounds each. 

During the season of 1904, the 
Barnum & Bailey Circus had 24 
clowns working in clown alley. Most 
famous of the clowns were Frank 
Oakley, A Grimaldi, and Spader John- 
son, a Musical Clown. 

The side show of this season was 
presided over by Gus Friedrich, and 
had 17 attractions. Included were 
the Horvath Troupe of Midgets; 
Boris Fridkin’s Imperial Russian 
Troupe of Singers and Dancers; Eli 
Bowen, the Legless Wonder; Chas. 
Tripp, the Armless Wonder; Lionel 
Lion-faced Boy; Harry Clark, Hu- 
man Pin Cushion; Joe Baum, Ex- 
pansionist and Contractionist; Ma- 
rie, Moss-haired Girl; Beatrice, Leop- 
ard Girl; Grace Gilbert, Bearded 
Woman; George Brown, Living Skel- 
eton; Marie (Riche), Fat Girl; Rob 
Roy, Albino and Dislocationist; John 
Hayes, Tattooed Man; Billy Wells, 
Iron-Skull Man; Mlle. Clifford, Sword 
Swallower; and James Morris, the 
Elastic Skin Man. 

James Robinson, champion bare- 
back rider of the world at 17, lived 
and trained in Mexico, Missouri, and 
after retirement went back to live 
there for many years. 

Phineas Taylor Barnum was porn 
on July 5, 1810, at Danbury, in Fair- 
field, Connecticut. He died of conges- 
tion of the brain on April 7, 1891, 
in his eightv-first year. At various 
times in his life he was a groc* 
clerk, an editor, but most of all a 
showman. 

Emmett Kell¥’s tramp character- 
izations are so realistic that he fig- 
ures most of the circus spectactors 
think he actually is a “knight of the 
road.” On the contrary, however, Mr. 
Kelly is a versatile Kansas-born, 
Hoosier raised gentleman whose orig- 
inal forte was cartooning. He cre- 
ated a tramp character named “Wea- 
ry Willie” for a midwest syndicate 
and later, after becoming a circus 
trapeze performer and thence a 


clown, he decided to impersonate his 
own cartoon. The way circus fans 
see him today with the Ringling 
show is the result. His pantomimic 
artistry has captivated European as 
well as American circus goers. For 
relaxation, he still draws with car- 
toonist’s pen and ink. 

Millions of people have seen Merle 
Evans direct the finest musical or- 
ganization of its kind in the world, 
and many, many more became ac- 
quainted with the Ringling Bros. and 
Barnum & Bailey band when it rode 
the airwaves a number of years ago 
on the Fitch Bandwagon program. 
Still more have become acquainted 
with it through the record albums 
on sale in music stores everywhere. 

Evans never sits down during a 
performance. He stands erect during 
the two daily shows of the big show 
for eight long months in all kinds 
of weather. He plays a lively cornet 
with his right hand and leads the 
musicians with his left. He was born 
and raised in Columbus, Kansas, and 
ran away from home to lead a car- 
nival band when he was only six- 
teen. He took the baton of the Ring- 
ling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey band 
the year the two shows were com- 
bined—1919, and nobody else has 
been its maestro from then until now. 

Slivers Oakley was the last clown 
to have the entire arena for himself. 
Before the introduction of the sec- 
ond and third ring, the clown was 
one of the stars of any show. He 
cracked jokes with the ringmaster, 
who acted a similar role to that of 
the interlocutor in a minstrel show, 
and his humor was aimed at cur- 
rent ideas, fashions, and foibles. 

The five Ringling Brothers each 
had specific duties with the show 
whose destiny they guided so suc- 
cessfully for so many years. As the 
years passed, John became route 
agent, lining up the show’s itinerary. 
Alf. T. took charge of the publicity. 
Charles handled the “opposition” ad- 
vance billing and later the produc- 
tion end. Otto looked after finances, 
and Al chose the acts and staged the 
performances. 

The early English circus was usu- 
ally held in an amphitheater of some 
sort and great emphasis was placed 
on equestrian art and pantomimes 
and other theatrical performances 
were included. 

The American circus developed 
along somewhat different lines. The- 
atrical features were omitted. The 
circus and the menagerie which be- 
came almost as one in later years 
developed separately. The round tent, 
with all it meant in mobility and con- 
venience for the circus goers, was 
oy an American development 
also. 
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The Man Whistler 


A Book by Hesketh Pearson* 


By CYRIL CLEMENS 


James McNeill Whistler, an Amer- 
ican who started life as a West 
Point cadet, is chiefly remembered 
as an exquisite painter who revealed 
the twilight beauty of London’s river 
Thames. But in his own time he 
was mainly notorious for his violent 
personal quarrels, his cutting wit 
and his devastating attacks on art 
critics and Academicians. 

Hesketh Pearson concentrates on 
Whistler’s personality, shows how his 
nature was reflected in his art, tells 
the story of his extraordinary career, 
explains the conflicts that dominated 
his life. 

Here are the Ruskin libel suit, the 
stormy love affairs, the near riots in 
society, Whistler’s furious, industry 
at the easel while models fainted 
with fatigue, his gay excursions on 
the Continent and eventually his mar- 
riage. Whistler was a baffling in- 
dividualist who could not be alone 
yet seemed deliberately to wreck his 
friendships, who complained at the 
end of his life that he had “scarcely 
a warm personal enemy left.” 

Through conversations with sev- 
eral people who actually knew 
Whistler, the author is able to add 
fresh material to his portrait or the 
painter and the background of em- 
inent Victorians — Swinburne, Ros- 
setti, Wilde and Ruskin — who were 
his enemies and friends. 


Hesketh Pearson has a natural 
affinity for wits, and has atready 
written the biographies of several — 
George Bernard Shaw, Oscar Wilde, 
Benjamin Disraeli, among others. 
With this present choice of subjects, 
he comes to grips with a man who 
even in an age of eccentrics was 
considered unique and whose wit pro- 
duced more fiction than that of any- 
one in the nineteenth century. 

Whistler’s acid sayings about pa- 
trons and painters early became fa- 
mous. An old barrister named Ser- 
geant Thomas was keenly interested 
in Whistler’s etchings, bought them, 
exhibited them, and helped to print 
them. Then something happened to 


provoke disagreements, and Whistler 
began to send pungent notes. While 
their correspondence was in progress, 
Thomas died, and Whistler’s com- 
ment to his friend Du Maurier was: 

“T wrote to the old scoundrel, and 
he died in answer by return of post 
—the very best thing he could do.” 

The craze in the sixties and seven- 
ties for Oriental pictures and porce- 
lain was started in England by Whis- 
tler, who had introduced it from 
France, where Bracquermond_ had 
“discovered” Japan in a small volume 
of Hokusai which had been used for 
packing china and saved by the paint- 


er Delatre. The volume caused great 
excitement among the painters, and 
very soon Edouard Manet, Fantin- 
Latour, Degas, and Tissot were 
among the enthusiasts, while the 
Goncourt brothers, Baudelaire, and 
Zola sang the praises of Japanese 
art. For Whistler it was a revela- 
tion, the benefit of which he passed 
on to Dante Gabriel Rossetti who 
had been introduced to him by Swin- 
burne in 1868. 

A customer rushed into the hat

Fine Old European Clocks 


I continue to get a few fine old 
clocks and watches from my _ cor- 
respondents in Europe. It would be 
preferable to buy things in this coun- 
try if it were possible to do so. There 
is an element of risk in making pur- 
chases abroad by mail. There is al- 
ways delay and many times my pa- 
tience is tried to the limit. So far, 
I have been very fortunate in getting 
good and authentic items that are 
passed through customs with little 
question on a duty free basis. The 
most annoying thing is the inevitable 
delay. When one is interested enough 
to buy something, paying for it in 
advance, the desire to get possession 
of it is only natural. It is exasper- 
ating to be forced to wait two months, 
or even three months, for it to ar- 
rive. That, however, is the way the 
system works and, since there is 
nothing to be done about it, one must 
get used to it. 

I find it next to impossible to puy 

od antique clocks and watches in 
this country. To begin with, only a 
comparatively few really good clocks 
were made in the early years of Am- 
erica. There is of course a great 
interest in clocks made by the Wil- 
lards, Rittenhouse, Terry and a small 
list of other early makers. Since 
not many of the products of these 
makers are in existence, prices have 
gone far beyond the means of the 
average collector. When we get away 
from the few select makers, we sim- 
ply run into a maze of mediocrity. 
Throughout most of its history, clock 
making in America has been a highly 
commercialized activity. The theme 
seems to have been to copy the works 
of the European masters but do it 
crudely and of course cheaply. Only 
a pitiful few of the clocks made in 
America during the nineteenth cen- 
tury have anything to recommend 
them either mechanically or artisti- 
cally. Since hundreds of thousands 
were made, the inevitable conclusion 
is that most of them were merely 
clocks. To call them ordinary or 
mediocre is not to be too unkind. 

It would be unfair to condemn the 
manufacturers who turned out of 
their factories these great quantities 
of ordinary clocks. They were busi- 
ness people and they apparently made 
what the public wanted to buy. This 
must be true because they were able 
to sell their output. Many were 
highly successful and most were pros- 
perous. As a business man, i cannot 
condemn. As an antiquarian and 
horologist, I find much to be desired. 

Another great deterrent to my ef- 
forts to do business here in America 


is the apparent lack of any intelli- - 


gent standards of value. Frequently 


the owner of an old clock, usually 
quite ordinary, feels that it should 
bring a fabulous price. On the other 
hand, a prospective buyer for the 
clock expects to be able to get it for 
next to nothing. Both are wrong, 
of course, but there seems to be no 
middle ground of understanding. 

I do not make a business of buy- 
ing and selling old timepieces, heaven 
forbid. I do however, like to consi- 
der myself as one who can sume- 
times be an intermediary between one 
who wants to sell and another who 
wants to buy. The divergence is so 
great, however, that one is caught 
between the millstones and finds that 
the poles are hopelessly far apart. 

It is of course obvious that there 
can be no fixed rule for evaluating 
old timepieces or any type of an- 
tiques for that matter. There is 
however, some reason to be applied 
in arriving at broad conclusions. A 
knowledge of the recent sale price 
of similar items is helpful but not at 
all conclusive. Some years ago, when 
I attended many auction sales, I often 
saw an item knocked down at a prrce 
two or three times the price of a 
similar item brought at another sale. 
This is the basis for the statement I 
have made many, many times: “An 
antique item is worth exactly what 
someone is willing to pay for it, no 
more and no less.” The great diffi- 
culty in all of it is for the person with 
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something to sell to find the someone 
who wants that particular item en- 
ough to pay a reasonable price for 
it 


Antique clocks and watches are not 
different from other antiques. Their 
desirability can and should be de- 
termined by the application of sev- 
eral factors. I devised my own set 
of measuring sticks a long time ugo 
and I still use them religiously. The 
factors that I consider are generally 
4s follows: 

Age; Rarity; Quality of design; 
Quality of materials; Artistic merit; 
Usability. 

In the matter of old timepieces, I 
would, of course, add two others: 
“Mechanical excellence” and “Mech- 
anieal oddities.” 

One can readily see that most so 
called, early American clocks will 
usually rate very low on most of the 
factors. How then could one _ pos- 
sibly place a high monetary value on 
them. On the other hand, many are 
of sufficient interest to place them 
somewhere in a middle bracket of 
value. 

Perhaps this may be considered a 
rather rambling sort of dissertation. 
It does, however, explain why my 
collection becomes more and more 
European with fewer and fewer Am- 
erican specimens finding a place in 


it. 

Illustration No. 1 is a fine old 
European clock that came into a 

roud place in my collection recently. 
t is of French origin of Lonis XVT 
period (1774-1793). It has so many 
interesting features that one hardly 
knows where to start. 

The case is some kind of fruitwood 
and is I believe intended to represent 
a medieval castle motif. This is mer- 
ely an impression that I get from 
looking at it; perhaps that was not 
at all the intention of the designer. 
Probably it is the open louvres all 
around the front and two sides of the 
base section. Thev do remind one of a 
fortress. Incidentally, there is glass 
behind them so that the case is not 
open to dirt. There are many small 
worm holes in the wood of the case 
although it is still mellow and beau- 
tiful in its old, original finish. 

The two flaming urns at either 
side of the base are beautifully car- 
ved of wood and yilded. The gilding 
is of course new. There is also a 
carved and gilded flame finial at the 
top. These ornaments are merely set 
into the case with dowels and can be 
lifted off at will. 

The case opening at the back is 
closed by a single lipped piece of 
wood, not hinged, but held in place 
by an L-shaped piece of metal driven 
into the case. There is a hinged 
door at either side of the upper part 
of the case, making the movement 
fully accessible. These doors have 
clear glass panels. The large dial 
is of porcelain and is covered by a 
convex glass in a brass hinged door. 

The hands of this clock are quite 
exquisite. They are of course of 
brass and beautifully pierced. This 
one feature usually distinguishes the 
European clock from the American 
mantel or shelf clocks. Very — 
do we find an American made cloc 
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with anything other than the very 
plain type of hands. A few of the 
early American makers, including the 
Willards, put fancy hanas on their 
clocks but the overwhelming maioritv 
used the very ordinary type of hand 
that could be stamped out of thin 
metal at an insignificant cost. In 
this connection, I am of course speak- 
ing only of mantel or shelf clocks. 
mene | American long case clocks are 
usually fitted with good, pierced 
hands. 

The type of hands on this clock 
were of course hand made. What a 
time consuming and painstaking job 
it must have been. It does, however, 
clearly define the work of an artist 
as compared to the product of a 
mechanic. 

This clock is fitted with a thirty- 
hour movement of typically fine 
French workmanship. It is a three 
train movement, striking the quarter 
hours and the hours. The strike is on 
two bells, one nested inside the other, 
at the back of the movement. The 
quarters are struck on the smaller 
bell, one for the first quarter, two 
for the second quarter and three for 
the third quarter. At the hour, four 
strikes are given on the smaller 
bell and then the hour is struck on 
the larger bell. The bells, of course, 
are different in tone to distingursh 
the quarter hour strike from the 
hour strike. 

This clock is a repeater. A small 
cord extends through the case to the 
outside. When this cord is pulled, 
the clock will repeat by striking the 
last quarter hour and hour. This 
means of course that both strixes, 
the quarter hour and the hour. are 
controlled by rack and snail since 
only this type of control will permit 
» repeat. Since most American man- 
tel or shelf clocks use a count wheel, 
ov locking wheel, it is not_ possible 
‘or them to repeat. There are a few 
exceptions to this general statement, 
but quite few. 

his movement is not equipped 
with fusees since there is no need 
for such control. It has a good 
anchor escapement and a medium 
length pendulum and can be adjusted 
fer near perfect timekeeping. 

The movement is of brass since the 
wooden movement is a typical Am- 
erican monstrosity mechanically. The 
wheels and pinions are precision cut. 
There is little evidence of wear in

hand painted 
and mirrors. 
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the movement even after a hundred 
and sixty or seventy years of use. 
This speaks well for the fine material 
and workmanship found in European 
clocks. I have examined dozens of 
American made movements that were 
completely worn out after being used 
no more than half as long as this 
one. 

Perhaps I am carrying this com- 
parison of American and European 
clocks too far. One gets to feel 
rather strongly after spending a lot 
of time in working on both types.

Patronize the Blind Man 
and His Dog 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


A sentimental bank with an appropriate object lesson 
is chosen to occupy the 34th position in our numerical 
classification of the mechanica] banks. The bank, Patro- 
nize The Blind Man And His Dog, is a well conceiv: ” 
idea with good action directly relating to the subje. 
matter. 

W. H. Lotz of Chicago, Illinois, was granted a patent 
on the bank February 19, 1878 under No. 200,402. The 
J. and E. Stevens Company of Cromwell, Connecticut 
manufactured the bank and they made a number of 
changes in the actual bank as compared to the — «tent 
pictures. The basic idea and mechanism was adhered to, 
however. It’s very probable that Mr. Lotz had planned 
that the bank be made of tin judging from the patent 
papers and pictures. The Stevens Company undoubtedly 
made necessary changes in the design to better use cast 
iron in the manufacture. This was not an uncommon 
practice as various of the mechanical banks when manu- 
factured were changed from their origina] patent. Man- 
ufacturing techniques, improved design, and better uper- 
ation often were contributing factors in making changes 
from the original patent. However, it’s interesting to note 
the large number of banks that adhered to their orig- 
inal patents when, manufactured. 

The bank shown was recently obtained by the writer 





through the good help of Mrs. Mary Gerken of Allison 
Park, Pa. who has a fine collection of mechanical banks. 
It is in good condition and entirely original with the 
exception of the dog. This part was obtained from Mr. A. 
W. Pendergast who went to some trouble to see that the 
repair was done properly. The original dog had been 
broken from the top of the lever. The lever with its 
original paint was submerged in water and the dog was 
fastened to it by means of melting cast iron between 
the two parts. In this way the original paint on the 
lever was left intact. 

The paint on the bank is very good and the colors are 
as follows: The brick part is red with white striping 
between the bricks. The base, the small peaked roor and 
the curved rail are blue. The dog is black with white 
spots and the man is dressed in brown trousers and 
a blue coat. He has a red bandage over his eyes. The 
background space for the lettering is a very light blue 
and the lettering itself is painted the same blue as 
the base. 

It might be well at this point to stress the fact that 
not all specimens of any particular bank were neces- 
sarily painted the same. In some cases certain panks 
were painted exactly the same throughout the time of 
their manufacture and therefore all examples found are 
alike. However, theré are some of the banks on, which 
the manufacturers occasionally changed the color scheme. 


An example of this is Professor Pug Frog witn red’ 


lettering on white drapery, and then white lettering on 
red drapery. The coloring on the individual banks is 1m- 
portant and in some cases a helpful clue to the authen- 


ticity of the particular bank. Patronize The Blind Man. 


is a bank that has been found in two different cosmr 
combinations, but in both cases the brickwork has been 
red and white striping between. 

The operation of Patronize The Blind Man is quite 
clever. First a coin is placed in the hands of the blind 
man as shown, then a lever in the back is pressed toward 
the small peaked roof building. This lever is fastened 
to the dog and causes him to move forward. As he reach- 
es the coin he clamps it in his mouth, taking it from the 
blind man. The dog continues forward, drops the coin mto 
the bank, and automatically returns to his original posi- 
tion. The dog’s mouth is opened and closed by the move- 
ment of his tail as he travels over the curved track. 
The track has indentations that move the tail up and 
down at the proper time. Coins are removed by means 
of a small round trap in the base of the building. On 
the back of the building is inscribed the patent date, 
February 1878. 

The number of Patronize The Blind Man And His 
Dog banks in various private collections is fairly lim- 
ited. It is far from being’ an easy bank to find as any 
collector who doesn’t have one knows.

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ROMANCE & HISTORY 
IN A PERFUME BOTTLE 


An Egyptian perfume bottle, 5,000 
years old, is the center of interest 
in a new exhibition telling the story 
of “The Romance of Fragrance”— 
the history, manufacture and use of 
perfume— at Rochester, N. Y., Mu- 
seum of Arts and Sciences. The ex- 
hibit in the fashion alcove of the 
hall of culture history on the Muse- 
um’s third floor reflects a social his- 
tory, as well as the art, science and 
chemistry of perfume. 

Striking painted background of 
Egyptian figures provides the atmos- 
phere for the exquisitely carved ala- 
baster vases and flasks recovered 
from Egyptian tombs. It is said that 
the delicate scent of perfume still 
lingered in these vases when they 
were recovered after more than three 
thousand years. 

Also in the history of fragrance 
is the religious use of perfume. The 
recipe in the Bible is shown in the 
display. 

The feminine and lovely part of 
the display in the use of fragrance 
is shown with beautifully costumed 
mannequins, each in-a setting rem- 
iniscent of a period and time. House 
coats, morning robes, afternoon robes 
of Colonial days, the gay 90’s, and 
the showy Victorian era are all dram- 
atized in a pleasing manner. In the 
Victorian parlor days the lady of the 
house made potpourri sometimes 
called “tussie mussie.” This was an 
important part of gracious living. 

The perfumer is the artist with 
a sense of smell and the sense of 
imagination. This is reflected in all 
facets of fragrance in the display. 
Interesting are the labels with facts, 
legends and information on how per- 
fume was made and used, starting 
with the Egyptians, Greeks and Ro- 
mans. It was introduced to Europe 
by the Arabs in the sixteenth century 
and has played an important part in 
the life of queens and in royal courts 
and as a thriving industry. This com- 
prehensive showing was arranged by 
Mrs. Gladys Reid Holton, culture his- 
torian.

With the coming of spring, thoughts 
always seem to turn to the wonder- 
ful Audubon and the hand-colored 
bird prints for which he was so fa- 
mous, 


Few people today, however, realize 
that the tremendous success of Au- 
dubon’s plates was largely the re- 
sult of Havell’s faithful and artis- 
tic translation of Audubon’s orig- 
inal watercolors into individually 
hand-colored engravings, long before 
the time of color reproduction or col- 
or photography as we know it today. 
Without these careful renditions of 
Robert Havell, the Audubon book, one 
of the world’s greatest monuments in 
bookmaking, would not have been 
possible. In fact, it was finally taken 
to England for publication because 
the printers in America had not suf- 
ficient skill or proper equipment to 
produce it here. 


Robert Havell Audubon’s engraver 
for the Birds of America, was born 
in 1793 at Reading, Berkshire, Eng- 
land, according to the family Bible 
in the hands of his great-grandneph- 
ew, Harry P. Havell, who lives in 
East Orange, N. J. The family Bible 
of the great-grandnephew gives these 
notes, among others:

Little Bells With Curious Uses 


By ERNEST MORRIS*

All through the ages, in all coun- 
tries of the world and among ai! 
people, bells have been used for all 
sorts of purposes. The bigger church 
bells were used for every occasion 
both grave and gay, in time of trou- 
ble and in time of joy; for warnings 
and rejoicings, and as time tellers 
and preachers. But the little bells too, 
have their tales to tell. They have 
been used from earliest times right 
down to the present, and today we 
have our door bells, bicycle bells, tele- 
phone bells, ship’s bells, fire-engine 
bells, and lots of others. 

Bells of small size were the first 
to be used, and were of the kind and 
shape we still see on the baby’s rat- 
tle—a round hollow metal sphere 
with a loose pellet inside. Such bells 
—but of gold—are mentioned in the 
Bible (Exodus) where Moses com- 
manded the High Priest as he went 
about the Temple, to wear bells on 


the hem of his garment. In later 
days such bells were worn by priests 
and bishops. The Abbot of Canter- 
bury, Conrad, had a cope fringed 
with a hundred and forty little bells 
of silver, and Lanfranc had one with 
fifty-one silver gilt bells tinkling 
about his. Ladies had little bells 
jingling about their girdles; knights 
attached them to their armour, and 
the high curled shoes of the time often 
ended with a bell on the pointed toe. 
You will remember the story of 
“Ride a cockhorse to Banbury Cross” 
where the fine lady had “Bells on 
her toes” and even this custom is re- 
ferred to in the Bible. Isaiah speaks 
of the Jewish custom when he de- 
scribes “the daughters of Zion walk- 
ing and mincing as they go, and mak- 
ing a tinkling with their feet.” 
Women of Arabia wore them on 


' their ankles and in Egypt and other 


Eastern countries girls wore strings 


of little bells in a similar way. The 
official Jester, or funny-man, of the 
old English Court wore bells on his 
cap, and the Morris dancers on May- 
day had them round their knees so 
that the jingle kept time with their 
steps as they danced around. 

The use of bells on trappings of 
horses goes back to a very remote 
period. The prophet Zachariah refers 
to them in the words “there shall 
be upon the bells of the horses ‘Holi- 
ness unto the Lord.’ The horses of 
the Canterbury Pilgrims had bells 
with the words “Campana Thomae” 
inscribed on them, and this denoted 
a pilgrimage to the shrine of St. 
Thomas of Canterbury. Very ancient

sculptures found at Nineveh show 
horses with bells hanging from their 
bridles. In later days in England, 
pack-horses that used to carry mer- 
chandise from place to place along 
the narrow tracks that were mere 
bridle paths and sometimes not even 
that, had bells attached to their col- 
lars. The tinkling of these bells 
served as a warning to other teams 
coming in the opposite direction, and 
the ones first to arrive at a wider 
part of the track would draw aside 
to let the other pass. These bells 
were of the crotal or round type and 
of various sizes from about tna of 
a vonv bell to auite large ones. 


Later still heavy cart horses had 
their “head swingers” or little brass 
frames with one, two or even three 
small bells. These were said to be 
used to frighten away the evil spir- 
its of the air. It is common for 
sleigh horses in Russia and other 
countries to have long strings of 
small round bells in a frame over 
the horses harness which give a 
merry tinkling as the horse trots 
along the frozen roads. Bells fixed 
to the harness of horses attached to 
wagons have long been in use in 
England. These hung in a metal 
frame, and each horse had three or 
four bells al] tuned ‘in a chird’ mak- 
ing a cheerful and pleasant sound 
as they went along the unlighted 
roads and narrow country lanes. They 
were called “latten” bells and a full 
set would be of twelve or more 
which, when not in use were put to- 
gether on a frame. The farmers or 
waggoners could then play simple 
tunes on them by tapping them like 
handbells. These ‘latten’ bells were 
made in perfect scale by founders of 
church bells. 


Silver bells were given as prizes 
in horse racing as early as 1671 at 
Chester, and later at York and other 
places. In the East even to this day 
camel bells or caravan bells are used 
in the desert, and are specially use- 
ful during sand storms to locate each 
other. These bells—like the big tem- 
ple bells of the East—have no inside

clappers, but are sounded by placing 
two or sometimes three bells together 
within one another, the smaller ones 
acting as strikers. Sometimes a se- 
ries of bells are placed in a frame 
and as the camel lurches along they 
ring by striking each other. In Afri- 
can deserts camel bells are often 
made of wood of the cotton tree, and 
these can be heard over long dis- 
tances 

Bells are used in a similar way 
on cows, sheep and goats in Switzer- 
land and elsewhere. The herdsman 
knows where the cattle are on the 
steep mountain slopes by the sound 
of the animals’ bells as they move 
about. Cow and sheep bells are made 
of sheet iron, just like the ancient 
Irish bells and were used on the 
downs. They helped to trace animals 


lost on the then unenclosed pastures.

ROLAND C. GEIST 
Author of “Bicycling as a Hobby” 


One of the foremost exponents of 
bicycling and the history thereof is 
Roland C. Geist of New York City. 

He was born in Duluth, Minn., 
during the “Gay Nineties” period of 
the bicycle, of second generation pio- 
neer parents who settled in Montana 
when the Indians were still on the 
warpath. 

He remembers back to the days 
when the famous Coney Island cycle 
path was alive with cyclists, stately 
women in bicycle costumes with puf- 
fed sleeves, men in jacket and knick- 
ers and the scorchers” in their “yel- 
low Belly” sweaters riding singles, 
tandems and quads. Both his uncles 
and father had been active cyclists 
belonging to the Empire and Knick- 
erbocker clubs. 

His career as a cyclist began when 
dad bought him a child’s model Cres- 
cent made by the Columbia people. 
Early morning rides in Central 
Park soon taught him how to balance 
the wheel, then for longer tours to 
such places as Delaware Water Gap, 
Asbury Park, Southampton, New 
"laven, Lake Hopatcong, Greenwood 
Lake, ete. The pleasures of touring 
always made a strong appeal. The 
healthy youngster now wished to 
ride longer distances, his adult 
friends were unable to keep up and 
bought the motor wheel, an attach- 
ment for the back wheel with a small 
motor. This third wheel was not 
successful. It had to be helped up 
the steep grades and was clumsy 
when traveling at speeds over 10 
miles an hour. Motor wheeling soon 
died out. 

In 1916 he joined the Century Road 
Club Association, the famous New 
York Division with a membership of 
over 500 riders, mostly racing youths 
with a few “old timers” interested 
in touring. The officers of the club 
were Centurion Sylvain Segal, Trea- 
surer Adolph R. Jacobson (who later 
helped organize the Amateur Bicycle 
League of America) and Secretary

Meyer Cigal. Here he participated 
in races, usually five or ten miles, 
century runs, cycle carnivals, roller 
races, track events, and record runs. 
While a member of the C. R. C. A. 
(meaning “Can Ride Centuries Al- 
ways”) he attended City College at 
night working for his B.S. degree. 
This gave him little time to do any 
serious training for either the track 
or road races. In 1919 he was elec- 
ted club captain, a great honor, for 
his active interest in the division. 
In 1920 he was also elected a mem- 
ber of the United States Olympic 
Cycling Committee to select our 
championship team which consisted 
of Freeman, Kockler, Stockholm, 
Otto, Nogara, Grasing and Sme!! for 
the road and Tavlor. Young. Dotter- 
weich and Beck on the track. He had 
the pleasure of meeting many old 
six day riders such as Fogler, Root 
and Kopsky. He also attended the 
1932 Olympic Games. 

While a member of the C.R.C.A., 
Geist organized several long distance 
tours to Toronto, Montreal, Boston, 
Atlantic City, Buffalo and Provi- 
dence. In 1925 he joined a New York 
University student tour of Europe 
and had the pleasure of seeing the 
famour “Tour deFrance” and riding 
in England, France and Germany. 
In 1928 and 1929 he organized the 
first bicycle tours of Europe, long 
before hosteling was thought of in 
America. In 1936 Dr. Geist helped 
in the organization of America’s first 
cycle train (New Haven Lines) to 
Canaan in the Berkshires, over 300 
riders participated. On this famous 
trip he helped organize the well 
known touring group, The College 
Cycle Club composed of college and 
club riders. Charter members _in- 
cluded Dr, Frank Wilcoxon of Cor- 
nell University, Dr. Ringer of New 
York University, etc. In 1987 an- 
other tour abroad was enjoyed cov- 
ering such new and interesting places 
awheel as Italy, the Holy Land, Rus- 
sia (where the club was not per- 
mitted to ride) Egypt, Island of 
Rhodes, Tyrol, Gibraltar. The mem- 
bers brought their bicycles back to 
the United States. 

In 1940 Dr. Geist began writing

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his story of cycling for Harpers en- 
titled “Bicycling as a Hobby’. In 
it he mentioned that European 
wheels were lighter and generally 
better made than the clumsy 50 pound 
toys the American manufacturers 
had been producing. For stating this 
truth (he has been vindicated a hun- 
dred fold by the O.P.A. order requir- 
ing light wheels) his book was 
banned by the Cycle Trades and the 
American Bicyclist, however, its real 
worth was discovered by the Amer- 
ican public, who made its sale a 
success. It seems unjust that a cyc- 
list who has given a lifetime to the 
great sport, should have the sale of 
his book, hindered for only telling 
the truth, a truth that American 
manufacturers should have investi- 
gated and corrected. Since then all 
the great American cyclists and lead- 
ers, who did not manufacture the 
“heavy American gaspipe contrap- 
tions” called bicycles, have written to 
Dr. Geist congratulating him on his 
firm stand against the typical “Amer- 
ican heavyweight or motorbike” as 
it has been called in England. He has 
in his possession letters to this ef- 
fect from Ernest and Hans Ohrt, Ju- 
lius Pearlzweig, etc. At the time of 
writing, the Columbia and Schwinn 
people had already seen the light 
and began making high grade light- 
weights equal to the best of Europes 
machines. 

Having the interests of cycling at 
heart he next threw himself into the 
legislative fight against the bicycle 
tax and all kinds of licensing provi- 
sions to be enacted into state laws 
everywhere claimed to be in the in- 
terest of cycling but really to offer 
a slight measure of protection to the 
stolen bicycles which were the re- 
sult of careless rental systems of 
dealers. The College Cycle Club un- 
der the active presidency of Dr. Geist 
fought tooth and nail against such 
hampering legislation as license 
plates, owners and operators licenses, 
heavy taxation $1.00 in some cases, 
and general prohibitions against rid- 
ing a wheel. 

After thirty-five years of riding 
experience, he has taken to writing 
on sports especially cycling. Back 
in 1917 he had written for the L.A.W. 
Bulletin when Abbott Basset was 
secretary, and for the Bicyclist. His 
latest writings cover his touring ex- 
periences in the Youth Hostel Hand- 
book, Toys and Bicycles, Cycling Her- 
ald, Walking News, New York Her- 
ald Tribune, New York Times, and 
The Review of Cycling, the latter a 
new publication that has great pos- 
sibilities. He has also collected CYC- 
LANA, a new word coined by Dr. 
Geist, meaning the collecting of all 
books, prints, medals, material per- 
taining to the bicycle. His club col- 
lection contains over 200 publications, 
over 100 prints, old and new, old 
sundries, rare porcelains, sheet mu- 
sic, ete. 

For only one year did he drop an 
active interest in cycling, and that 
was in 1917-18 when he was in active 
service as a corporal at Fort Onta- 
rio, New York. He is now engaged 
in preparing a manuscript on bicycle 
music, :

lic, and an event of outstanding im- 
portance for all collectors and love 
of Oriental rugs.” 

Known as a hunting carpet from 
its principal theme, this brilliant ex- 
ample of Persian art was probe 
ly made in the middle of the 16th cen- 
tury for the Shah Tahmasp (1524 
A.D.-1576 A.D.). Dr. Dimand believes 
that it came from the royal looms 
at Kashan which was famous from 
the 16th to the 18th century for its 
silk carpets, velvets and brocades. 

“The subject and style recall the 
miniature paintings of Sultan Mu- 
hammad, the great court painter of 
the period, who probably designed 
this rug,” Dr. Dimand adds. 

The well-preserved carpet of silk 
and metal threads—15 feet 7 inches 
long and 8 feet 4 inches wide—is 
decorated with hunting and garden 
scenes. There are 728 knots to the 
square inch, producing a texture ap- 
proaching the quality of velvet. Rugs 
of this type and size were made only 
for the use of the royal court or 
as gifts to foreign rulers. 

Representations of Chinese dragons 
and phoenixes in combat appear in 
the central panel of the carpet. They 
are woven of gold and silver threads 
against a background of salmon-pink. 
Floral stems, palmettes and blossoms 
of many colors are part of the back- 
ground. 

Around the central panel are a 
series of hunting scenes against a 
light green background covered with 
red vines and leaves. Hunting was 
one of the favorite sports of Persian 
Shahs of the Safavid Dynasty. Horse- 
men dressed in salmon-pink, blue, 
green and gold and armed with spears 
are shown hunting antelopes, hares, 
stags and lions. 


The border is especially rich in 
garden scenes, a recurring subject in 
Persian miniature painting. Turbaned 
Persian princes in richly colored cos- 
tumes are depicted feasting in a 
garden landscape. Chinese birds of 
paradise are shown flying overhead 
and perched in flowering trees. Ser- 
vants offer bowls of fruit and wine 
from golden flasks. 


The carpet will remain on view at 
the Museum for an indefinite period.

Notes on Silver 


THE CHILDREN’S 
MUSEUM BOSTON 


By MARGARET CLARK 


Did you know that niceties like 
macaroni servers, jelly knives, sar- 
dine forks sometimes brought to 500 
the number of flat silver pieces in a 
wealthy Victorian household? 

But that in the 16th century it was 
the custom for guests to bring their 
own knives spoons and forks to wher- 
ever they ate? 

This is only one of the striking con- 
trasts in table etiquette brought to 
light in “From Fingers to Forks,” a 
special exhibit of man’s eating tools 
from the Stone Age to the Atomic 
Age now on view at The Children’s 
Museum Boston, and continuing into 
the spring 

Divided into three parts -— The 
Knife, The Spoon The Fork — the ex- 
hibit is a visual history of the chang- 
ing customs in table manners through 
the centuries in all parts of the 
world and of the many materials and 
designs chosen or created by man to 
fashion impiements for cutting, 
scraping, scooping and piercing food. 

Two of the earliest spoons in the 
exhibit are Roman, one, ivory, of the 
second or fourth century A.D., the 
other, bronze, of the third century 

The changing shapes of bowls 
and handles can be traced from the 
cup and stick of the primitive gourd 
spoon to the elliptical bow] and thin, 
broad-ended handle of the 18th cen- 
tury silver fiddle back and modern 
stainless steel spoons. 

Among the more exotic spoons are 
a spiral-shaped, apricot-tinted melon 
shell from Africa, a Turkish ladle of 
coconut shell with a mother-of-pearl 
handle, and an ivory-handled tortoise 
shell spoon from India. They prove 
again how man has achieved beauty 
when he utilized materials at hand., 

Other spoons in the exhibit sre of 
mountain goat and water buffalo 
horns, clay, iron, pewter, wood, por- 
celain. 

Early American spoons include a

hand-whittled wooden ladle, iron 
cooking spoon, a pewter spoon and its 
bronze mold, and a_e replica of 
an old rattail spoon. Other types and 
designs in the exhibit represent the 
changing fashions in spoons during 
various centuries in 16 countries 
throughout the world. 

In man’s transition from fingers to 
the modern six-piece table setting, 
knives preceded forks as a: tool for 
piercing food and carrying it to the 
mouth. The knife most fascinating to 
small boys visiting the exhibit is 
the Florentine double-edged, pointed 
dagger similar to those that served 
at table in the Middle Ages as both 
knife and fork. Its use is demon- 
strated in a drawing of a medieval 
banqueting scene, one of the exhibit’s 
amusing scarlet and white illustra- 
tions of table customs through the 
ages. 

Even more practical for eating pur- 
poses was the medieval rapier. As 
the drawing shows, the double-edged 
dagger made an efficient, though per- 
haps dangerous fork, but the rapter 
could reach and spear tidbits far 
out of the dagger’s range. 

Knives in the exhibit are of stone, 
bone, wood, iron, steel. There is a 
Laplander’s knife in a bone sheath, 
a richly embossed topaz-studded Scot-

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Martha Thompson 
Recreates A Former 


Royal Doll Collector 


By CLARA HALLARD FAWCETT 


Victoria, former queen of doll col- 
lectors—not to mention her great- 
est roll as Queen of England—comes 
to us anew, this time in the form 
of a most beautiful doll—not Vic- 
toria in age, as she has been rep- 
resented so many times, but in the 
full flower of her youth, as befits the 
taste of the average collector. This 
young Victoria is the inspiration of 
a famous creator of exquisite and 
life-like portrait dolls well known to 
collectors—Martha Thompson of Wel- 
lesley, Massachusetts. Her patient 
research and painstaking care in 
making authentic portrait dolls has 
endeared her to collectors every- 
where. The doll is of fine bisque, 
comparable to the best of the old 
F'rench bisque dolls. 

Mrs. Thompson’s first costume for 
Victoria is simple. She says “I be- 
lieve the simpler dresses show the 
doll off better but think I shall re- 
dress her sometime as most people 
seem to expect her to be gaudy.” 


The sketch marked 1 shows Vic- 
toria in the year of her accession to 
the throne, 1837, and is copied from 
The Lady’s Book for March, 1838. 
The gown is dark purple with con- 
trasting blue band over the shoulder. 
A gold crown and gold and green 
buckle and ornaments enliven the 
costume. This and sketches 2, 8, 4 
and 5 were taken from a bound copy 
of The Lady’s Book for the year 1837 
through the courtesy of Mrs. Wil- 
liam J. Richard of Milton, Massa- 
chusetts. No. 2 at the left shows a 
light tan outfit; the one at the right 
is pink with white chemise. It was 
sketched for the February issue of 
the magazine. 


Costumes for January, No. 3, show 
at the left a white figured dress 
trimmed with pink ribbons and a 
pink band around the bottom to match 
a small fluted band around the neck- 
line. The figure at the right shows 
a light blue coat trimmed with white 
fur and a white muff. One gets a 
glimpse of the lining of the coat, 
which is yellow plaid. The bonnet 
is yellow trimmed with white feath- 
ers and white bow. Blue bows at col- 
lar and at the fastenings of the coat 
make a pretty contrast. 


Sketch 4 shows evening hairdos for 
October, 1838. To go with the hairdo 
at right is a yellow dress trimmed 
with yellow bows and white lace edg- 
ing at caffs. The dress at left is pink 
trimmed with white lace, and there 
are white lace streamers at the back 
of hairdo. 

Sketch 5 shows typical off-the- 
shoulder lace-trimmed white organ- 
die collars of 1838. Shaded parts in 
sketch indicate pastel shades of col- 
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or as follows: a, green; 6, blue; c, 
pink; d, yellow. 

American reporters of more than 
one hundred years ago, as now, were 
interested in the personal appear- 
ance of one much in the limelight. 
Shelton McKenzie of the New York 
Star wrote of the newly-crowned Vic- 
toria: ; 

“The Queen, as you know, was eigh- 
teen in May. She is an agreeable- 
looking young woman, with a blonde 
complexion (not a clear blonde, but 
the sodden hue which people get who 
reside for some time in London). Her 
eyes and hair are light. She wears 
her hair in the plainest manner, usu- 
ally drawn behind the ears. In the 
back it is dressed 4 la Grecq. Her 
forehead is good—the skin tight on 
it, but not so tight as to give the 
glossy appearance of polished mar- 
ble, which looks very ugly. The lips 
rather full, pouting and red. Her 
teeth are regular, and not partic- 
ularly white, nor does she show them 
much when she speaks. Her nose is 
almost aquiline, and I would call 
it her best feature. She has rather 
high cheek bones, and her face, when 
looked at in front, appears too broad 
and flat to be handsome. In a word, 
she is an agreeable good-humoured 
looking, but by no means a hand- 
some young woman. She is apparent- 
ly in good spirits, and laughs fre- 
quently. 

“The Queen’s neck is longer than 
the due proportion warrants. Her 
head sits well upon it. Her waist 
is small. Her hands and feet 
are small; the hands white and 
plump, with taper fingers, loaded 
with many neat rings. 

“Were you to see the Queen on 
her throne, or on a chair, or on horse- 
back, you would think that she was 
fully of the middle height, but when 
she rises you see that she is of 
the ‘dumpv’ genus. The fact is she 
sits as if she were five feet five inch- 
es high, and she stands more than 
three inches less. This is owing to 
her legs being disproportionately 
short. This disproportion causes her 
to walk indifferently—waddling along 
in fact. 

“To carry off her want of height, 
she is fond, on state occasions, of 
having her train borne by two very 
little pages—youngsters of ten years 
old.—But as ill luck would have it, 
the Marchioness of Wellesley, Mar- 
chioness of Lansdowne, Countess of 
Mulgrave, Duchess of Sutherland, 
and other ladies about her person, are 
tall women, and the contrast makes 
the Queen appear of lower stature 
than she really is,” 

_From current literature at the 
time of Victoria’s ascension to the 
tarone, we catch glimpses of the feel- 
ing of her subjects for the young 
Queen. The Lady’s Book for March, 
1838, has the following to say on the 
subject. (See sketch of plate). 

“The plate (1) in this number, is 
not given to compliment a queen. 
Victoria we consider as the represen- 
tative of the moral and intellectual 
influence_of woman throughout the 
British Empire. In this view her 
accession to the throne is, and ought 
to be, a subject of deep interest to 
her sex in every quarter of the world.

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PUZZLE BUTTON 


I call it my “Mystery Button” be- 
cause there is such a mystery about 
the reason for its being where it was 
found, its meaning and who its orig- 
inal owner might have been. Perhaps 
he was a Militia officer or a diplo- 
mat. : 


I understand the button is listed 
in “The American Historical But- 
tons” as unidentified. The dates giv- 
en are 1798-1812. 


It was given me by an elderly 
gentleman who, as a boy, stood with 
his father some seventy-three years 
ago, 1872, and watched the demolition 
of an old building which had served 
as a factory for the manufacture of 
cushion caps before and during the 
war of 1812. 


The building, a two-story one, a- 
bout twenty-five by fifty feet, stood 
a short distance outside the town of' 
Sackett’s Harbor. Its massive walls 
were over two feet thick. Within the 
building, near the center, was a sealed 
in chimney. It was in this sealed 
chimney that the wreckers found a 
chamois bag containing a number 
of these buttons. 


The father of the, then, little boy 
bought the buttons. Some he sold at 
five dollars a pair to be used as cuff 
buttons. He kept about thirteen for 
himself and these were passed on to 
the son who is aow about eighty 
years of age. 


The battle of Sackett’s Harbor was 
fought May 27, 1813. British with 
Indians, attacked from Kingston by 
water. The American defenders were 
commanded by Gen. Brown. 


Sackett’s Harbor was the princi- 
pal place of deposit on the lake for 
needed military and naval stores for 
Americans on the northern frontier. 
Store houses on the margin of the 
harbor were filled with the spoils of 
York and other valuable property. 
Some were burned during the battle. 
The ist. and 2nd. Regiment of Dra- 
goons manned Fort Tompkins on the 
west side of the harbor. Col. Backus 
and some dragoons were stationed 
near the village. Lieut. Fanning was 
in command of the artillierists. 


After the second round of shots 
some of the militia became fright- 
ened and retreated in disorder. One 
militia commander fled toward 


Adams. He was later reported miss- 
ing. Gen. Brown threatened desert- 
ers with death and most returned to' 
fight. 


The cap pictured on the button, 
which is one piece copper or bronze 
and about an inch in diameter, is like 
those worn by the dragoons. The 
drum shown is shaped and _ laced 
like those pictured as used in the 
early days. 


It certainly is an interesting but- 
ton but, oh, how I wish it could talk 
and could tell me how it got into 
that chimney and for whom it was 
made!

COVERED BUTTONS 


Covered buttons embrace many 
types, materials and many crafts. 
Charming collections can be assem- 
bled. Let me attempt to show you how 
interesting they can be. 


Looking for information on metal 
buttons, I found that there has al- 
ways been a sort of tug-of-war be- 
tween manufacturers of metal but- 
tons and manufacturers of covered 
ones, the latter being just as impor- 
tant and far more perishable. 


Let me quote W. C. Aitken who 
wrote in 1876: “Covered buttons are 
made in such immense variety of tex- 
tiles that it is impossible to enumer- 
ate them, but it is sufficient to state 
that the ingenious construction, their 
good wearing qualities, the clever 
mechanism of the tools by which 
the various discs of cloth, metal, mill- 
board, ete., are cut out and finally 
the methods of uniting these together 
into a complete button, are marvels 
of skill and industry . 


“The earliest (machine) covered 
button was made in 1802, by Mr. B. 
Sanders of Birmingham. This one 
had a metal shank but the ingenuity 
of the son completed the invention of 
the father and by substituting for 
the rigid metal shank a tuft of can- 
vas, through which the button could 
be sewn on to the coat, created the 
flexible shank button. The only im- 
provement made thereafter, consisted 
In covering the back of the silk-front- 
ed buttons also with silk. 

Hand-made covered buttons are

known to have been in use in Eliza- 
bethan times, probably earlier. Dur- 
ing the 18th century richly embroid- 
ered ones were in vogue on men’s 
coats and waistcoats. These were 
made over wooden moulds, the em- 
broidered cloth discs fastened at the 
back with criss-crossed coarse threads, 
much in the manner of the later 
machine thread backs. These buttons 
are scarce and expensive. But many 
beautifully embroidered ones were 
fashioned by dressmakers and needle- 
women in the later 19th and early 
20th centuries, all worthwhile collect- 
ibles today. 


There are many other types that 
make charming collections . . . those 
with separately covered raise@ de- 
signs; those with metal centers and 
applied decorations; and others with 
glass centers and moulded _ glass 
cameos. 


There are woven collectibles, real- 
ly gems, that came in with the Jac- 
quard loom. Beaded buttons cover 
another type that are skillfully fash- 
ioned, some sewn on cloth discs, oth- 
ers crocheted and still others se- 
cured with fine wire. There are hana 
painted ones, crocheted ones and 
braided ones, to name just a few 
possibilities. 


I’ve prepared some labeled cards of 
different types. I hope you will look 
them over carefully and maybe pne- 
come a convert, as I have! 

The following is a description of 
the labeled cards which were passed 
among the group and discussed: 


1. Introductory: Showed types of 
moulds . . . bone, wood ana one of 
pressed paper covered with muslin. 
Covered buttons were taken apart to 
show the construction . . thread 
backs, those with flexible canvas 
shanks and those with metal frames. 


2. Cloth combined with Vegetable 
Ivory: Various types were displayed 
illustrating the F. H. Goldthwaite & 
Co., Springfield, Mass.,* offer in 1888, 
to take scraps or pieces of any ma- 
terial and make into buttons, any 
amount, fiat or ball shapes, plain or 
with an edge of ivory of the same 
or contrasting color. 


3. Types and Combinations: But- 
tons with separately covered raised 
designs which included conventional 
and pictorial designs (birds, flowers, 
Liberty bell, stars, etc.); those com- 
bined with metal; and those com- 
bined with glass decorations. 


4. Crocheted: Crochet designs over 
silken moulds; crochet combined with 
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metal decorations and others with 
beads worked into the design. 

5. Beaded Buttons: Beads sewn on 
cloth discs in all-over pattern, over 
wooden moulds; beads strung on fine 
wire then sewn to coarse cloth, over 
wooden moulds; beaded designs on 
silk, thread back; beaded design on 
velvet, then set in metal frame; some 
were all black, others were worked 
in colored beads. 

6. Type of Needlework: This card 
carried out the star motif. On one 
the thread from each point was fast- 
ened at the back; on another a five- 
pointed star was worked directly on 
the silk disc; another, almost 2 inches 
in diameter, mould covered with 
coarse tan material resembling home- 
spun, star of coarse thread, ma- 
cramé type knotted thread border. 

7. Embroidered: One on silk, silk 
and metallic thread embroidered, steel 
bead edge. Another, flower embroid- 
ered on silk set in metal frame; black 
embroidery on black silk, metal col- 
let and flexible canvas shank; needle- 
point, rose design, etc. 

8. Hand Painted: A large oval 
wooden mould covered with black 
satin, decorated in thick white paint, 
swan, lake and foliage. This button 
belongs to Miss Verner E. Clum, Pres- 
ident, New York State Button So- 
ciety.

COLLECTOR’S 
TREASURES 


By MARY DARLINGTON TAYLOR

Beautiful old things which you buy, 
and cherish for themselves, and 
things, often times not so old, which 
have come to you by inheritance are 
the greatest heights to which some 
collectors can aspire. The exquisite 
Sheraton style bed with urn finials, 
and the mahogany, ball and claw foot 
chair with old red leather upholstery 
that only the investigations of recent 
times reveal as Chippendale’s choice 
as a covering, they have gone to 
some other branch of the family, and 
have disappeared from human ken, 
You rail, inwardly, at grandmother 
for having selected as her portion, the 
En.pire bureau with feet. so large 
they are always in the way. 

Rarely, however, a piece of first 
water has actually been preserved 
‘and cherished throughout the years 
by an appreciative succession of gen- 
erations, And then the -collector is 
filled with awe and envy. 

In this sort is the Hepplewhite 
style sideboard, owned by Arthur P. 
Van Schaick of Sasco Hill. It was 
‘made to order for a Van Schaick an- 
castor and was designed . for his 
home, on the banks of the Hudson 
river. 

The first Van Schaick to come to 
this country was’one Captain Goosen 
Gerritse Van Schaick. He was born 
in Holland about 1636, and in 1664, 
the same year New Amsterdam fell 
before the British, he purchased a 
patent just north of Cohoes, on the 
Hudson. 

“De Halve Maen” it was called, 
from the topography of the land and 
it came later to be known as the Van 
Schaick or Half Moon patent. 

On an island included in the patent, 
lying in the Hudson at its point of 
juncture with the Mohawk river, still 
stands the house, built early in the 
18th century by Wessel Van Schaick, 
son of Goosen. Wessel was born in 
1712. The house appears on a map 


of the manor of Rensselaer drawn, 


in 1767, and may have been built by 


Wessel as a home for his bride. He 
was married in 1743. 

It is built of yellow brick, made 
in a nearby kiln, rather than im- 
ported from Holland as is supposed 
to have been the case with many of 
the old Dutch manses up and down 
the river. It is one of the finest houses 
of its type, and while it is no longer 
owned by members of the Van Schaick 
family, its present owner is keenly 
aware of the treasure he possesses. 

The King’s Highway from Albany 
ran past the house, passing over Van 
Schaick’s island. On it, during the 
French and Indian Wars, and the Rev- 
olutionary conflict, soldiers marched 
in formation, and from June to Oc- 
tober, 1777, the Van Schaick mansion 
domiciled many of the officers of the 
northern army. 

Peter Schuyler, who was originally 
in command of the northern army, 
was a close personal friend of John 
Gerrit Van Schaick, son of Wessel, 
and it was in the Van Schaick man- 
sion that Schuyler, in 1777, surren- 
dered command of the army to Ho- 
ratio Gates. 

Through Schuyler’s influence, the 
Continental army was enriched by 
some $10,000 in gold, which John 
loaned Gates for campaign expenses 
and which, by the way, was given in 
exchange for Continental notes of 
credit, which were never redeemed. 
It was in all probability John Gerrit 
who purchased the sideboard. 

The Hepplewhite style, we call it 
but as a matter of fact, the credit 
for having evolved the sideboard in 
the form where it reached well nigh 
perfection is due one Shearer, an al- 
most forgotten London cabinet maker. 

The Tudor and Jacobean dining hall 
was apt to include amongst its fur- 
nishings, a long table with top set 
loosely on trestles—truly a “side 
horde.” Some of these early serving 
tables, on which the haunches of veni- 
son, pasteys and sides of beef which 
could not be crowded on the main 
table were set, were fairly orna- 
mental. They looked rather like dower 
chests, with their skirts elaborately 
carven, and very deep. 

None of these found their way to 
America. First piece of furniture 


which could be put into the sideboard 
category was the court cupboard and 
its first cousin, the press cupboard. 
There were apparently a fairly large 
number of these massive and over- 
whelming objects made throughout 
New England and in Virginia. 

In the north, at least, even the 
finest homes had kitchen and dining 
room all in one, and a refectory or 
trestle table, a great cupboard, some 
stools and perhaps a chair or so must 
have filled the room, never partic- 
ularly large. 

With the advent of the William and 
Mary, and later the Queen Anne 
styles, the sideboard disappeared. 
True, “side bordes” have survived, but 
there is little to distinguish them 
from the refectory table and they are 
few and far between. 

And while Chippendale made some 
long tables, definitely dedicated to 
use as serving tables, still they could 
hardly be called sideboards. In Phila- 
delphia, some American examples of 
this rococo period have been found 
with cabriole legs, elaborate carving, 
and claw and ball feet. Uusually mar- 
ble was used for the top. 

Most of the authorities agree that 
this most impressive piece of furni- 
ture did not appear in England, be- 
fore 1780 or thereabouts, and was not 
found this side of the Atlantic for 
another decade. ; 

Shearer, whose name has never 
taken place with the other cabinet 
makers of his era, published a book 
of designs showing a sideboard two 
years before Hepplewhite, with whom 
he had been associated in business, 
came out with the same design. Hep- 
plewhite was the better business man 
of the two, and he took the idea and 
set it forth as his own. 

The style was immediately taken 
up. To wit, the number of sideboards, 
made in this country as well as 
abroad, ‘which proclaim the date of 
their making between 1790 and 1825. 

The brothers Adam, of London, pre- 
ferred a three piece arrangement, 
with long table flanked by pedestal 
cupboards, each terminating in an

Two of the early folding knives 
have the curved grip upon which the 
| andles of flintlock pistols were prob- 
ably patterned. One of the pistols, 
italy, 1750, is shown with these 
knives, Other knives are from Syria, 
Sweden, Morocco, Italy, Germany, 
Japan. 

The family tree of the fork and 
chopsticks begins in the museum ex- 
Libit with a two-pronged iron skew- 
er used, as was the bronze Roman 
fork on view, in cooking and serving 
food. Forks did not replace fingers 
for eating food until the 1600’s in 
Italy when it began to be consid- 
ered bad table manners to touch food 
with the fingers. To represent the 
riany types of forks designed to keep 
fingers at a polite distance from vari- 
ous delicacies, there is in the exhibit 
a snail fork from France, an Italian 
silver lemon fork, a Victorian sil- 
ver salad server, the steel fork of an 
American stag-handled carving set. 


Early American forks shown are 
two-tined steel with bone handles and 
there is also a three-tined English 
fork made for a child. Other forks 
are from Mexico, Holland, Madagas- 
car, the Holy Land, Java, Japan, and 





there are chopsticks made of wood or 
metals from Oriental cuuatries. 

One of the most interesting fork 
styles is the collapsible fork and 
spoon set. Its invention was another 
recognition by society of the fork’s 
replacement of fingers for eating. The 
shape of the set’s sheath, broad at 
the end to accommodate the tines of 
the folded fork, continues to exert its 
influence upon the designs of han- 
dles. 

To sum up man’s progress from 
one or two primitive eating tools to 
the fuller equipment demanded by 
more refined modern table customs, 
two six-piece sterling silver place set- 
tings lent by Reed and Barton are 
on view. Their designs, too, empha- 
size the contrast between the ornate 
silver fashionable in Victorian times 
with the arrested-in-motion sculp- 
tured effect of one of today’s more 
recent silver patterns.

The cupboard compartments, too, 
were metal lined, and often one was 
really a drawer, wherein wine could 
be cooled while a heated stone made 
a plate warmer of the other. 

This fashion apparently did not 
take in the Colonies, for the Amer- 
ican sideboard generally is a one piece 
aifair with four legs to the front and 
two rear legs. The front is sometimes 
straight, sometimes slightly recessed, 
and occasionally but rarely, as in the 
exuse of the Van Schaick sideboard, 
completely shaped. 

On the panels of drawers and doors 
the cabinet maker could expend his 
finest skill as a worker of inlay. 
Tae Van Schaick sideboard is deli- 
cately, finely inlaid with satinwood. 

By about 1800, or shortly after, the 
American sideboard ‘was most often 
ashioned with turned or reeded and 
tapered legs, after the manner of 
Sheraton. 

Most of the sideboards attributed to 
Phyfe are in this style. And to New 
York’s own master cabinet maker 
goes the credit for popularizing smal- 
ler sideboards. Dainty little affairs, 
often with four legs, reeded and ta- 
pered. and usually without inlay of 
any sort, they are in the greatest 
demand, in this age of apartments 
and small houses, 

The Sheraton style sideboard, with 
its reeded legs, was generally without 
inlay, in the Phyfe manner. The sheer 
beauty of finely grained mahogany 
had come to be recognized as never 
before, and except for reeded edge 
or legs and bead moldings about 
doors and drawers, was often the 
sole ornamentation of pieces of this 
1815-1825 period. 

The Van Schaick example, however, 
is of the inlaid school, and the pair 
of knife boxes which are known to 
have originally surmounted it, 
but which have disappeared with the 
years, were undoubtedly inlaid as 
well, 

There is no clue to the maker of 
this important piece of furniture, and 
the family records only disclose that 
it was purchased after the Revolu- 
tion and has never been out of the 
family.

' “Victoria has come to the throne 
under many peculiar advantages. She 
is in the bloom and beauty of youth, 
when, as woman, she would be sov- 
ereign over men’s affections. She 
brings to her high station all the in- 
telligence which the most careful edu- 
cation could bestow, to fit her for 
her duties. She is watched over by 
maternal affection, and seemingly en- 
shrined in the hearts of the whole 
British people. 

“With such signal advantages, we 
will not say from nature and for- 
tune, but through the ordering of a 
wise Providence, she has also the ines- 
timable privilege of living in an age 
when the moral power of right prin- 
ciples, of truth in its simplicity is, 
in a measure, understood—when 
woman is taking her true place, side 
by side, with man, his companion and 
helper in the work of civilization and 
Christian progress. 

“And here is an object worthy of 
the ambition of a queen; that of pro- 
moting female education, and render- 
ing her own sex capable of wielding, 
judiciously, the immense moral in- 
fluence they are destined to possess. 

“We do not say, with Aimé-Martin 
that “the only universal agent of civ- 
ilization is our mothers”; but we do 
assert, that on maternal influence, 
more than on any other earthly cause, 
depends the character of the child; 
and that men will never be wise while 
women are ignorant. 

“An American lady, visiting Oxford, 
and beholding the princely manner in 
which the education of young men had 
been provided for—that there were 
accommodations and provisions for 
educating ten times the number who 
were actually enjoying the privileges 
of this noble institution, thus justly 


remarks: “What fountains of wealth 
have flowed into this place to build 
these nineteen massy colleges—their 
various chapels—libraries, and other 
appendages. Had some of this money 
been expended to afford judicious 
training to the mothers of the youth 
now upon the stage, it is probable 
that the colleges, though fewer, would 
have been better filled and with more 
orderly and moral young men than 
many of the students are reported 
now te he.” 

“To the cause of female education, 
as offering the best means of improv- 
ing the moral condition of society, 
we hope that Queen Victoria will de- 
vote her most sedulous attention. 
Judging from the tone of the jour- 
nals, public opinion in England is 
fast awakening to the importance 
of this subject; and the time for ac- 
tion .has nearly arrived. Let the 
Queen reflect on the injustice which 
the intellect of her own sex has suf- 
fered since the days of “Boadicea”— 
what thousands and millions of money 
have been lavished on the education 
of men, while not a single female 
seminary has been endowed and per- 
manently established in the British 
Empire, nor the education of women 
recognizeu as necessary by the Eng- 
lish government, or provided for by 
the public, in any manner. What 
would the sons of old England have 
done to advance science and arts, 
learning and religion, had their men- 
tal improvement been as little cared 
for as that of her daughters has 
beer? And yet, notwithstanding all 
this neglect, these soul depressing dis- 
advantages, female genius has al- 
ready aided an imperishable wreath 
to England’s fame; and also contrib- 
uted its full quota to aid in the 
moral enlightenment of the public 
mind. But how much greater would 
have been the advancement in knowl-

edge and virtue, had female educa 
tion been what it ought to be! 

“It is characteristic of female tal- 
ent, that its exercise, almost withou: 
exception, has for its aim the pro- 
motion of goodness, of happiness, of 
purity. 

“Woman has seldom written from 
the promptings of ambition, to dis- 
play her scholarship, establish a the 
ory, or to mortify a rival. Nor has 
she written from the desire of pecu- 
niary gain, from party excitement 01 
private friendship. Philanthropy, pa 
triotism, gratitude, sympathy, pure 
affection and humble devotion—these 
are her inspirers. Her offerings 01 
the altar of public intelligence ar¢ 
given because she dares not withholc 
them. It is her duty. Her little flow 
er of feeling or fancy may contain a 
healing virtue, more efficacious to so- 
ciety than the fruits gathered from 
the loftiest speculations of man’s 
philosophy can ever afford. Thus she 
reasons—and she is right. Count the 
number of authors who, during the 
last sixty years, (since the diffusion 
of knowledge among the people has 
only been attempted) and see how 
large a proportion of those, whose 
productions have contributed most to 
the improvement and enjoyment of 
the young, to domestic happiness, to 
the promotion of benevolence and 
humble piety, are women! Many of 
these have gone to their reward in 
that world where there is no distinc- 
tion of sex, but all the good are as 
the angels in “heaven. 

“To those eminent female writers 
who are still active in their intellec- 
tual and moral duties, the highest 
tokens of public regard are due. 

“Victoria, we are informed, dis- 
charges the office of queen with a 
grace and dignity which wins all 
hearts. She has prorogued and opened 
parliament, visited in state the city, 
and dined with the lord mayor. But 
to us, American women, the most in- 
teresting act she has performed is 
the unobtrusive one recognizing fe- 
male talent. She has, we understand, 
pensioned, from her private purse, 
three eminent literary ladies, Miss 
Joanna Baillie, Miss Edgworth and 
Miss Mitford. We hope the report 
is true, and that this benefaction is 
an earnest of the encouragement 
which she is intending to accord the 
genius of her own sex. But this 
means she will acquire a renown 
pure as virtue and imperishable as 
thought. Her reign will as far exceed 
in glory that of all other femate sov- 
ereigns, as moral exceeds physical 
power, 


“Semiramis founded the most mag- 
nificent city the world ever saw: all 
that remains is a heap of rubbish. 

“Zenobia led her armies to battle 
and conquest, and for a time divided 
the sceptre of the earth with Impe- 
rial Rome: the sands of the desert 
now sweep over the palaces of Pal- 
myra. 


“Isabella of Castile, by her steady 
confidence in the character of Colum- 
bus, and her generous zeal in his fa- 
vor, deserves to share with him in 
the glory of discovering a new world. 
But the event proved to be a fata! 














a 
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evil to her own country and kingdom. 

“There is no such thing as a glori- 
ous, enduring fame for woman that 
is not based on the morsl and intel- 
lectual elevation of the human char- 
acter. 

“Victoria nas now the opportunity 
of securing such a wreath of bright 
honour for herself as no queen ever 
before enjoyed. Let her bear in mind 
that every added degree of respect to 
which she can entitle her sex will 
proportionately exalt her own char- 
icter. May she prove, by her own 
ure example, that a woman is wor- 
hy to sway the scevtre of the great- 
est empire in the world.” ; 

The above was written by the edi- 
‘or of the Lady’s Book in 1838, when 
Jictoria had been on the throne less 
than a year. Her long and good reign 
amply justified the editor’s point of 
view.

ANTIQUE CHRISTMAS 
TREE ORNAMENTS 


Brightened the Salt Lake City 
Public Library. 


Antique Christmas ornaments used 
by pioneer settlers were used to dec- 
orate the tree this past Christmas 
season at the Salt Lake City library. 
The antiques used were from the pri- 
vate collection of Mrs. Ann C. Noble 
of the Hunter’s Horn Antique Shop, 
Woods Cross, Utah, and included an- 
tique. toys as well as a sheet of an- 
tique Christmas seals. 

Several replicas of fish made of 
light metal and cardboard of various 
sizes and colors recalled the reli- 
gious significance our great grand 
parents attached to the fish motif, a 
symbol of the early Christians because 
the letters of its Greek name “ichthus” 
combined the initials of the Greek 
words meaning Jesus Christ, Son of 
God, Savior 

Two types of vigil lights were 
shown, called “Christmas Eaves” 
lights by the pioneers. They were 
small receptacles filled with oil and 
floating wicks which were lighted and 
hung from the eaves of the houses 
for exterior Christmas decorations. 

Antique tree lights were tiny twist- 
ed candles with bright colored clip 
candle holders. Tiny collapsible lan- 
terns and a miniature lamp post, each 
made to hold a candle, also were at- 
tached to the tree. 

Mrs. Edwin G. La Munyan, assist- 
ant librarian, supervised the prep- 
aration of the exhibit.

GLASS PAINTINGS. 


Reverse paintings on glass were 
done with oil paints on the under 
side of the glass. They were some- 
sometimes 
with silver which often had an 
orange-colored wash over it before it 
was applied. Sometimes a white 
ground was used. The backing re- 
flected the light and helped give the 
warm rich brilliance characteristic 
of glass paintings. 

According to the New York Histor- 
ical Society bulletin, the subject of 
these paintings were usually religi- 
ous. Sometimes they were portraits 
of famous people such as George 
Washington. The drawings were of 
the simple, primitive type. 
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CHALK FIGURES IMITATED 
FINE PORCELAINS. 

The so-called Pennsylvania chalk 
figures were found all along the East- 
ern seaboard, according to a recent 
bulletin of the New York Historical 
Society. Eighteenth and nineteenth 
century America was hungry for 
beauty, and these chalk figures, could 
be had at a popular price, though in 
the same general forms as the fine 
decorative porcelains being made then 
in England and on the continent. 

It was a simple process of pouring 
in a mold, as the mold marks on the 
various pieces show. A wide variety 
of subjects were used, from the late 
18th century favorite of a bust por- 
trait of a woman, through the nine- 
teenth century Victorian “bloomer 
girls.”

mistaking him for an employee lodged 
a complaint: “I say, this ’at doesn’t 
fit!” Raising a monocle, Whistler 
eyed him carefully all over and went 
further: “Neither does your coat!” 

Whistler always dressed for din- 
ner, and was inclined to be censor- 
ious of those who did not. He had a 
quicker eye for clothes than for their 
wearers. “So you recognized me 
from behind?” said a poor American 
artist when Whistler called after him 
in the street. “Yes,” I spied you 
through a hole in your coat,’ was the 
answer. 

Whistler laughed much and loudly 
at his own good sayings, which some- 
times deterred others from joining 
in wholeheartedly. His piercing, dis- 
turbing, eldritch “Ha-ha!” became a 
feature of his character, and could 
sound so diabolical that Henry Irv- 
ing copied it when playing Mephis- 
topheles in Faust. To the outside 
world, and especially to his critics, 
Whistler often seemed a satanic fi- 
gure. But to his friends, for as long 
as their friendship lasted, and to his 
disciples, for as long as he remained 
their Master, he was a fascinatine 
creature. Though, as he once said, 
he liked “carefully to exasperate” peo- 
ple, he liked still more to charm 

em. 


_Whistler’s joy and absorption in 
his work were intense. “The paint- 
ing of Nature should be done at 
home,” he asserted. His pictures were 
his imaginative re-creation of what 
he had seen with his eves, beauty 
based on reality. The famous Noc- 
turnes, for all their apparent ease, 
were the fruit of great care and con- 
centration. He made his notes or 
sketches with black and white chalk 
on brown paper, either while rowing 
on the river or when strolling uno 
its shore. Leaning on the emhank- 
ment. he would look long and stead- 
ily at a scene that appealed to his 
fancy, taking all the details until 
the picture was stamped in his mind 
If he had a companion, he would turn 
his back to the river and test his 
memory in a sort of chant; “The 
sky is lighter than the warer, the 
houses darkest. There are eight 
houses, the second is the lowest, the 
fifth is the highest; the tone 
of all is the same. The first 
has two lighted windows, one above 
the other, the second has four... ” 
and so on. If his companion said he 
was at fault on some point, he would 
turn around, look again, correct his 
mistake. turn again, and once more 
recite from memory. This might 
happen a dozen times; and when sat- 
isfied that he had mentally photo- 
graphed the scene aright, he would 
say “Good night,” go home to bed, 
and paint his Nocturne the following 
day. Sometimes his memory would 
fail him after he had started the 
picture. Then he would either stop 


work for the day or begin something 
else, and return that evening to re- 
fresh his memory. If Nature were 
in an obstinate mood and refused to 
reproduce the effect he we:ited, he 
would patiently return, evening after 
evening, until she did. 


Mark Twain once visited Whistler’s 
studio. He pretended to be complet- 
ely ignorant of art, and commented 
on an almost finished painting: “Not 
at all bad, Mr. Whistler, not at all 
bad. Only here in the corner, if I 
were you, I’d do away with that 
cloud,” and he made as if to rub 
it out. 

“Gad, sir!” cried Whistler in hor- 
ror, “do be careful there! Don’t you 
see the paint is not yet dry?” 

“Oh, don’t mind that!” said the 
amiable Mark. “I’m wearing gloves, 
you see.” 

After that, they got on splendidly.

Oxen in wine growing countries 
trot more willingly to the sound of 
its tinkling bells, and even the bar- 
row coolie of China likes to hear 
those he has attached to the spokes 
of his wheel. In central Asia three 
bronze bells are sometimes screwed to 
the axle of vehicles. In the days of 
falconry two small bells were fas- 
tened to the legs of the hawks. Often 
these were of silver of a very shrill 
tone. From early times, too, silver 
bells were given as prizes in the 
former cruel sport of cock-fighting. 

The Chinese use “scribes’ bells” for 
exercising the fingers to keep them 
nimble. These bells were made for 
generations by one family by_a secret 
process, and are like round crotals 
cleverly made and consisting of a 
solid bell with a bell inside it. 

The Japanese use small bells in 
their worship and these are of elabor- 
ate design and many are of great 
age. They bear the curious names of 
Sanko, Goko, Gokosuzu. Colored clay 
bells are also sold to pilgrims in 
some sacred shrines and then these 
are presented as votive offerings. 

The uses of handbells in both an- 
cient and modern times are almost 
countless, The town crier used a large 
handbell with a wooden handle and 
before announcing his message would 
jangle it and commence “O _ yez, 
O yez, O yez.” He was a recognized 
public official and often wore a spe- 
cial livery—a flowing scarlet cloak 
and cocked hat. The watchman of 
old carried a bell as he went his 
rounds, and rang it at intervals to 
proclaim the hour, to tell the state 
of weather and sometimes announce 
a blessing on the town. We all know 
the school bell, but the muffin bell 
is no longer heard. The bicycle bell 
still remains despite the horn and 
the hooter. Bells are used to announce 
the approach of the railway train, 
and in America it answers the pur- 
pose of the engine whistle. Part of 
the “furniture” of every sea-going 
vessel, and many river steamers, is 
the bell which is used to mark the 
flight of time. This is done by a 
number of strokes on the bell which 
is usually hung near the mizzen mast 
or in the forecastle. 

In the early days when the first 
missionaries came to this country, 
they carried around with them very 
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crude handbells. With these they at- 
tracted the people and then preached 
the gospel to them. Later these bel!s 
were held in superstitious awe, and 
people thought miracles could he 
wrought by them. They made very 
beautiful shrines (or cases) for then 
which were mostly of silver finely 
wrought and often adorned with fig- 
ures of saints and Biblical charac- 
ters. These shrines with the sacred 
bells inside them were kept in the 
local church chained up to a pillar 
or other convenient place, in a sim- 
ilar manner like the Bibles were. 
Some are now preserved in museunis 
—like the famous bells of St. Patrick 
now kept in Dublin—others are in 
private hands having been handed 
down from generation to generation. 

Handbells with strap handles and 
specially designed clappers are com- 
monly used in entertainments. They 
are tuned to scale in proper sequence 
and in sets of eight (octaves) up to 
as many as 40 or more. They are 
rung in various ways, either by hold- 
ing them “in hand”, or played from 
a table, or tapped while hanging on 
a frame. In any of these ways mu- 
sical airs may be played either with 
or without accompanying piano or or- 
chestra. 


BELL NOTES 


Dr. Wilton E. Bergstrand, Youth 
Director for the Augustana Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church, is usirg as 
one of his current. inspirational talks 
“Keep the Bells Ringing.”

PROFIT SHARING PLAN 


When William Hensley, manager of 
the Cafe Bellini at 1014 Rush Street, 
Chicago, received a letter from Chi- 
cago’s own Mary Garden (now re- 
tired to Scotland) asking if he had 
her record of At Dawning, he 
wrapped it with great care and sent 
it to her in the spirit of generosity 
characteristic of the Collector whose 
treasures are highly appreciated. 

For twenty years Mr. Hensley has 
been collecting records from attics, 
auctions, and advertising, including 
dog eared catalogues. Sometimes 
friends and appreciative patrons add 
to his collection. Recently La Giocon- 
da, sung by Lillian Nordica, and 
valued highly was given to him, and 
he in turn plays it for his patrons. 
He has records of Nellie Melba, Caru- 
so, Chaliapin, and Marie Callas, as 
well as of Edith Mason, Clair Dux, 
and Rosa Raisa-: 

In fact, Mr. Hensley has more than 
6,000 records labeled in his carefully 
typed catalogue, including a few 
Thomas A. Edison originals, circa 
1890, with an aria on one side and 
the story of the singer on the other. 
“They have a fine tone,” Mr. Hensley 
says, “though they have no volume 
control. Look for your patent dates,” 
he added, “they are a clew as to 
when an old recording was released.” 

“My rarest disks,’ Mr. Hensley 
went on, “are worth more now than 
their original cost, even though ear- 
ly Victor Red Seals were blank on 
one side and sold for as high as $5. 
I think they are superior to present 
dav records,” he added with the Col- 
lector’s ardor. “They have some sur- 
face noises but those old shellacs were 
made to last.” 

It is from this extensive collection 
that patrons listen to the great sing- 
ers of the past and present each af- 
ternoon in Cafe Bellini. 

Wrought iron lamps which once 
adorned a Venetian gondola glow on 
the dark red walls and marble topped 
tables of the cafe. A gleaming Pavoni 
machine produces coffee melanges, 
like Cappuccino or Caffe Tonico. And 
patrons enjoying sandwiches or pas- 
tries listen to the wonderful old arias. 
Thus one collector enjoys his hobby 
while profiting from it and sharing 
it with his patrons and friends.

AUSTRIAN DRAWINGS 
AND PLANS 


A comprehensive exhibition entitl- 
ed “Austrian Drawings and Prints” 
has just arrived from the Albertino 
Museum in Vienna, which owns one 
of the world’s outstanding collections 
of graphic arts. This exhibition open- 
ed on February 20 at the National 
Gallery of Art, Washington, D. C. 
and eventually will go on a one-year 
tour under the auspices of the Smith- 
sonian Institution Exhibition Serv- 


ice. 

The following museums will also 
be included in the tour: The Minnea- 
polis Institute of Arts, Minneapolis, 
Minn., California Palace of the Le- 
gion of Honor, San Francisco, Calif. ; 
Los Angeles County Museum, Los 
Angeles, Calif.; William Rockhill Nel- 
son Gallery of Art, Kansas City, Mo-; 
Seattle Art Museum, Seattle, Wash. 
Marion Koogler McNay Art Institute, 
San Antonio, Tex.; George Thomas 
Hunter Gallery of Art, Chattanooga, 
Tenn.; and the J. B. Speed Art Mu- 
seum, Louisville, Ky. 

The exhibition, consisting of 116 
original drawings and prints trom the 
fifteenth to the nineteenth centuries, 
was organized by Dr. Otto Benesch, 
Director of the Albertina Museum, 
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with the cooperation of the Austrian 

Government. It is the first of its kind 

ever to be seen in the United States.

IT HURT WORSE THEN 

The Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington is now equipped with 
an 1875 dental office, including chair, 
spittoon, dental drill, gas machine, 
dental cabinet, and instruments. 

Most of the equipment .came from 
the dental office of Dr. Greene Vardi- 
man Black, dentist of Winchester and 
Jacksonville, Il]. (1858-1897), and 
dean of Northwestern University 
Dental School (1897-1915). Dr. Black 
invented one of the first cord-driven, 
foot-power dental engines in 1870, 
which is included in the Smithsonian 
Institution’s exhibit. Dr. Black’s oth- 
er accomplishments include his many 
texts on dentistry, such as the first 
book on bacteria of the mouth: 

The dental chair from Dr. Black’s 
office was patented by Geor W. 
Archer, of Rochester, N. Y., «ii March 
17, 1874. The gas machine in the 
Smithsonian exhibit, described as an 
“improved apparatus for producing 
anesthesia,” was used to administer 
chloroform or nitrous oxide during 
an extraction. 

This dental equipment was re-

Historical Transfer--Decorated Wares 


Do you have a pottery jug or plate 
with soft creamy white glaze dec- 
orated with a ship, a President’s por- 
trait, a picture of Peace, accompanied 
by a verse or motto? If so, cherish it 
as, doubtless, you have a piece of 
Liverpool ware brought home from 
England by a sea captain or other 
early voyager. 


Liverpool ware with its transfer 
subjects consists, in the main, of 
jugs (a word commonly used for a 
large pitcher), mugs, plates and 
bowls. The subjects that decorate 
these pieces are much greater in 
number than the articles they adorn, 
covering as they do a wide range of 
more or less historical events: naval 
encounters, political campaigns, por- 
traits of presidents, merchant ships, 
pictures relating to trade, peace. lib- 
erty, the arms of various occupa- 
tions, and the symbols of organiza- 
tions. 


These jugs and plates and other 
pieces were made in Liverpool large- 
ly for the overseas Colonial trade. 
They were purchased by the captains 
and crews of American ships visiting 
Liverpool during the years following 
the Treaty of Paris in 1783 which 
concluded the American Revolution, 
through the years of the early nine- 
teenth century. Little discrimination 
seems to have been exercised by the 
manufacturers of the Liverpool ware 
in the selection of pictures. A pic- 
ture of one President might very well 
carry the name of another, if that 
name seemed more timely. The pic- 
ture of a merchant ship might be 
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used over and over, changing only 
the flag she flew, thus making her a 
ship of many countries. And, doubt- 
less, in those days before the wide 
distribution of newspapers with their 
candid photographs of important peo- 
vie and the discovery of television by 
means of which we actually see most 
important people, one picture did as 
well as another so far as the public 
was concerned. 

At an early date rich deposits of 
clay were found in Liverpool, Eng- 
land, and the making of brick and 
nottery was carried on there from at 
least the fourteenth century. By the 
end of the seventeenth century the 
Liverpool potteries had grown and 
developed until their potters were 
making a blue Delft ware, copying 
the yopular Dutch designs used in 
Holiand for its decoration. 

In Liverpool, Adam Sadler, a wel)- 
known printer and engraver of his 
day, had a son, John, born in 1720, 
who learned printing and engrav- 
ing, doubtless, as an apprentice in 
his father’s shop. In 1748 he opened 
his own shop at 14 Harrington Street, 
Liverpool. Often prints considered 
more or less imperfect were thrown 
upon a waste heap outside the shop 
door where children played house 
with shards from a nearby pottery. 
One day Sadler noticed that the chil- 
dren in their play were placing the 
discarded impressions from the cop- 
per plates, still wet with the printer’s 
ink, upon the shards of pottery and 
were transferring the design from 
the prints to the pottery pieces. Sad- 
ler quickly realized the significance 
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of this chance discovery. Soon he 
had formed a partnership with a 
Guy Green of New Market, Liverpool 
for the making of “Printed Ware”. 
They employed engravers to make 
their aesigns and operated their own 
kiln. After the desired picture had 
been engraved upon a copper plate, 
a paper print was made from it, 
was transferred to the jug, bowl or 
plate while the ink was wet, and then 
the piece was fired. 

In the Liverpool Guide in 1790 
one may read “Copper-plate printing 
upon china and earthenware origin- 
ated here in 1752 and remained some 
time a secret with the inventors, 
Messrs. Sadler and Green, the lat- 
ter of whom still continues the busi- 
ness in Harrington Street. It ap- 
peared unaccountable how uneven 
surfaces could receive impressions 
from copper-plates. It could not, how- 
ever, long remain undiscovered that 
the impression from the plate is first 
taken upon paper, and then commu- 
nicated to the ware after it is glazed. 
The manner in which this continued 
to be done here remains unrivalled 
in perfection.” 

The firm of Sadler and Green were 
kept busy decorating the wares sent 
to them not only by the potters of 
Liverpool but from other sections of 
England as well. Although black was 
the usual color for the design, red, 
brown, grecn and purple, at times 
with touches of sill. were also em- 
ployed. Rarely, a transfer design will 
appear on one side of a piece with 
a hand painted picture on the other. 

As the business of Sadler und 
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Green grew and prospered, engravers 
from London and places other than 
Liverpool were secured to engrave the 
designs. Thus a great variety and 
range of subjects became available 
and many of them show both orig- 
inality and artistic merit. 

In addition to the pieces of Liver- 
pool ware showing historic, political 
or allegorical design, many were dec- 
orated to ovraer and show the names 
of those for whom they were made, 
often a doggerel or motto accompany- 
ing the selected decoration. 

Alice Morse Earle in her “China 
Collecting in America” (1892) tells 
the foliowing story: 

“A stout old woman, with calm face 
but suspiciously shaky voice and 
hands, brought out—in company with 
a crimson silk crepe shawl a pair of 
small Liverpool pitchers printed with 
a spirited marine view of a full- 
rigged ship, the names ‘John Daggett 
and Eliza Maxom” and this doggerel 
rhyme: 


No more I'll roam 

I’ll stay at home 

Zo sail no more 

From shore to shore 

But with my wife P 
Lead a happy, peaceful life. 


‘Who gave you them pretty pic- 
ture pitchers, Grandma? said the lit- 
tle child who was clinging to her 
skirts. ‘John Daggett ordered ’em 
painted for him and me in Liverpool 
in the last trip he ever went on. He 
was the han’somest man ye evs: did 
see! He died on the voyage home, an’ 
yer Granpa, he was a sefarin’ then, 
he stopped an’ got ’em on the way 
back, an’ brought ’em home ter me.’ ” 

Many pieces were made to anneal 
to members of the Masonic fraternity 
which was a most important organ- 
ization in America. Several Masonic 
designs were available and often 
pieces made for presentation to a par- 
ticular Mason would have his ini- 
tials within a small cartouche out- 
lined by Masonic symbols. 

A great many pieces were made as 
presentation pieces. These were usual- 
ly inscribed with the full name of the 
future owner accompanied by the 
“Arms” of his occupation, such as 
“Bakers Arms,” Butchers Arms,” 
“Cabinet Makers Arms,” “Ship- 
wrights Arms,” ete, with each 
“Arms” design came a stock motto. 
For instance, that for the butchers 
read “Omnia Subjecta sub Pedibus 
coves et boves.” Rarely were they as 
erudite as that, however! Simple Eng- 
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lish mottos such as for the joiners, 
“Join Truth with Trust,” were usual. 

Robert H. McCauley wrote a book 
in 1942 “Liverpool Transfer Designs 
on Anglo-American Pottery” in which 
he divided the designs into four 
groups: 


“A. Designs Relating to Prominent 
Americans F 

B. Designs Relating to Events in 
American Military and Naval 
History 

C. Designs kelating to American 
Patriotism, Trade and Industry 

. Designs Relating to Particular 

Localities” 


Liverpool ware is not easy to find 
today. Naturally, it was more easily 
discovered along the coast than far- 
ther inland but much of it has found 
its way into private collections or 
within the walls of museums. An out- 
standing collection available for study 
is at the Peabody Museum in Salem, 
Massachusetts. Jugs and mugs are 
more common than the other pieces. 
Those examples of the highest quality 
will have a smooth creamy white ap- 
pearance with the glaze evenly dis- 
tributed. Frequently, however, tiny 
brown or black specks will appear 
through the glaze. These are particles

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of the iron ore in the clay, showing 
through the glaze and in no way 
affect the quality of the piece. Of the 
greatest importance is the clarity and 
workmanship of the transferred de- 
sign. Adding to the rareness, also, is 
the inclusion of an additional color 
or gold to the black design. Also 
adding to the value is the rarity of 
the particular design. 

Few pieces of Liverpool ware show 
inarks of any kind. Some have been 
found with the word “Wedgwood” im- 
pressed; some with “Herculaneum” 
impressed; occasionally, ‘“Herculane- 
um Pottery,” or “Herculaneium Pot- 
tery, Liverpool.” And once more, we 
must remember, that as in the case 
of many items today, this ware is be- 
ing reproduced and these reproduc- 
tions are without value to the col-

THE LIVINGSTON COLLEC- 
TION AT NEW YORK HISTOR- 
ICAL SOCIETY. 


“The Liberties of America are an 
infinite stake’, wrote Alexander Ham- 
ilton in a letter of June 28, 1777 to 
Chancellor Robert R. Livingston. “We 
should not play a game for it, or put 
it upon the issue of a single cast 
of the die’”’ he adds, justifying Wash- 
ington’s delaying tactics. 

“Our troops are .. . almost na- 
ked”, said Henry Beekman Living- 
ston in a letter to his brother Rob- 
ert dated Christmas Eve, 1777. This 
is a report direct from Valley Forge. 


There are no fine women at York 
judge then of my situation” 
laments Gouverneur Morris to Chan- 
cellor Livingston from Valley Forge 
(near York) on February 5, 1778. 
Morris and Livingston were lifelong 
friends. 

If New York pays no attention to 
crackpot reformers “New York Will 
Be Inhabited By All The Monied 
Men On The Continent”—Morris to 
Livingston, February 22, 1778. 

George Washington agrees to place 
Benedict Arnold in command of West

— Jefferson has nothing to do 
with the Peace Treaty, wrote Wash- 
ington to the Chancellor on Janu- 
ary 7, 1788. Though appointed one 
of the peace commissioners on No- 
vember 12, 1782, Jefferson played 
no part in the negotiations. A prelim- 
inary treaty was signed on Novem- 
ber 30, 1782, stopping him from sail- 
ing on this mission. The definitive 
treaty of peace with Britain was 
signed at Paris on Sept. 8, 1783.

“Your dream of a Federal Union 
can never come true” warns Francois 
de Barbe-Marbois in a letter to Chan- 
cellor Livingston, Novernber 2, 1786. 
Marbois, Secretary to the French 
Legation in Philadelphia during the 
Revolution, sympathized with Liv- 
ingston’s dream, however. He had 
married an American—and could not 
help seeing the American side of 
things. In 1803, as Napoleon’s Min- 
ister of the Treasury, he negotiated 
the Louisiana Purchase with Living- 
ston and Monroe.

In the November issue, page 101, details as follows were given 
concerning a suit filed against O. C. Lightner and the Lightner Publish- 


ing Corp.: 

“Briefly, this is why we are late. In May, 1949, Mr. Lightner 
in his “PUBLISHER’S PAGE” wrote an editorial.

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OLD 
KEYS 


(Out of The Scrapbook 
—Con’t) 


By WALTER A. DYER 
in the New York Sun 


It would be useless to pretend that 
this text whicn I am now writing 
can do much more than serve as a 
background for some rather interest- 
ing photographs. If there is any per- 
son living who knows a great deal 
about old keys—particularly the story 
ot their artistic development—it has 
not been my good fortune to meet 
him, while antiquarian literature is 
virtually silent on this subject. 

I can testify nevertheless, to the 
fascination of a collection of old keys, 
even it one knows very little con- 
cerning them. ‘There is something 
very human about them, something 
suggestive of romance, perhaps of 
horror. I am convinced that it must 
be rather good fun to collect them 
and to learn what one can of their 
individual histories. 

Neither locks nor keys appear to 
have received much attention from 
antiquarians. There is no textbook, 
like those dealing with the art of 
the silversmith, to which one may ap- 
ply for classified information. 

Let us scratch about a bit and 
see what little we can learn. 

Locks are chiefly interesting be- 
cause of the mechanical ingenuity 
with which they were constructed, but 
in keys we often find exquisite work- 
manship and evidence of an artistic 
intent. In nearly all keys there are 
features which bespeak a family re- 
lationship. There is the shank or 
stem; there is the loop, bow, or other 
terminal; there is the bit—the flat 
member at the business end of the 
key which engages the mechanism of 
the lock. The loop was often a ring 
which might be slipped over the fin- 
ger. The old bits were often cut and 
pierced for a complicated system of 
wards, from which one may con- 
jecture the type of lock which they 
fitted. In the vast majority of cases 
the locks have disappeared, while the 
keys remain. 

To be encyclopedic for the moment, 
the earliest keys of which we know 
anything at all were Chinese and 
Egyptian. The Romans improved on 
the lock and key idea and bronze 
keys of interesting design have been 
found in the excavations at Rome and 
Pompeii. Two or three bronze Ro- 


man keys of the first four centuries 
of the Christian era have been dug 
up in England and are now treasured 
What may 


in historical museums. 


properly be called the modern tvpe 
of lock, with secret tumblers and 
wards, appeared in medieval Europe, 
to become more and more intricate as 
time went on. 


Bronze Keys Endure 

Until about the fourteenth cen- 
tury European keys were made 
chiefly of bronze, which is fortunate 
for the modern archaeologist and an- 
tiquarian, since bronze is relatively 
indestructible. Probably British keys 
prior to the thirteenth century ‘were 
of iron, however, and were long since 
destroyed by rust. At any rate, they 
are so rare as to be practically non- 
existent. 

In France and Germany during the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries 
considerable artistic skill was lavished 
on keys. Often the bows were given 
the trefoil or quatrefoil form and 
were filled with Gothic tracery. This 
Gothic feeling is to be seen more or 
less in English keys of the late fif- 
teenth century. 

Early in the sixteenth century 
wrought-iron keys were made in Eng- 
land with a graceful trefoil bow and 
finely modeled stem, or with circular 
bows filled with pierced tracery. Dur- 
ing the fecund time of Queen Eliza- 
beth the art of the English locksmith 
was at its height and the designs of 
the kevs received increasing atten- 
tion. The bows of that period show 
a variety of ornamental treatment, 
including crosses, crowns, dolphins, 
human heads, and interlacing Renais- 
sance patterns. The stems, too, were 
often elaborately modeled. 


Elaboration Appears 

During the sixteenth century ani- 
mals and other figures appeared in 
place of the loop, both in England 
and on the Continent. Ceremonial 
and ecclesiastical keys became ex- 
travagantly elaborate. Keys of the 
seventeenth century, too. were often 
works of artistic merit. English mak- 
ers of ornamental keys flourished un- 
der Charles II and locks were im- 
proved mechanically from that time 
on. 

During the eighteenth century ela- 
borate ceremonial kevs continued to 
be made. The British Museum has 
a series of chamberlains’ keys of this 
period from several European coun- 
tries, the terminals being ornamented 
with crowns, royal monograms, sym- 
bols and ciphers. For the most part, 
however, keys became rather simplec 
and less ornamental, as well as much 
commoner, and it is these that must 
necessarily engage the attention of 
the private collector, since the earl- 
ier ones are scarcelv to be found out- 
side of museums. 

During the nineteenth century the 
loop was generally elliptical and the 
form of the stem showed less imag- 
ination, the chief interest being in 
the more or less intricate cuttine of 
the bit. American kevs were from 
the first usually simple though not 
uninteresting in nattern. A few of 
them were of enormous size. Thev 
were of cast or wrought-iron with 
filed bits, brass keys coming in about 
the middle of the century. 
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The best collection of old keys that 
I happen to know about is that of 
Mrs. May Dickinson Kimball of Bos- 
ton and Amherst, Mass. I did not 
count them, but I should say that the 
collection comprises something over 
one hundred old keys. Thus far Mrs. 
Kimball has not, | think, made any 
serious attempt to secure representa- 
tives of different periods or types, or 
to make her collection in any way 
comprehensive. Rather she has picked 
up individual kevs whenever she ran 
across one that interested her. 


From an Old Farm 

It ‘would be useless, therefore, to 
attempt to classify this interesting 
if somewhat heterogeneous collection. 
Concerning many of the keys the own- 
er herself has practically no specific 
information. One—to take a single 
typical example—came from my own 
century-old farmhouse, but I know 
nothing, and probably shall never 
know anything, concerning its history. 
I merely found it hanging on a nail 
in the carriage shed, old and bent 
and musty. It had the old-fashioned, 
curiously cut bit. It fitted no lock 
that I could discover and is, indeed, 
much older than any of the locks in 
use. Its origin must remain a mys- 
tery, and perhaps that is its chief 
charm. 


Mrs. Kimball’s keys are of both 
European and American provenance. 
A number of them were found in old 
Massachusetts houses and taverns; 
the old tavern keys, indeed, form an 
interesting group. From abroad came 
a number of English and Scottish 
castle keys, telling their own roman- 
tic story of brave, warlike days of old. 
Curiously fashioned keys of wrought 
iron, many of them crude affairs, add 
variety to the collection. 


One of the most interesting items 
in the collection is an old Spanish 
key from the armory of one Ward- 
rok, grandfather of Venavente, the 
Spanish dramatist, who is a descen- 
dant of Cervantes. This key, which 
is of the eighteenth century, was 
found in the home of Venavente in 
Madrid by Miss Eleanor Dowling, who 
was attending the University of Ma- 
drid. It was hanging on the original 
wrought-iron key rack, which ‘was also 
secured. 


Another key with an interesting 
personal history came from an old 
wine closet in the home of Charles 
Dickens. The caretaker was reluctant 
to part with it on general principles, 
but finally allowed a collector to have 
it on the ground that there was no 
longer any wine to be locked up. 


Such items, I fancy, will be the 
goal of the collector’s search rather 
than any attempt to achieve compre- 
hensiveness or Chronological com- 
pleteness. Nor is it likely, at the 
present time, that he will find much 
to arouse his acquisitiveness in the 
ordinary shop of the dealer in an- 


tiques. Until the collecting of old 
keys becomes more general —if. it 
ever does — the old house and the 


junk shop will furnish a more fer- 
tile field for exploration.

Both courses are conducted by How- 
ard R. Black, Jr., one, for beginners, 
covers styles and all fields of collect- 
ing; the other course is for students 
interested primarily in glass, china, 
and furniture, where some knowledge 
of style is assumed.

“Hamilton has cowed you all at 
New York” regrets Livingston in a 
letter of July 19th, 1795 to his broth- 
er Edward. The Chancellor was re- 
ferring to Hamilton’s attempt to ral- 
ly popular support for the Jay Trea- 
tv. 


I have found a new partner... 
Robert Fulton writes the Chancellor 
to his brother-in-law Thomas Tillot- 
son, dated Paris, November 12, 1802. 
It was while in France that Living- 
ston met Fulton whom he describes 
in this letter as “a most ingenious 
young men, the inventor of the div- 
ing boat.” 

“Nothing is done here because it is 
right, because it is just, or because 
it is politic, but because the Consul 
wills it’’ complains Livingston about 
Napoleon on January 18, 1803. 

I have done my utmost, declares 
Livingston to Secretary of State 
James Madison on April 11, 1803. 
“My notes have told you how far 
I have pressed the government on the 
subject of Louisiana. . . .” Nineteen 
days later France made over Louisia- 
na to the United States. 

“We pay a pretty large sum” ad- 
mits Livingston in a letter on May 7, 
1803 to his brother Edward, “but we 
have twenty years to pay it in.” The 
“large sum” was the $15,000,000 in- 
volved in the Louisiana Purchase 
_ Napoleon was willing to sell Lou- 
isiana before Monroe reached France 
Chancellor Livingston reminds his 
brother-in-law John Armstrong in a 
letter of September 1, 1803: “A reso- 
lution was taken to sell ... a few 
hours before Mr. M. arrived at Hav- 
re. 

Jefferson’s administration ‘‘ will 
never forgive you for performing 
without orders and without powers 
such great public service” writes 
Gouverneur Morris to his friend Liv- 
ingston on November 28, 1803, com- 
menting on Livingston’s part in the 
Louisiana Purchase. 

We have burned the Philadelphia 
triumphantly reports Edward Preble 
to Livingston on February 16, 1804. 
The burning of the Philadelphia (an 
American frigate captured by the 
Tripolitans) was one of the brilliant 


episodes in our war on the Barbary 
pirates. 

“Clermont is found handsome « 
pared to all we have seen...” com- 
ments Livingston on his return from 
Europe in a letter of September 23, 
1806 to his brother Edward, “Our 
neighborhood is good, and what is 
better, we live in the best harmony 
with each other.” 

“1 mark with a white bean the days 
on which I hear from my old fri iid 
writes Thomas Jefferson to Chancel- 
lor Livingston in a letter of April 20, 
1812. Encouraging the Chancellor to 
write more often, Jefferson told of 
his own experiences with merino 
sheep, a breed which Livingston had 
introduced into this country. 


HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
RECEIVES FINE 
COLLECTION 


Five hundred pieces of American 
glass and ceramics have been pre- 
sented to The New-York Historical 
Society by Clarence G. Michalis of 
New York City. Items from the 
Michalis collection will featured in a 
permanent exhibition, American glass 
from Steigel to Tiffanv, onening at 
the Society’s museum, 77th Street and 
Central Park West, on March 10th. 

The collection contains over 50 
hand blown and pressed glass hats, 
a group of historical flasks and bot- 
tles, blo wn-three-mould decanters, 
milk glass plates and covered dishes, 
and souvenirs in various patterns. 
The display will also include many 
fine examples of South Jersey and 
Steigel type glass. given to the So- 
ciety by the late Mrs: J. Insley Blair. 





DETROIT DEALER PASSES. 

Dealers and Collectors will be sor- 
rv to learn of the passing’ of Russell 
G. Warren of Detroit. The Warrens 
have been dealers there for about 
12 years and have taken in many 
antique shows around the country.

What goes on under 
our skin is even more obscure than 
what goes on under the hood of our 
car. 

At the turn of the century people 
of Americana knew their physiology 
and anatomy, even their pathology.

each day that the hunters brought 
in rabbits to dress and hang in a 
tree to freeze, and a grand neighbor- 
hood comparatjve clinic at hog- 
butchering time. They knew in gen- 
eral what each inside gadget was 
for, the common things that might 
get the matter with it, and even 
what drug, or concoction might keep 
it ticking. 

In the quarter of a billion words 
of space we have scanned in our 
newspapers for the past year we 
have found a few thumbnail illus- 
trations of bits of anatomy, and a 
few columns of clearly ‘explained 
physiology. The newspapers know 
what we want to read and give it 
to us. They know that today we know 
so little about physiology that we 
would not read about it even if th: 
printed it—so they print a detailed 
map of Viet Nam instead. They give 
us many, many pages of news on stu- 
pendous, colossal, scientific ‘‘discov- 
eries,” with names, addresses, ini- 
tials, and long Latin names of new 
drugs each spelled with meticufous 
care. We like it that way. We do not 
want to be bothered trying to locate 
the mechanism involved in our own 
body. That is something for Doc to 
worry about. ,

some electronic brain with its ver- 
sion of “transfer of thought, skill 
and intelligence” makes it unneces- 
sary for us to print or you to read, 
think or see. _

On January 9 of this year the 
last coal-burning “Iron horse” chuffed 
its way into the great railway ter- 
minal at Kansas City, and gave up 
the ghost.

Money of 


Yesteryear 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


With the termination of each year, 
certain dealers in rare coins predict 
what the coin market will do in the 
following year. I have just read all 
of these dealer predictions, some thir- 
ty odd, and in every case find that 
the predominating opinion is that the 
market will be strong with a good 
tendency to rise in value. 

I agree with these opinions, but 
vould like to draw to the attention 
of all, the fact that, similar to the 
stock market the value of coins has 
taken a terrific rise in the last few 
vears, and I do not believe this con- 
dition can last forever. It is true 
that the number of collectors has 
been skyrocketing and the demand is 
larger than ever, but we must re- 
member that money is not quite as 
free now as it has been, and this 
may have a tendency to curtail buy- 
ing. It is also my opinion that a 
goodly amount of the present very 
fast rise in values has been due to 
deliberate “pushing” of values up by 
a certain few. This can go on for a 
certain length of time and the values 
will be followed by collectors, but 
there is a limit and if coins are 
“pushed” so high as to be out of 
the reach of collectors’ pocketbooks, 
they are going to be compelled to 
forego buying. I am not pessimistic, 
but do believe this year should see 
a tendency to level off. 

I am also a firm believer that the 
values of coins tends to follow the 
trend of the stock market. If this 
should be the case, and we find that 
the market takes a break, [I think 
that is a warning that coins may 
do the same. In 1936 this happened 
to the Commemorative market. Stocks 
crashed, and down went Commemora- 
tives not to recover until the last few 
years. Real rare coins, early dates, 
proofs, and the like are seldom af- 
fected much by such fluctyations for 
there are not enough of them not to 
be in demand and if thev do not 
realize their values, they just dis- 
appear from the market. 

Prior to the banking holiday; the 
Philadelphia Mint had struck half a 
million shiney new 1933 twenty dol- 
lar gold pieces (Double Eagles to us 
old timers). When Congress passed 
the Gold Reserve Act, however, these 
became frozen in the mint and were 
never placed in circulation. Soon 
being melted down, so ended the 1933 
Double Eagle, or so every one 
thought. 


Imagine the surprise when, ten 
years later, a well known dealer in 
New York City had in one of his 
auction sales—nothing less than 
a 1933 twenty dollar gold piece! 
Well, they were never officially re- 
leased and were not supposed to be 
in the hands of anyone. Action was 
immediately taken, the coins were 
confiscated by the government, and 
the owner questioned. It was dis- 
closed that the purchase price for 
each was $1,300 about seven years 
before. The FBI got on the job and 
uncovered six more 1933 Double 
Eagles in the hands of other collect- 
ors. The prices paid for them ranged 
from $300 to $1,600 and it was found 
out that another Eastern dealer had 
sold a total of eight of these pieces. 
The eighth owner, decided to fight the 
confiscation but lost on the grounds 
that the gold Double Eagle was never 
issued as money and therefore still 
belonged to the mint. 

It is thought that there still is one 
more, a ninth, 1933 Double Eagle out, 
If it turns up it most certainly will 
be confiscated, but think of it, it is 
the only existing 1933 Double Eagle! 
How did the nine coins ever get out 
of the mint? And who got them out? 
That is the mystery that most likely 
‘will never be solved!

I have had several inquiries from 
my readers as to how to start coin 
collecting. Many are aware of it as a 
very fascinating hobby, but do not 
know how to go about it. 

A good amount of a beginners col- 
lection is started namely one’s pocket 
change, but to just have a jumble 
of coins would not make a very in- 
teresting collection.

This fine book is 
the “Bible” of coin collectors both 
beginners and advanced and lists, 
with values of United States coins. 
In addition the book has a wealth 
of information. Study it carefully 
and pay particular attention to the 
paragraphs on the Condition of Coins. 

There are other valuable books on 
coins, too. 


I would urge you to find out about 
your local coin clubs and attend their 
meetings, for there you will be thrown 
into contact with your local fellow 
collectors, trading, buying and sell- 
ing, listening to numismatic lectures, 
attending banquets, learning and re- 
ceiving advice. When this has. hap- 
pened you are well on the way to be- 
coming a real active and heartily en- 
thusiastic coin collector. And believe 
me, to my way of thinking, this hob- 
by is interesting, pleasant and profit- 
able. 


I am always intrigued by reading 
old time magazines and seeing the 
values listed therein. In Harpers just 
before 1900 we find the following: 
(with today’s prices after each one!) 
“Mr. H. Bell’s 1822 quarter is worth 
75c; in very good cond. $1.25; today, 
good $3.50, fine $10.00, uncirculated 
$40.00; FMH WHS the 1857 flying 
eagle cent, 5c; (25c to $10.00) 1856 
$5.00 ($50 to $200). P E Twiss-Deal- 
ers sell “trade dollars” at $1.25 each, 
they are not legal tender. (they still 
are not legal tender, but dealers now 
sell them, fine or better for from 
$3.50 up to high prices for rarities). 
C. W. Paeschke had a 1799 cent which 
the article says dealers sell for $7.50! 
Today? $50 to $200. E. Berliner the 
1799 dollar is worth $3.00, ($15 to 
$55); 1798 $2.50 ($13 to $32.50); 
1800 worth $2.50 ($18 to $50). HWF 
United States $3 gold piece is worth 
$3.50; $15 to $50 for the commoner 
ones today). 

And so it goes, the same story all 
of the time. Years ago what ‘we 
thought were high values are bar- 
gains today. Will that be so in an- 
other fifty years? With the popula- 
tion increase continuing as it has, 
and the constant increase in coin col- 
lectors who can predict what rare 
coins will be worth in half a century? 
Perhaps such rarities as the 1856 fly- 
ing eagle cent that in our lifetime 
we have seen skyrocket from $10 to 
$300, will be worth thousands of dol- 
lars! I mean as a stable price, not 
based on a cycle of inflation. Only 
time will tell.

Some Personal Memories 


My dear friend and celebrated 
novelist, James Howell Street, (he 
early dropped his middle name) was 
born October 15, 1908, in Lumber- 
ton, Miss. His father was John C. 
Street, a Roman Catholic lawyer, in 
an ultra Protestant community. His 
mother was William Thompson 
Scott, a name that always delighted 
her son, because it never failed to 
confuse the inquisitive busybody. 

The boy Jimmy was in constant 
rebellion against the local status quo. 
After three years of local high 
school, he attended Massey School, 
Pulaski, Tenn., and then shedding 
his caer vec he entered the 
Southwestern Theological Seminary 
to study for the Baptist ministry.

He served as Baptist pastor for two 
years and then gave up the ministry 
to enter journalism. On June 20, 
1923, he married Lucy O’Briant. The 
ideally happy union was blessed with 
three children, two boys and a girl. 

His first newspaper job was a re- 
portership on the Laurel, Miss., Re- 
porter, from 1918-1920. For the next 
fifteen years, he was constantly on 
the move; a restless reporter whose 
independent behavior usually led to 
serious disagreements with his em- 
ployers. After serving on newspap- 
ers all over the South, he finally 
reached New York where he arriv- 
ed wearing a borrowed overcoat and 
with exactly ten cents in his pocket. 

A few weeks later he had become 
one of William Randolph Hearst’s 
reporters. He covered most of the 
big stories of his day, became a 
ship-news reporter, and managed to 
find time to write his first book 
while reporting the famous Gerhard 
Hauptmann trial. The book, Look A- 
way! A Dixie Notebook, 1936, con- 
sisted of vivid sketches of life in 
Mississippi. 

Although having this good job on 
World Telegram, Street was spurred 
on to write his first short story be- 
cause he needed rent money. The 
success of this story, “Nothing 
Sacred” prompted him to quit his 
newspaper job and become a full 
time writer of fiction. Among his 
best known short stories may be 
mentioned, “I Am Not A Stranger,” 
“The Golden Key,” “The Biscuit 
Eater,” “Weep No More, My Lady.” 
A collection appeared in 1945 under 
the title Short Stories. 

With the money thus gained, he 
rented a pleasant house in Con- 
necticut for some months. Soon he 


became involved in so many outside 


interests that he neglected his writ- 
ing. The result was that before he 
realized it he had run short of funds. 
So he contracted to write a history 
of the New York Police Department. 
It would have been a mere pot boiler. 
His better judgment prevailed and 
he decided against the thankless task. 

Instead, he wrote Oh, Promised 
Land (1940) the first of his Dabney 
books. In 1945, Street moved to 
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DOVER, N. J.

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Chapel Hill, so that his sons, who 
were veterans of the Second World 
War and his daughter could attend 
the University of North Carolina. 


The Dabney books comprise a saga 
of life in Mississippi from 1794 to 
the present day. Every volume pre- 
sents major historical episodes in 
the country’s growth and the part 
played by members of the family in 
the armed forces. These and Street’s 
other historical novels combine ac- 
curate and penetrating insight into 
local and national events with fast- 
moving, stirring adventures. 


Oh, Promised Land (1940), 
Street’s first novel, is a stirring his- 
torical romance of the early South- 
west, from Georgia to the Mississippi 
during the years from 1794 to 1817. 
The story presents the fortunes of 
Sam Dabney and his sister Honoria 
from the time they stood at the grave 
of their parents who were killed by 
Indians, until they separated. 


In My Father’s House (1941), 
pictures the Abernathy family in 
the cotton country of Mississippi and 
relates how the son brings trouble 
and tragedy to his parents and sis- 
ter. Tap Roots (1942) presents the 
Dabney family in the anti-slavery 
section of Mississippi from 1858 to 
1865, and describes how they com- 
mence life anew after a Confederate 
regiment destroys their plantation 
and livestock. 


By Valour and Arms (1944), is 
a powerful historical novel of the 
early years of the Civil War. The 
plot revolves around the building of 
the ironclad Arkansas, which wiped 
out part of Farragut’s fleet in 1862 
and delayed the capture of Vicksburg. 


The Gauntlet (1945), relates the 
life story of the Baptist minister 
named, London Wingo, who in a 
small Missouri city goes through 
heavy doubts and difficulties. But in 
the end he realizes that he has, after 
all, chosen the right vocation and 
enjoys a rebirth of faith. 

Tomorrow We Reap (1949) writ- 
ten in collaboration with his friend 
James Childers, deals with the Dab- 
ney family in the 1890’s in the valley 
of Lebanon, Miss., when absentee 
northern capitalists, acting through 
the Peninsula Lumber Company of 
Chicago, move into the virgin pine 
lands of Mississippi and collide with 
Dabney pride and courage. 

Mingo Dabney (1950) deals with 
a_ high-spirited young Mississipian 
who loves Rafaela Galban, who as 
“La Entorcha” symbolized the Cuban 
people’s revolt against the high-hand- 
ed suppression of Spain. To claim 


-her he goes to the embattled island 


in 1895 and fights for Cuban free- 
dom. 


The High Calling (1950), a sequel 
to The Gauntlet deals with London 
Wingo who had accepted the pastor- 
ate of a small Baptist church in 
N. Carolina, and his charming daugh- 
ter who falls in love with, and fin- 
ally marries a Catholic. The numer- 
ous religious discussions in the book 
are always interesting. 


“The first book I read as a boy 
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was Tom Sawyer”, Street told me 
one day. “I shall never forget the 
enchantment of reading that work 
for the first time. It opened up new 
worlds for me, and I was never the 
same thereafter. It made me realize 
that many thoughts and feelings that 
I had thought as peculiarly my own, 
were common to normal lads. Like 
many a boy before and since, I en- 
acted the fence white-washing scenes 
with my schoolmates, and many other 
of the incidents in the book. In fact, 
I am inclined to believe that a sine 
qua non of a real American boyhood 
is an acquaintanceship with Tom 
Sawyer.” 

“What is your feeling about 
Huckleberry Finn, I next asked the 
author. After reflecting a little, he 
answered: 

“Although it can be enjoyed by 
many boys, I have always felt that 
it is primarily a book for grown- 
ups, and this despite the fact that 
the story is told by a boy himself 
in his own language. So early thrown 
entirely upon his own _ resources, 
Huck, in contrast to Tom, never had 
a real boyhood. His thoughts and re- 
flections are those of a man. Huck 
teaches us more about human life 


and existence than many a philoso-

Authors of the Romantic Ages 


Of all literary ages in the world’s 
history, the Romantic period (about 
1775 to 1835) in English literature 
has inspired the most enthusiasm, in- 
terest, and veneration. Its poets were 
heroes to two or three generations. 
While Byron was alive, even the 
beggars of London imitated his fa- 
mous limp, and when he died a little 
girl named Elizabeth Barrett wept 
bitter tears because she had planned 
to disguise herself and run off to 
become his page boy. Years later, 
when she married Robert Browning,

her husband penned a poem embody- 
ing the query “Did you once see 
Shelley plain?” which expresses 
clearly the idolatry in which Shelley 
‘was held by Browning and his fel- 
low poets. Even in our own times, 
Amy Lowell firmly believed herself 
to be a reincarnation of Keats. She 
formed a magnificent collection of his 
first editions and manuscripts. 

It is true that many of the Ro- 
mantic poets lived a rich, full life, 
like Wordsworth, who suited the ac- 
tion to his own word by “burning 
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to the socket.” But more often we 
think of the great poets of the Ro- 
mantic era as the embodiment of 
eternal youth. Keats died at 25; Shel- 
ley at 30; and Byron at 36. And in 
their early deaths we have the key 
to the evaluation of their holographs. 
This great triumvirate of poets left 
behind a sparse supply of letters, 
now among the most keenly sought 
of all autographs. Keats is by far 
the rarest and most desirable, and his 
letters generally fetch around $1000, 
or more. Especially treasured are his 
beautiful love letters to Fanny 
Brawne. Most of Keats’ manuscripts 
were long ago absorbed into institu- 
tions, and one rarely runs across 
even a scratch from his pen. Some 
years after Keats had died in rela- 
tive obscurity, his intimate friend, 
the artist Joseph Severn, lavishly 
handed out original manuscripts to 
the poet’s growing circle of admir- 
ers. Eventually, Severn gave away 
most of the manuscripts which Keats 
had bequeathed to him, and was re- 
duced to cutting up pages from the 
tragedy of “Otho the Great”, one of 
Keats’ minor works. Even two or 
three clipped lines from this tragedy 
are today worth many times their 
weight in gold! 


Shelley’s letters are certainly more 
plentiful than those of his friend 
Keats, yet really fine letters from 
his pen are very scarce and com- 
mand a price well into the hundreds. 
About forty years ago a supply of 
Shelley’s checks was discovered, and 
the rarity of his autograph was some- 
what relieved. These checks are at- 
tractive souvenirs, and may be picked 
up today for as little as $35. 


Lord Byron was an indefatigable 
correspondent, spending long hours 
at his desk, transmitting gossip to 
his friends. He is one of the supreme 
letter writers of the world, and his 
sloppily scrawled missives are in- 
variably interesting, often exciting. 
His frankly expressed thoughts and 
penetrating comments on men and 
events make his letters extremely 
desirable to collectors. Despite the 
fact that he died young, his letters 
are fairly common, ranging in price 
from about $50 for one of small in- 
terest to four or five hundred dollars 
for important letters quoting or dis- 
cussing his poetry. 
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Another trio of Romantic poets, 
whose names are often associated, 
consists of Wordsworth, Coleridge, 
and Southey. All three are quite com- 
mon in autographs. Southey is per- 
haps the most abundant and least 
costly. Next to him comes Words- 
worth, with Coleridge the scarcest 
of the three. Actually, Coleridge’s 
autographs may be called scarce only 
in a relative sense, for one would 
have no difficulty in obtaining an at- 
tractive letter from his pen. Prices 
for the trio range from a low of 
about $10 for an unimportant let- 
ter of Southey to around $75 for 
a fine letter of Coleridge. Prices run 
much higher on manuscripts. 

A lone figure of the Romantic era 
was Robert Burns. About twenty or 
thirty years ago Burns’ autograph 
was avidly sougnt after, fetching 
staggering prices whenever it ap- 
peared for sale. Several large col- 
lections of Burns material, however, 
have turned up in the meantime, and 
prices have dropped considerably. In 
my opinion, the present low prices 
(about $10 per line for manuscript 
poems) will not be maintained for 
long. Burns is an excellent buy at 
the market price, for his autograph 
is actually very rare, and when the 
available supply has been absorbed 
the price will probably again rise to 
the fabulous levels of some years ago. 

Many of the prose writers of the 
Romantic period intrigue the auto- 

ph collector. Walter Scott has his 
evotees. and so has the delightful 
Charles Lamb and his friend William. 
Hazlitt. Of the three, Hazlitt is by 
far the scarcest, although his auto- 
gravh is not particularly exvensive. 
Seott is verv common in all forms, 
and unimportant letters may be 
picked up for as little as $15 to $20. 
Lamb is fairly scarce and runs much 
higher, generally around $75 to $125 
for an ordinary letter. ~ 

Some of the minor poets of the 
Romantic age have long heen favor- 
ites in the “cheap” lists of autograph 
dealers. Here one finds the names of 
Samuel Rogers, James Montgomery, 
Thomas Camnbell. and a host of oth- 
er once renowned poets. 

It would not be vroner to auit the 
Romantic era without 2 mention of 
two solitarv personalities, both gi- 
ants in their way, and both among 
the rarest in literature, eutogranh- 
ically sneaking. William Blake, the 
mystic artist-poet, who lived to an

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advanced age and who evidently 
wrote very few letters, is one of 
the most desirable of English authors 
in autographs. Even rarer than 
Blake’s is the autograph of Jane Aus- 
ten. Evidently autograph collectors do 
not share Mark Twain’s opinion that 
“any library is a good library which 
does not contain Jane Austen,” for 
her letters fetch astronomical prices 
on the rare occasions when they are 
offered for sale. 

Nearly every author of the Roman- 
tic age belonged to what we fashion- 
ably term a “circle”, and collectors 
often specialize in noted authors and 
their circles. The collector of Shelley, 
for example, will also draw into his 
autographic net the letters of Leigh 
Hunt, Lord Byrer, Edward John 
Trelawney. Thomas Love Peacock 
Medwin, William Godwin, Mary 
Shelley, and s hist of others. Such 
a collection is apt to be unusually 
interesting, a challenge to the col- 
lector, and requiring both intelli- 
gence and skill to form.

pher. I have always felt that Huck 
is one of the wisest books ever writ- 
ten by an American. Not a year 
goes by but I read it for fresh in- 
spiration.” 

An indefatigable worker once he 
got started, Street often found it 
hard to get started. 

“I often find myself rae up all 
kinds of excuses so as not to have 
to begin work. I fear I follow much 
too Hiterally Mark’s humorous ad- 
vice 

oe Newer put off until tomorrow 
what can possibly be done the day 
after tomorrow.’ ” 

“I have two prides,” Street told 
me on another occasion: “my family 
and my farm. It is an ‘organic’, 
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farm that I have ‘brought back’ 
from uselessness and where I ex- 
periment ‘with the benefit of ignor- 
ance and no prejudices.’ ” 

Street always called himself a pro- 
fessional writer when he spoke of 
his work which he modestly never 
called art. He wrote only when he 
needed money; then he would spend 
it and write again. 

“ T am a firm believer in what Dr. 
Samuel Johnson once remarked,” 
Street said to me one morning: 

“No man but a fool ever wrote ex- 
cept to make money.” 

Street died the evening of Sept- 
ember 28, 1954, following his col- 
lapse of a heart attack at a meeting 
in Chapel Hill. He had become ill 
after presenting awards at a meet- 
ing of the North Carolina Associated 
Press Broadcasters. Rushed to the 
North Carolina Memorial Hospital, 
he died a few minutes after his ad- 
mission. His wife and his daughter, 
Ann, were at his bedside when he 
died. 

He had recently completed a new 
book on the Revolutionary War and 
a new novel. As this is being written 
I am informed both will be publish- 
ed posthumously. In her daily col- 
umn published on Octcber 2, 1954, 
Hedda Hopper stated: 

“James Street, who died in Chapel 
Hill this week, had a date in Holly- 
wood in March with Bill Wellman 
to do the screenplay on his latest 
novel, Goodbye, My Lady. Wellman, 
excited with the story and the pros- 
pect of working with Street, had 
just finished telling me about it 
when the news came through of the 
author’s passing. Goodbye, My Lady 
is the story of an old man, a boy 
and a dog. 

“‘Get it, Hedda,’ said Bill, ‘You 
can’t put it down once you start it. 
The book’s a masterpiece!’”

Comstock Commotion 


the Story of the Territorial Enterprise by Lucius Beebe 


By CYRIL CLEMENS 


It is more than ninety-five years 
since The Territorial Enterprise first 
appeared as a single sheet printed 
by the hand press in the howling 
wilderness that was to become the 
state of Nevada. Archetype of the 
frontier newspaper, the Enterprise 
today carries on the unhibited char- 
acter and disregard of journalistic 
convention that marked its begin- 
nings. Its story is part of the ro- 
mantic chronicle of the Old West. _ 

Founded at. Mormon Station in 
1858, The Enterprise next year 
packed up its editors, type cases, and 
composing stone to follow the rush 
to Virginia City, where the bonanzas 
of the Comstock Lode had just been 
uncovered. Amid the low tumults and 
gaudy uproars of Virginia City, the 
frock-coated editors of The Enter- 
prise proved as dexterous in formal 
duels as they were with type stick. 
Between advertisements of fancy cof- 
fins and huzzas or boos for touring 
actresses, its columns conveyed the 
often outrageous history of a nation 
marching towards Manifest Destiny. 
The fame of an early reporter on its 
staff who signed his stories “Mark 
Twain” lent it a literary glamour it 
has never relinquished. 

The Enterprise is still a name to 
quicken the pulse. Its editorial page 
is quoted from the New York Herald 
Tribune to the Portland Oregonian. 
It is now owned and edited by Lu- 
cius Beebe and,Charles Clegg — 
praised by Stewart Holbrook as 
“Nevada’s peerless ambassadors to

less favored part of the world.” Mr. 
Beebe presents the story of The En- 
terprise in florid style reminiscent of 
bonanza times and not a whit less 
appropriate today, 

Lucius Beebe, Bostonian and Har- 
vard graduate, reached Nevada via 
New York. He was a member of the 
Herald Tribune staff in the golden 
age when W. McGeehan, Percy 
Hammond and Alva Johnston wrote 
for its columns. The tag “Mr. New 
Yor ” often has been bestowed upon 
him in his role as newspaperman, 
boulevardier, first nighter and epi- 
cure. But the fascination of railroads, 
and the writing of books about them 
inevitably drew him westward. In 
1950 he resigned from the Herald 
Tribune to become a voter, taxpayer, 
_ property owner in Virginia City, 

ev. 


Before long his affinity for West- 
ern Americana produced another 
railroad book, Virginia and Truckee 
and Legends of the Comstock Lode, 
with Charles Clegg as collaborator. 
The two shortly became publishers 
and co-owners of The Territorial En- 
terprise. Revitalized, the newspaper 
has gained the largest weekly cir- 
culation in nine western states and 
a transcendent fame well expressed 
by Newsweek: 

“In all the world there is no news- 
paper even faintly resembling The 
Territorial Enterprise. 

The Beebe and Clegg partnership 
also includes their St. Bernard 
“Mr. T-Bone,” their private railroad 
ear “The Gold Coast” (the last in 
operating existence, and the books 
Hear the Train Blow, U-S. West: 
The Saga of Wells Fargo and 
Mixed Train Daily. On his own, Mr. 
Beebe is the author of High Iron and 


Boston and the Boston Legend and 
contributor to many prominent ma- 
gazines, 


In the early pioneering days news- 
men usually carried arms and had 
need of frequent recourse to them, so 
that the Colt’s Navy .41, a favored 
weapon of the period, was as familiar 
a property to publication offices as 
type cases. 

His first day on duty as a reporter 
for the Gold Hills News, Wells Drury 
later recalled, the rest of the staff 
went to lunch leaving him in charge 
of the office. His first caller was a 
Nevada political colonel in a state of 
incandescent rage over some fancied 
editorial slight, who brandished a 
bullsnake whip and shouted for the 
editor’s heart and liver. Drury had 
never before handled firearms but 


there was a large black revolver on 
his desk and pointing it in the direc- 
tion of the complainant, he was grati- 
fied when it exploded with a terrific 
roar and a cloud of black powder 
smoke. The diminutive Drury, then 
a lad in his teens, pursued the flee- 
ing politico through town, punctuat- 
ing his screams for mercy with gun- 
fire as the entire community turned 
out to cheer and applaud the spec- 
tacle. 

The advice of a veteran reporter 
to a new recruit on a frontier news- 
paper was “never to split an infini- 
tive and be sure all his nipples were 
capped” — the latter a reference of 
the arming of tee cap and ball revolv- 
ers of the period. 

Although it was to outlast all its 
early contemporaries and achieve a 
wider celebrity than any. of them, 
The Territorial Enterprise’s first 
years in Virginia City saw it in the 
company of bewildering multiplicity 
of other newspapers. More than one 
newspaper in frontier communities 
was fairly commonplace. Bodie, in 
its great days, had three; Carson, 
first and last, half a dozen, but the 
Comstock saw the emergence and sub- 
sequent decline of many journals of 
opinion, some of them after only the 
briefest life span. 

During a period of bad feeling be- 
tween The Enterprise and John Piper 
who managed the Virginia City Opera 
House, the paper made a practice of 
abusing all performers booked by the 
unhappy impresario. Mostly the dis- 
gruntled mumpers shook the dust of 
the Comstock from their buskins, re- 
solved never again to risk Nevada, 
but there was one actress who chal- 
lenged the notice of her performance 
as Camille. “A wild impulsive, ec- 
centric being,” as she was later de- 
scribed by William Winter, “and an 
exponent of the elemental passions,” 
she appeared next morning demand- 
ing an interview with the managing 
editor on duty. The managing editor 
beat a hasty retreat to the Old Mag- 
nolia, where no woman might follow 
—but it was a close shave! 

It required a minimum of adjust- 
ment when Editor Joe Goodman sent 
for Clemens to replace a regular staff 
member, William Wright, who signed 
his articles Dan deQuille and who 
had gone back to Iowa “in the states” 
to visit his family, 

“Can you use a revolver?” was the 
first question Goodman asked Cle- 
mens. It was as conventional an in- 
quiry as asking today’s newsman if 
he could write cable-ese or do re- 
write. 

Clemens complained that on his 
first day of duty for The Enterprise 
there hadn’t been any violence worth 
a stick of space in the paper. This 
was probably one of Clemens’ most 
triumphant understatements! 

This delightful book is highlv re- 
commended to all interested in west- 
ern journalism.

The Great Southwest 


Most persons interested in Indian 
matters have read about or_ seen 
material originating in the South- 
west, and have found the artifacts 
and background considerably differ- 
ent from anything in their experience. 
If they have been interested enough 
to delve extensively into this 
phase of Indian life in North Amer- 
ica they have also found that while 
its interest increases so does its im- 
pression of complexity increase and 
realization grows that_there is no 
substitute for a personal visit. 

So last summer another collector 
and I assembled our touring gear and 
headed east and south from Eureka 
in northwestern California across the 
northern counties to Cedarville, Calif., 
which looks across the state line out 
at the dead and dying lakes, sage- 
brush, and barren hills of northwest- 
ern Nevada. 

While this landscape is not geo- 
graphically in the Southwest it makes 
a good introduction to the latter, be- 
cause aridity, great distances, and 
raw geology are dominating features 
of the Southwest, and because Indian 
remains are found under similar con- 
ditions. 

The Nevada artifacts, however, do 
not resemble those of the Southwest 
either in character or in variety, ex- 
cept in that part of the state which 
contains border territory in contact 
with Southwest cultures. In fact 
outside the caves Indian remains are 
almost solely made up of arrow heads 
and knives and billions oi chips left 
on sites that were once on the bor- 
ders of lakes or streams teeming with 
food but are now mere stretches of 
sandy soil and sage brush near dry 
or shrinking beds that have in many 
cases become flat deserts. 

My companion and I made a dry

camp at such a site on our first night 
in the desert, coming in at dusk and 
sleeping under the stars that, as is 
the way in the clear air of the in- 
terior, looked close enough to reach 
up to. Next morning we surface hun- 
ted what are called “blows.” These 
are places where the soil is sandy 
enough to move in the wind and 
where after the sand has been blown 
off hardpan all stone fragments re- 
main exposed. The multitude of such 
fragments is very exciting to a new- 
comer, and pieces of:chipped artifacts 
and occasional manos and broken me- 
tates stir him up. But as the minutes 
multiply and his “loot” doesn’t he 
finds himself disillusioned. My part- 
ner found one complete point in our 
two to three hour patrol of the blows. 
I scored zero. 

The reason? After seeing the num- 
erous private collections around Ce- 
darville we concluded that it was a 
case of the harvest having been 
gathered. But one local collector put 
it, “They chipped ’em all over Ne- 
vada and then took them. some place 
else to shoot.” It is the dream of all 
desert collectors to find blows and 
other sites that are fresh and un- 
touched. Sometimes they do, and 
sometimes can relate, “We picked uv 
more than four hundred points.” It’s 
a little like the gold in gold rushes. 

Beyond the blows was a cave, This 
was in some rimrock up an_ incline 
from what once had been the lake 
shore. It had been inhabited, as was 
shown by smoke soot on the roof and 
walls and by chips around it, and had 
been excavated. In this case the ex- 
ploration had been carefully done and 
reported on. But in many cases caves 
have been cleaned out with no records 
or proper methods used, so that their 
story of the past has been erased

At Winnemucca we entered the 
transcontinental highway, and, of 
course, traffic picked un. ; 

On to Utah, which is one of the 
States participating in the archae- 
ology of the true Southwest, the “Four 
Corners” of Utah, Colorado, Ar- 
izona, and New Mexico being in one 
of the richest Southwest Indian areas. 

Our first stop in this state, pion- 
eered by the Mormons, was at Coal- 
ville, where Paul Beard greeted us 
and then ushered us into the museum 
that would be a credit to any large 
city . Virgil Russell gave it a write- 
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up in the Sentember issue of HOB- 
BIES. No visitor will be disappointed 
if he has the privilege of going 
through it. 

Examination of Beard’s archaeolo- 
gical material gives an introduction to 
a number of kinds of artifacts found 
in the Salt Lake City area of Utzh. 
Further information can be gained 
by visiting other collections. One 
near the Mormon Temple displays 
some spectacular mummies from 
Utah caves, and much material that 
would have perished outside of caves. 
This is a good preface to comprehend- 
ing what’s meant by the basketmaker 
phases of Indian life in the South- 
west, which preceded the times in 
which pottery became sophisticated. 

On we went to Show Low, where we 
saw a few articles gathered locally, 
including a fine double grooved axe. 
On to Globe, bearing the marks of 
a flash flood which must have been 
ten to twenty feet deep at the stream 
bed and which had washed through 
or wrecked buildings on its banks. 
Thence to visit a friend near Roose- 
velt Lake who took us out on our 
first privately owned site where we 
could pick up potsherds to our heart’s 
content. 

Potsherds are a feature of South- 
west archaeology of a kind and to a 
degree equalled nowhere else in Am- 
erica. They are as thick on sites as 
the chips are on the Nevada sites and 
a large part are gay with painted 
designs, or parts of a design for a 
whole pot. In digging, excavators do 
discover complete pots, of course, but 
most are broken so they have to be 
re-assembled and glued together. 

Walking about on such sites lit- 
tered with these mementos of ast 
life is auite a thrill. ce 

Potsherds have been a great aid in 
unraveling the prehistory of the 
Southwest, because their construction,

decoration, and material varied dis- 
tinctly from place to place and time 
to time and also because pottery was 
traded. So that a variety dated in 
one place can, when found in another 
place, give that place a date too. 

We spent a night at Roosevelt, near 
which is another fine cliff dwelling 
called Tonto Monument, perched into 
the side of a cliff amid rugged scen- 
ery. 

We saw more of this scenery ne~‘ 
day en route to Phoenix over the 
Apache Trail. Amid peaks and can- 
yons with occasional oasis-like svots 
along streams the Trail goes up, down, 
and around, a rugged but worthwhile 
route. 

At Phoenix we visited another hos- 
pitable friend who besides showing us 
his fine collection guided us 
out to two Hohokam sites. These 
are a different sort of Southwest In- 
dians, building their homes out in the 
comparatively low and very hot des- 
ert country and developing irriga- 
tion systems to keep going. Some of 
their engineering was so good that 
modern irrigators have merely clean- 
ed and repaired their ditches. 


The sites we saw would not have 
been spotted by us except by acci- 
dent, being just scattered, very low 
mounds among desert bushes. But 
once on them the abundance of pot- 
tery told an unmistakable story. At 
each site we gathered a bagful of 
sherds, quite a few broken shell bra- 
celets and rings, hammer stones, and 
a few manos. Also I found a tur- 
quoise pendant and a partly finished 
shell cone dangler and my partner, 
another arrow point and a shell pen- 
dant. Our host found a new (to him) 
form of shell pendant. So we were 
quite happy. 

We were further pleased by cour- 
teous weather. Phoenix and vicinity 
raises temperatures well over the 
hundred mark during the day, but 
on our morning a friendly rain cloud 
shut off Old Sol and even blessed 
us with a few drops to further cool 
the air. 

So we learned something not in 
the books; surface hunting in Ari- 
zona is fun, but only if one gets out 
at daybreak and back in by nine — 
or unless one is lucky as we were. 

From Phoenix we travelled in a 
bee-line across dreary expanses of 
desert to the far flung outskirts of 
Los Angeles; through that giant city; 
with a stopover at a hospitable col- 
lector’s in Santa Monica; and on to 
Lompoc. 

At Lompoc we visited with an old 
friend who has a fine museum of 
Chumash Indian material there. And 
he took us on a sort of postscript tour 
to Chumash sites on beaches, hills, 
and streams in that area. Not a speck 
of pottery! No heaps of stone chips! 
But mussel shells, clam shells, abalone 
shells, and shells, shells, shells; that 
is on the sites next the sea. Inland 
there is a normal sprinkling of this 
and that in stone. We didn’t find 


anything spectacular however. 
And that was our last excursion on 
our 1954 “Indian Tour.” 
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The highway south from Salt Lake 
City heads right into the heart of the 
Southwest. Hearing that the road to 
Mesa Verde was being torn up, we 
took a route through the Bryce Can- 
yon country, an area of spectacular 
scenery, and climbed more and more 
into a country largely covered by 
pine forests. This is the Kaibab for- 
est area. Out of it we went into the 
Painted Desert, and the lands of the 
Navajos. 

Pictures of the houses made by 
these Navajos are familiar. but 
there’s nothing like seeing the real 
thing. They are nlaced at all sorts 
of spots near and distant from the 
road, and give one a sort of Buck 
Rogers feeling of having landed 
somewhere in outer space; mysterious 
mud domes comin up like bubbles 
out of the exotic looking desert. To

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add to the strangeness of the picture, 
the Navajos themselves, dressed in 
their mixtures of Indian, Spanish, 
and Wild West costumes appeared at 
unexpected intervals, apparently 
roaming aimlessly across the desert. 

Their odd homes are called hogans 
and the pattern of construction is a 
hexagon of logs forming a semiround 
room in which is a door with a brief 
covered porch, sort of a storm door, 
and over which a mound of earth has 
been nlaced and rounded off. 

Some have trucks parked by the 
door and occasionally there is a trophy 
of some sedan or couve salesman’s 
prowess. A few go too far for tourist 
tastes by putting a window in their 
hogan. 

Out of the Painted Desert into the 
forest again at Flagstaff. Here there 
is the Museum of Northern Arizona, 
devoted to one of the most interest- 
ing areas of the Southwest. We were 
generously treated there, and received 
a thorough introduction to the ma- 
terial cultures of the various eras and 
areas of the region. 

South of Flagstaff is the Verde 
Valley and as one drives down and 
down a corkscrew (but well engin- 
eered) highway into a canyon that 
opens out into it one realizes how 
high up the plateau that borders the 
Grand Canyon is. 

The Verde Valley is notable for 
examples of two Pueblo types; Mon- 
tezuma’s Castle built into a cavelike 
overhung recess in a cliff and Tuzi- 
goot, a Pueblo out in the open on a 
hill top. The so-called castle is just 
what one imagines a cliff dwelling to 
be and understanding of its builders 
is greatly helped by a well organized 
museum nearby and by the informa- 
tion given by the hospitable park ser- 
vice guides. But there’s no climbing 
into its rooms and it became necessary 
for the safety of visitors to withdraw 
the ladders leading up int® them. Its 
humble builders were not equipped to 
prepare for the tourist crowds that 
visit it today. 

Tuzigogt reminds one of small for-

tified towns or castles in green val- 
leys in Europe. In fact its nature 
was similar. Below it along a stream 
that gave water to its inhabitants are 
fields of native Indian corn cultivated 
by modern Indians. Some forty or 
fifty rooms, some of which were in 
two stories, cover the hill, or knoll, 
on which it was built. Most of them 
have been excavated. A museum also 
accompanies this ruin. 

By this time one realizes some of 
the geographical factors that created 
the Southwest Indian cultures — wide 
areas of desert over which large 
grouvs of primitive persons could not 
readil* pass served as_ barriers 
against strons forces of enemies and 
also tended to enclose the residents in 
the watered areas where they could 
have food and drink. It was easy 
to stay put and difficult to wander. 

One of the puzzles of the South- 
west, however, is why those same 
people every now and then seem to 
have just walked off somewhere and 
left their homes behind them. One 
answer of major probabilitv is drouth, 
a virulent version of our modern dust 
bowl situations. One known answer 
was an eruption of volcanic matter. 
Attacks by nomad invaders on the 
“city” dwellers is another probability. 

Tuzigoot was abandoned about a 
hundred years before Columbus. Mon- 
ezuma’s Castle was occupied by birds 
and rodents in the fifteenth century. 

From Flagstaff we journeyed to 
Gallup, N. Mex. Here the thirty-first 
annual Intertribal Indian Ceremonial 
was just closing, and there appeared

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We don’t recall the figure, but it was 
extremely rare. During World War II 
there is one recorded instance we 
know of which happened to Private 
Thomas M. Kneeland of Tillamook, 
Ore. While on Mindanao, P.I. during 
1945 he fired his Browning Automatic 
Rifle at a Japanese who fired his 
rifle at the same time. Private Knee- 
land felt a shock and sparks and 
smoke flew from the muzzle of his ri- 
fle. He didn’t fire again and was after- 
‘wards thankful that he didn’t because 
investigation shows that his bullet and 
that of his enemy had collided about 
half-way down his barrel effectively 
blocking his gun.

The use of rockets for warfare is 
certainly not a new thing though we 
were all somewhat surprised by their 
use in World War II. Back in 1936 
an American Inventor livjng in Bur- 
bank, Calif., was experimenting with 
rockets for war purposes. Maurice 
Poirier designed and fired a rocket 
of his design from an easel much 
like those used for Fourth of July 
demonstrations. The propellant was 
powder, the explosive head the same, 
with the missiles to be scattered at 
the maximum height of the rockets 
flight. Expected ranges were 30,000 
feet, probably never reached with so 
simple a device. While his basic ideas 
were good. We’ve long passed his 
elemental stages of experimentation. 
We no longer “rain down” projectiles 
as he tried to do, but rather devend 
on the flight velocity or exploding 
velocity to do our damage. 





One type of armour, known as 
Greenwich Armour, is relatively 
searce because few workmen were 
engaged at making it and because 
English armour of that period was 
largely imported from Italy or Ger- 
many. Of the public collections in 
existence the Tower of London has 
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the largest and the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art in New York the second 
accumulations of Greenwich Armour. 





The left-handed dagger, unlike the 
left-handed wrench, did exist for a 
purpose. It could be used in the right 
hand since it was symmetrical, but its 
use came with the introduction of 
the rapier and of the peculiar fighting 
done with this sword. In combat or 
duelling the dagger was held in the 
left hand to act as a defensive weapon 
to catch the opponent’s sword and to 
possibly do him harm if his guard 
was down. 

Harpoon Gun 

“Some experiments have been late- 
ly made near London for the purpose 
of exhibiting the advantages and pow- 
er of a new harpoon gun, with which 
some of the South Sea whaling ves- 
sels have been provided to show the 
simplicity of the invention, the pat- 
entee went into a whale-boat and with 
a very small charge of four drams 
of powder projected the harpoon, with 
a line attached, a distance of 23 fath- 
oms in a straight and unerring direc- 
tion. A second time it was thrown 
to a distance of 30 fathoms, where it 
struck a bag of cork. This gun has 
been used on board of the Favorite, a 
whaling ship, with very great suc- 
cess, and during one voyage, though 
she had but one gun and three har- 
poons, 14 sperm and a large number 
of right whales were shot with it, 
some of them being killed on the 
spot.” 


An Improvement In Gun-Casting 

“A new method has been resorted 
to at the cannon-foundry near Pitts- 
burgh, for the production of guns. In- 
stead of bringing them from the 
mould solid, and afterwards boring 
them, they are cast with the proper 
bore; the core being carefully pre-

With the growing interest in uni- 
forms, military equipments and ac- 
coutrements as exemplified in an in- 
creasing number of articles on these 
and the formation of such organiza- 
tions as the “Company of Military 
Collectors and Historians,” it is onlv 
fitting that one of the leading lights 
in this field in America should pro- 
duce the first of what may be sev- 
eral works on American uniforms.

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About Filing Your Cards 


We have had many letters recent- 
ly about filing cards—many wanting 
to know how to file their cards. lt 
is a little hard to tell anyone how 
to file his cards, unless we know the 
purpose for which you keep and use 
them. It is like picking one’s pic- 
tures and drapes. Much depends on 
the room, the filing space, ‘which cards 
you want together, whether you use 
albums or files, etc. However, we 
can tell of our system of filing cards, 
which is all right for us; and you 
may be inspired to work out one that 
is right for you. 

If your purpose is to get num- 
bers and complete blocks of cards, 
you might wish to file by publishers 
and then by the numbers on the cards. 
However, it is not often that collec- 
tors have “completing a file of all 
numbers” as their purpose. If you 
specialize, you may find some part 
of our file which you can expand in- 
definitely; if you have a general col- 
lection, you might like our ideas. If 
you do not care for these sugges- 
tions, then we suggest that you take 
a trip to the nearest library and stu- 
dy their small-picture file and their 
clipping file, get a text book on art, 
or study the index of some good en- 
cyclopedia, and the lists of countries 
and cities in a good modern Atlas. 
From these and a little imagination, 
you may either expand on these ideas, 
or make a subject list better suited 
to your individual purnose. 

For our file we obtained 4x6 file 
cards, cut them down to post card 
size except for a fair-sized tab to 
stick above, and wrote our subjects 
on them in such a manner that they 
may be read easily above the post 
cards. On some we have added addi- 
tional’ information below. For the 


main subject divisions the tab is left 
on the upper left, for primary sub- 
divisions the tab is left jn the cen- 
ter, and for less important subdivi-

sions the tab is on the upper right. 
These tabs are not too small. We use 
these cards for any written informa- 
tion, and do not change the condition 
of the cards from that in which it is, 
at the time we acquire it. It is bet- 
ter, we think, to lose a few cards 
than to ruin all you have. (We hope 
many librarians and museum cura- 
tors will read this, for we have heard 
of some of them spending hours and 
hours marking, stamping, writing 
upon cards until the cards were com- 
pletely covered, and mutilated,—pic- 
tures, postmarks and printed infor- 
mation obliterated and cards ruined 
for any practical use. In one case, 
after hours and hours of gruelling 
work, the librarian decided that post 
cards were not worth the effort and 
threw them all away). It is better 
too, we think, to use dividers than to 
mount the cards. Who has time to 
mount 50,000. or 60,000 cards? And a 
collection of cards just begins to be 
interesting at 50,000. It is better to 
know your cards and to group them 
in some manner where they can be 
easily filed and easily found. 


We, since we want to find cards 
for our bulletin boards and English 
classes, for the seasons, and various 
patriotic and historic days, prefer a 
subject file combined with geograph- 
ical locations for most of our cards. 
We really have three collections: 
Novelty cards. greeting cards, and 
view and subject cards. 


The divisions of our novelty cards 
run something like this: Air brush, 
Celluloid, Double, Embroidered, Fans, 
Folders attached, Gelatine, Hair at- 
tached, Jewels, Leather, Mechanical 
(movable parts), Metal cards, Metal 
attachments. Metallic inks, Pennants 
(felt), Puzzles, Satin and satin ap- 
plique, See through, Tinselled, se- 
quins, sanded; Velvet applique, Wood- 
en cards, Yucca cards. 


We really started out with only 
one or two divisions and a good mis- 
cellaneous group. As we add num- 
bers, we make a separate classifica- 
tion for any sroup represented by 
five or six cards. 


Sometimes, as we study our cards, 
we move a few cards to another 
group. Sometimes we decide that they 
are misfiled, sometimes we prefer to 
group them with the cards in another 
category. Then we write or tne 
“See” and “See Also” notices on our 
subject divider cards. For instance, 
on our Christmas card divider we 
may have “See also: Airbrush, Gela- 
tine, Artist-signed cards, under Artist 
name, ete.” 


We do not push our novelty col- 
lection, but we do keep all interest- 
ing ones that come our way. And we 
find that, to our non-collector friends, 
these novelty cards are the most 
amazing, and the best conversation 
producers of all our cards. 

Our second collection is old greet- 
ing cards, which we have divided 
according to the seasons and _ holi- 
days. Where certain cards are nu- 
merous, we subdivided the group 
These are popular groups: April 
Fools’ Day, Baby cards, Birthdays, 
Birthstones, Christmas, Christmas - 
Santa Clauses, Easter, Fourth of Ju- 
ly, Friendship. Hallowe’en, Memorial 
Day, Mother’s Day, New Years, 
Thanksgiving, Valentines. 

Our subject list for view and sub- 
ject cards is necessarily long and 
much divided. A way back yonder in 
the “prehistoric stages” of our col- 
lecting, our subject list looked some- 
thing like this: Capitols, Longfellow, 
Mexico, Presidents, U.S., Alabama, 
U.S., California, U.S., Florida, Miscel- 
laneous. But that was before the col- 
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Besides collecting old time views, collector Louise Collins, has assembled an interesting collections of moderns, too. These

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lection reached shoe box stage. We 
soon realized that if we were to be 
able to use our cards and to avoid 
piling up duplicates, we must have 
something more logical than just the 
alphabet for a guide. 

We pooled the information got 
from the small picture file, and from 
the clipping file at the library. We 
added manv subjects peculiar to post 
cards. We rearranged and adapted the 
groupings to fit our own particular 
needs, and our convenience. For in- 
stance: We do not like birthplaces 
under Historic Houses, or tombs and 
statues under separate headings. We 
much prefer every thing pertaining 
to an author, president, or other great 
man, to be filed together. Also we like 
our authors together, and not scat- 
tered through our entire file. There- 
fore, our divider card marked “His- 
toric Houses” contains also this in- 
formation—‘“See Biography of owner, 
or geographical location of house.” 

If you have specialized collections, 
your subtitles will be many; if a gen- 
eral collection, there will be more 
groups and main titles. Whichever 
you may have, you may take this 
greatly shortened list and use it as a 
spring board from which to plunge 
into your own imagination and come 
up with perhaps even better ideas. 

These are scattered subjects, show- 
ing in some instances how they can 
be divided, and subdivided. This is 
not to be taken as a complete list, 
or check list. A fairly complete list 
would make a small book, and would 
resemble the index of an encyclo- 
pedia.

Artist—signed cards, Brill, Clap- 
saddle, Dwig, Fischer, Gunn, Out- 
cault, etc. 

Bible—New Testament, Old Testa- 
ment, Ten Commandments, etc.

We have given you only a sample 
from our list which we keep in a lit- 
tle black book in the upper left draw- 
er of our card file. We very seldom 
have to refer to it ourselves, but it 
is a great help, if anyone else wishes 
to find a card. And if our cards have 
labels written in English we can file 
them or find them again in almost 
record time. Our list of subjects is

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very comprehensive, but we make 
cards and file them only as con- 
venient. In the meantime, many cards 
go in the miscellaneous group under 
each country or state. 

Now, Hapvy Looking! but please, 
do not tear up your file until you 
have done some serious thinking, and 
have counted ten, several times. We 
will admit that once when our col- 
lection was not too large, we thought 
we had it all set and we wrote the 
subjects on the backs of all our cards 
(we had seen this done to all the 
cards at a certain public library, and 
to a very poor little collection, not 
worth the time used, but still not 
made much worse by the unnecessary 
marking). Later, we would have liked 
to move many, and would have liked 
to replace and dispose of some of 
these cards, but they were no longer 
mint, neither were they postally used. 
Never again, we hope, will we change 
any card from the condition in which 
it came to us, except for cleaning. If 
we must do any labelling, then the 
card goes into some kind of an en- 
velope, and we do the writing on the 
envelope. Happy filing!

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80,000 SNAIL VARIETIES 


There are more than 80,000 species 
of snails in the world. They swim, 
jump, crawl, burrow, live at the bot- 
tom of the sea and in the tops of 
trees. They range in size from the 
horse conch of Florida, two feet long, 
to creatures the size of a grain of 
sugar. 

These are basic facts concerning the 
most ubiquitous group of the mol- 
lusks from a newly published volume 
on seashells by R. Tucker Abbott, un- 
til recently Smithsonian Institution 
biologist. 

About half of all species of snails 
live in the seas, Mr. Abbott says, 
but most of them are bottom dwel- 
lers, unable to swim.

appeared from the earth. This race 
was that of the titanotheres, per- 
haps very distantly related to the 
present rhinos. During their heyday 
they must have been the dominant 
animals wherever they existed. 

All these presumably were graz- 
ing animals. Dr. Gazin also col- 
lected small fossil bones and teeth 
of tree-dwelling creatures related to 
the lemuroids and tarsioids. These 
primitive creatures were early mem- 
bers of the primate stock which in- 
cludes the monkeys, apes, and man. 
The primate cradle, so far as the 
kaown record is concerned. may wel! 
have been in the general Rocky Moun- 
tain area. 

The period covered by these fos- 
sils was the early Eocene, when 
modern groups of mammals were 
first establishing themselves. Dr. 
Gazin also secured collections from 
the still earlier formations of Pale- 
ovene age in the same region. These 
included representatives of archaic 
kinds of mammals only very remotely 
related to groups now living.

Nearly 400 species of arachnids— 
spiders, tarantulas, scorpions, ticks, 
and the like—have been identified to 
date by specialists from American 
and European institutions who have 
studied the island fauna. These spe- 
cies include many otherwise unknown 
to science and range from almost in- 
visibly minute chiggers te earth- 
dwelling tarantulas, the entrances to 
whose subterranean dwellings look 
like small woodchuck holes in north- 
ern forests.

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MINIATURIA 


ON THE ORIGIN 
OF MINIATURES 


Not all art authorities agree that 
the skill of illuminators was turned 
to paintings on ivory and enamel 
when the need for decorated volumes 
disappeared. Evidence points to the 
fact that miniatures as paintings, 
distinguished from manuscript illu- 
minations, existed long before the 
Christian era. In the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts is a beautiful gem por- 
trait dating from the fifth century 
B.C. Such articles were worn as per- 
sonal adornment; Augustus for in- 
stance, wore a portrait of his hero, 
Alexander the Great and cultured 
Romans wore beautiful heads of Ho- 
mer, Socrates and Demosthenes. Dur- 
ing the thousand years which fol- 
lowed the fall of Rome, however, the 
private portrzit on a tiny scale prac- 
tically ceased to appear. Not until 
the Renaissance did the small pri- 
vate portrait recur,this time fash- 
ioned in bronze. Pisanello, inspired 
by the earlier Roman medals, began 
making his unsurpassed portrait 
medals in the forties of the fifteenth 
century. Cellini was also active in 
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this branch of miniature art. But 
since this book is not concerned with 
miniature portraits this art is men- 
tioned only in passing. 


Although there is no evidence that 
the ancients collected miniatures as 
a hobby, small scale objects were 
used by them in observing religious 
customs, both in worship and the 
rigidly prescribed preparation of the 
dead for the journey into the outer 
world. In museums and libraries in 
this country as well as abroad are 
exhibits illustrating the uses of small 
scale objects in the past, The oldest 
metal figures yet found are in the 
Oriental Institute, Chicago; six cop- 
per statuettes excavated at Tell Ju- 
deideh in northern Syria three god- 
desses and three gods, the deities 
of some Syrian state about 3200- 
3000 B.C. These figures are consider- 
ably larger (six to twelve inches) 
than a collection of bronze Egyptian 


statuettes, shown in the same mu- 
seum, ranging in height from two to 
eight inches. These smaller statuettes 
represent Egyptian gods in differ- 
ent attitudes and, like the Syrian 
figures, were probably intended to be 
set up in temples for public or pri- 
vate worship or placed in the inner 
chambers of houses to protect the 
occupants from malignant influences.

Every now and then a large tar- 
antula is brought to the United 
States on a bunch of bananas. Such 
creatures are popularly supposed to 
be more dangerous than rattlesnakes. 
The chances are that they are black 
tarantulas of the same species, or of 
a closely related one, as those found 
on Barro Colorado. Tests of the ac- 
tual potency of the poison on rats 
have recently been reported by Dr. 
W. J. Baerg, of the University of 
Arkansas, who carried out experi- 
ments at the island’s laboratory. 
When a fair-sized white rat was ex- 
posed to the tarantula’s bite the effect 
was immediate. In fifteen minutes the 
animal was incapacitated, lying on 
its stomach with its eyes closed and 
making only feeble efforts to move. 
In a little more than an hour there 
was the first sign of recovery, which 
was complete in about four hours. 


The experimenter then allowed him- 
self to be bitten but took precautions 
against getting too big a dose of 
the venom. The bite was extremely 
painful at first. This lasted for about 
a half hour, after which there was 
a tingling sensation and the bitten 
hand started to swell. When the 
hand was soaked in hot water pain 
and swelling disappeared in about six 
hours, but one finger remained lame 
for nearly a week. The conclusion 
was that the bite of the banana spi- 
der, most probably the black taran- 
tula, is very painful but, at least for 
an adult human in good health, not 


very dangerous.

with the “fan” method of holding 
cards in the hand, but none other 
than the standard oblong have ever 
remained in use for any period of 
time. As a result, the other shapes 
are rather rare, especially the ovals 
which for some reason have rarely 
been issued, and are rarely found. 
The round ecards of the twentieth 
century are rather plentiful, and the 
1930 issue occasionally may still be 
found in stores. 

The earliest oval cards of which 
we find record were made in Leip- 
zig in 1865. One issue shows French 
suits and French titles on the court 
cards, which are in historical cos- 
tumes, and have a decorative border 
with a repetition of the suit sign 
around each. These court cards, al- 
though they use French names re- 
tain their German characteristics. 


The cards were also made with the 
German suit signs and titles “Kon- 
ig,” etc., (see illustration). These 
are probably rarer since most of the 
writers do not report them. In the 
Kings’ border the suit signs and 
Crowns are alternated, and have fine 
graceful scroll lines curving from the 
suit signs to fill the voids. The numer- 
al cards have only plain borders with

shaded bands, except the ‘Daus” 
(2’s) which in the thirty-two and 
thirty-six card sets are used for the 
Aces. The court figures are full 
length, sitting, but so posed that the 
diagonal line, used to divide the card, 
permits the full figure to be seen. 
Tho double headed, both the French 
and German style show the full 
length figure. The numeral cards in 
all suits are beautifully decorated, 
with flowers, animals, birds, etc. 


The French and German both have 
the duty stamp on the Ace of Hearts 
and shows the German Eagle with 
the wording ‘Deutsches Reich, No. 
59, Dressig G.F.” These were made 
by F. Gunthel for A. Twitmeyer, in 
Leipzig in 1865. They were often 
made in the Piquet packs and gen- 
erally the Piquet packs had 86 cards - 
sometimes thirty-two, though many 
decks are listed with fifty-two cards. 

A French issue at this time, with 
thirty-two cards in the pack, used 
white Roman numerals. In this 
— the court cards were as fol- 
OWS: 


HEARTS - represented knowledge. 
Roi - (King) - holds a globe. 
Dame - (Queen) - is writing on a scroll, 
Valet - (Knave) - is writing in a book. 
SPADES - represented war. 
Roi - holds a sword. 
Dame - holds a long spear. 
Valet - holds a large double handled 
sword.

In 1870 there was a pack made in 
Frankfurt when both the type and 
costume was reminiscent of the Rhine 
Legends. 

The better known writers make no 
other reference to oval decks having 
been made in any other period. 
O’Donoghue’s catalog of Lady Sch- 
reiber’s collection in the British mu- 
seum lists only one oval deck (p. 116, 
No. 236), which has been described. 
Henry D. Phillip does not list an 
oval deck, or pack as called by the 
English. 

The only record in the twentieth 
century we find is by C. L. Wust, 
“Patience Karten No. 240, 52 Blatt. 
C.L. Wust, Frankfurt A. Main, 
D.R.G.M. No. 488297,” has a back 
design identical to “Souvenir de la 
Suisse Patience 52 cartes, No. 250, 
D.R.G.M. No. 488297.” The name 
on this last deck is on the backs of 
the cards as in the first deck. As 
the names on the boxes indicate, the 
first is made for German use, tho 
French suit signs are used and the 
second is made for Swiss use, where 
French suit signs are also used but 
the court cards are made in the Swiss 
style of showing the mayors of the 
various cantons as Kings, Belles as 
Queens and Youths as Knaves. The 
end of each card is different, in 
order to represent the various can- 
tons. There are no numerals on 
the number cards of the Swiss, as 
there are on the German which are 
made reversible. The Swiss Aces 

ve a scene at each end, reversible, 
while the German Aces aye plain. 
The back designs are identical in 
design, with edelweiss in an allover 
design with “C. L. Wust, Frankfurt, 
A.M.” at each end, on each deck. The 
German is light green edelweiss on 
dark green background with light 
green border, and the Swiss has the 
pink edelweiss on the red background, 
with pink border. They undoubtedly 
were made in reverse colors, although 
at the moment [I have no proof. Even 
these twentieth century ovals are 
rare, 


The history of the round cards is 
quite different. The first round cards 
of record are the Hindu cards. The 
writers avoided giving a definite date 
of when they were made, tho cards 
of the eighteenth century are illus- 
trated in most books. However, cards 
came to Europe from Asia in 1398 - 
the first definite record - and there 
has been no record of any other than 
round cards in Hindustan so it is 
fairly safe to assume that round 
cards were made there at an even 
earlier date. 


The first European round cards 
seem to be the famous cards of Colo- 
gne in 1470. They consisted of five 
suits, Roses, Hares, Parrots, Colum- 
bines and Pinks, with the usual thir- 
teen cards to a suit. The Kings and

If you start from Seattle and fol- 
low the Sunset Highway to the Y 
East of Cle Elum, or the old Blewett 
Road from Ellensburg or traveling 
Westerly from Wenatchee you turn 
South at Peshastin on alternate Sun- 
set Highway, all these routes will 
bring you to Liberty. Once Liberty 
was a roaring mining camp, gold hav- 
ing been discovered there first in the 
’60’s at Nigger Creek just over Blew- 
ett Pass from Liberty. Rich gold 
ore was mined from the hard rock 
at the town called Blewett and large 
values in placer gold were recovered 
from the Peshastin Creek. 

The little tributary which brought 
much of this gold into Peshastin 
Creek had no name until a Negro 
who came in to the dance hall every 
night loaded with nuggets was trail- 
ed up the tributary and seen to be 
washing his nuggets from the small 
stream’s gravels. Thus, for lack of 
a better name it is to this day known 
as Nigger Creek. On its upper 
reaches are mines of both cinnabar 
(mercury ore) and garnierite (nickel 
ore). There are also large serpen- 
tine areas in most part unprospected 
but which gives evidence of chrome 
possibilities, 

Liberty is just off the main high- 
way on a rather scenic little valley 
running East and West’ with one 
main street which still retains the 
evidences of a quarter of a mile or 
more of the busy mining town it 
once was. On all sides can be seen 
abandoned placer workings and dig- 
gings in the side hills. Until re- 
cently just below Liberty in what is 
known as the Sauk, a large gold 
dredge was working. Its tailing 
piles still flank the highway on both 
sides for some distance. 

Liberty makes a splendid center 
for the mineral collector, although 
there is a good government tourist 
camp right on the highway with the 
customary facilities. Looking East- 


ward from Liberty postoffice the 
most pronounced feature is known as 
Lion Head. In order to reach it, 
one takes a trail, up what is known 
as Cougar Gulch locally and then 
back-tracks down a sharp escarpment 
At points along this es- 


of basalt. 


carpment one may obtain rather rare, 
clear glassy material which is term- 
ed variously obsidian or volcanic 
glass, silica and autenite. We favor 


the latter designation as it does show: 


some fluorescence common to auten- 
ite. Cougar Gulch itself produces a 
variety of colored semi-opal and ag- 
ate types, including an occasional blue 
agate which have come to be known 
as the “Ellensburg Blues.” The pe- 
culiar, ethereal, sky-blue of these E]- 
lensburg blues has not been found 
elsewhere to the writer’s knowledge. 
There are. however, many offering 
material purported to be Ellensburg 
blues, but actually introduced from 
other localities. An interesting, al- 
though, to the writer rather depress-

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ing sidelight, is an experience re- 
garding these “Blues”; when we left 
a couple in charge of our gem stock 
to take a trip, we came back to find 
that half a gunnvsack full of Ellens- 
burg blues had been replaced by or- 
cinary local agates, and unfortuna- 
tely the discovery was only made 
efter we were far out of the coun- 
try. This may, however, serve to 
indicate to some extent how desir- 
eble these blue agates are. 

Lower down the ridge from Lion 
Head and slightly to the South on a 
Westerly slope in the basaltic lavas 
will be found agates with alternate 
bands of white and pale blue. From 
1eports just in we are advised that 
if you want more than fragments 
you had better take a small item 
such as a trench shovel or at least 
a prospector’s pick. Coming down 
the Gulch from this area be on the 
lookout for colored semi-opal pre- 
cominantly pink. The writer found 
a fair amount in the early days but 
so far as we know the source has 
never been discovered. 

West of Liberty lies a long ridge 
terminating on the South with the 
government lookout house easily vi- 
sible from all this area. This long 
ridge is termed “Red Top Mountain” 
and is a famous source of agates and 
quartz geodes and sometimes large 
vugs lined with quartz crystals. 
Among other types found along this 
ridge is ledge jasper ranging in color 
from a rich purple and dark blue to 
equally dark red and a specimen in 
the writer’s collection has on one side 
next to the red a narrow white band 
and then a green band, more white, 
more green and then quartz crystal. 
An odd open space about a half 
mile from the lookout house and per- 
haps a quarter of a mile from the 
ridge is all open, red earth. Here, 
apparently, a material largely iron 
and water - a sort of a hedvy mud 
- came up through an opening or 
pipe many feet in diameter. This 
material hardened into a very cum- 
pact, elay-like substance which is 
termed rouge and in fact we suspect 
a lot of the Indians used it as a war- 
paint. Just over the ridge Westerly 
lies the Valley of the Teanaway 
which offers almost unlimited oppor- 
tunity for prospecting and we know 
of considerable quartz crystals, hav- 
ing been found on the West side of 
the Teanaway Valley. Other items 
of interest include the Birdseye 
quartz from a mine right along the 
highway which carries gold values 
and if you should find any of the 
Jordan family (old timers from the 
Gold Days of Liberty) at home, they 
will show you crystals of gold of a 
most delightful, feathery fineness 
which they mined themselves from 
their own local claims. 

I trust this may serve to enlist 
your interest when touring the re- 
gion of Liberty in Washington.

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PLAYING CARDS

Queens are on horseback, while the 
Knaves are Men-at-Arms. The King 
of Columbines represents King Louis 
XI who reigned 1461-83, and it is 
thought the cards were issued during 
this time, but the master who exe- 
cuted the engraving is not known. 
Writers claim that in character they 
more closely resemble Flemish more 
than German. The wrapper was 
marked with the trademark of the 
Cologne manufacturer. 

The next round card of record was 
made by the Globe Card Co., Mid- 
dletown, patented October 6, 1874 
and copyrighted by I. N. Richardson. 
There were several variations of the 
back design, especially in coloring, as 
well as the face of the cards. 

The rarest, and probably the first, 
was the colored face of the cards 
which were as follows: Spades, light 
purple, Hearts, orange red. Dia- 
monds, deep yellow and Clubs light, 
bright green, with all of the pips, 
numerals and court cards printed in 
black. The instruction card was 
“The Joker, or extra card,” and had 
on it “Follow the color and you will 
follow Suit.”” The back design con- 
sisted of eight “petals” and a nar- 
row, plain border with a plain back- 
ground. The design was printed 
with a medium blue on a lighter blue 
background. It is easily understood 
why this issue was changed. 

The next issue had the usual white 
faces but colored suit signs. Black 
Spades, red hearts, yellow diamonds 
and green clubs. The Joker, still the 
instruction card, used the same slo- 
gan. These backs all seem to be 
printed in brown, although the back- 
ground varies from very light blue 
to turquoise. Sometimes the spaces 
between the petals and borders are 
plain and sometimes they are printed 
in with almost a solid brown, which 
is venerally a light, warm shade. 

The court cards have five heads on 
each, alternated with the suit sign. 
The Roman numeral X is used in both 
issues, 

Another issue, which seems to be 
older, although it may be from an- 
other manufacturer, uses the stand- 
ard pips and the 9’s looks like an in- 
verted “d.” The backs are printed 
with twelve “petals” smaller, and 
each alternate petal has a figure 
which may be demon or beast and a 
Fancy border. This space between 
the petals and border is printed solid 
black. The design is printed in black 
on a yellow gold color. It has a 
daintiness not seen in the other is- 
sues. There is a Joker with this 
issue, that one can hardly call a 
clown, although he is painted. The 
only printing is “The Waterproof 
Playing Cards.” No variations of 
this issue have been seen. 

The next attempt at popularizing 
the round cards was in the 1930’s by 
John Waddington, Ltd. England, 
when they issued one design in com- 
panion colors of maroon and navy 
each with gold line allover design. 
They also issued several advertising 
cards, including “Grand Hotel, Shef- 
field,’ GLICO PETROLEUM, Ltd.; 
RELIANCE MAKE, Trade Mark; 
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and a pair of red and blue Steamship 
cards, “Orient Cruises” in blue and 
“The Orient. Line, to Australia” in 
red. Only the one set without adver- 
tising has come to our attention here. 

The Arrco Co., Chicago, has issued 
several designs in this country. One 
of the early designs credited to Ar- 
reco is of the modernistic trend in 
the early half of the 1930’s with 
Flame, bright blue, bright pink gold 
(gilt) and mauve on black. The face 
of the card is the typical ARRCO 
Co. style. 

Five other designs followed with 
color contrast for pairs in each de- 
sign. There were other advertising 
cards but they are not always marked 
for identification. Some issues of 
the advertising cards have again 
tried using various colors for the dif- 
ferent suits. 

Regardless of the effort made on 
both continents the public refuses to 
accept the round cards. Card play- 
ing has decreased greatly and in the 
average home has been almost forgot- 
ten in favor of TV. What will be 
the next effort of the manufacturers 
to again arouse the public to the 
pleasure and recreation to be derived 
from playing cards? It will be in- 
teresting to the collectors to wait pa- 
tiently and watch.

to be more Indians than white folks 
in town. Furthermore thev were not 
merely Indians from. the adjacent Na- 
vajo and Zuni reservations, but In- 
dians from all over the country. I saw 
two squaws entering a store one with 
a Plains Indian papoose carrier and 
the other was a Navajo style cradle, 
both, of course, loaded with small 
but hundred nercent Americans. 

Southward from Gallup one reaches 
Zuni Pueblo, one ancient town that 
hasn’t been abandoned. Here the 
Zunis are making a slow but easy 
transition from their ancient style of 
living to a modern one. It is dis- 
concerting to see windows in the 
rooms of the pueblo, cars parked at 
the door, and a radio going inside. 
But while such sights give tourists 
a bang they spell extra ease and 
pleasure in life for Zuni Indians. 

While in Zuni it was our good for- 
tune to be introduced to a resident 
who supplied me with a long-sought 
article, a digging stick with a foot 
rest, representing one of the first of 
the many improvements that have led 
up to the steam shovel and the disk 
tractor. It had been made by his 
father and was found in the family 
corn field. 

After leaving Zuni we _ were 
treated to a Southwest thunderstorm. 
These come out of black clouds that 
‘wander about over the Southwest car- 
rying forked lightning, thunder, and 
rainbows, and dropping copious rain 
on limited areas as they pass over. 
As we were on a dirt road we were 
a little disturbed, but came through 
with nothing worse than dirty wheels, 
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“At the Sign of the Crest’ 








Instead of the usual beginning, 
“There were three brothers .. .”, 
this time we can say: “There were 
three sisters.” These girls were three 
of the four daughters of John Deigh- 
ton/Dighton, asurgeon of Gloucester, 
England. John married Jane. the 
daughter of Edward & Elizabeth (Ly- 
gon) Basset. They had issue thre 
sons and four daughters and the St. 
Nicholas Church register shows the 
christening dates of six of his chil- 
dren between the years 1607 and 
1621. 

The will of John Deighton dated 
January 31, 1639, proved May 21, 
1640, mentions his eldest son John 
(also a surgeon), his eldest daughter 
Jane, his daughter Frances Williams, 
his daughter Katharine Haighburne, 
and his daughter Damaris, who re- 
mained in England and was made 
executrix and residuary legatee. He 
and his wife were buried at St. 
Nicholas Church, Gloucester, and the 
Arms pictured here decorated the 
tombstone. 

Through their grandmother, Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Henry and Eliza- 
beth (Berkeley) Lygon, the children 
of John Deighton claim royal an- 
cestry. This line can be picked up 
and followed back with the aid of 
Weis’ Ancestral Roots of Sixty Co'o- 
nists (1951). 

Jane, the eldest daughter of John

was baptized April 5, 1609. On. Jan- 
uary 8, 1627 at St. Nicholas Church 
she married John Lugg who came 
from an influential family in Glouces- 
ter. They had issue five children, 
three of whom were born in Boston: 
Elizabeth born March 7, 1638; Mary 
baptized September 25, 1642, mar- 
ried Nathaniel Barnard in 1658; John 
baptized August 4, 1644, died 1647; 
and Hester or Esther who married 
first James Bell (killed by Indians 
early in 1676), and second Richard 
Marshall on February 11, 1676-7. 
Jane (Deighton) Lugg married sec- 
ond Jonathan Negus (Negos) born 
circa 1601. He was a resident of Bos- 
ton in 1634 and is said to have been 
at Lynn in 1680. They had issue 
Isaac, born February 1650, who mar- 
ried Hannah Andrews and Maria or 
Mary, born July 10, 1653, who prob- 
ably died young. Jane (Deighton) 
Lugg Negus died after 1671 wnen 
she was mentioned in the will of her 
sister Katharine. 

Frances Deighton was baptized at 
St. Nicholas March 1, 1611. “Febrv 
ry 11, 1682, Richard Williams was 
married to Frances Deighton of Glou- 
cester in the Parish of Whitcombe 
Magna.” Richard was baptized Jan- 
vary 28, 1607:at Wooton-under-Edge, 
Gloucester, England, and died Au- 
gust 1693, at Taunton, Mass., leav- 
ing his widow who died Februarv. 
1705-6. They had nine children, two 
of whom were baptized at Gloucester, 
but died young. Richard Williams 
spent a short time in Dorchester, but 
soon went to Taunton, Mass., where 
he ‘was one of the first settlers and 
prominent in the affairs of the town. 
As the town records of Taunton, 
Mass., were burned in 1838, we do not 
have the birth records of the other six 
children, but their names are as fol- 
lows: Samuel married Jane Gilbert; 
Joseph (died August 17, 1692) mar- 
ried Elizabeth . . .; Nathaniel bap- 
tized February 7, 1641, married No- 
vember 17, 1668 Elizabeth Rogers; 
Thomas married Mary . . .; Benja- 
min (died March 18, 1689-90) mar- 
ried Rebecca. daughter of Lt. George 
and Susannah (Street) Macey; Eliz- 
abeth (born circa 1647, died October 
20, 1724) married John Bird; and 
Hannah who married John Par- 
menter. 

Considerable time has been spent 
in compiling the English ancestry of 
Richard Williams, and the best an 
swer to this problem may be found 


in The American Genealogist (19380) 
in an article compiled by Winifred 
Lovering Holman entitled: “English 
Ancestry of Richard Williams and 
His Wife Frances (Deighton) Wil- 
liams.” This article states that the 
College of Arms in England has fur- 
nished a certified copy of the royal 
descent of Frances Deighton. Many 
records pertaining to Richard Wil- 
liams give him a Cromwell connec- 
tion, but this article states “little re- 
liance can be placed in the pedigree,” 
found in the New England Regtster. 

Katharine Deighton, the youngest 
of the three sisters, married three 
times and had issue by each husband. 
Her first marriage was to Samuel 
Hagbourne (Haighbourne) and oc- 
curred at St. Nicholas December 25, 
1633. He was buried in Roxbury, 
Mass., December 27, 1642. They had 
issue: Elizabeth born in England 
May 7, 1635, married John Chicker- 
ing; Samuel Born January 20, 1637 
in Roxbury, later removed to New 
London, Ct.; John born March 26, 
1640 in Roxbury; and Hannah born 
January 5, 1642, married Samuel 
Hunting in 1662. 

In the year following her first hus- 
band’s death, Katharine, a young 
widow with four children under nine 
years of age, married Gov. Thomas 
Dudley, then aged sixty-eight, as 
his second wife. The children of Gov. 
Thomas Dudley and his first wife, 
Dorothy Yorke (she died December 
27, 1648) were all grown and mar- 
ried at the time of their father’s mar- 
riage to Katharine (Deighton) Hag- 
bourne. 

Katharine and Thomas Dudley had 
three children: Deborah(born Feb- 
ruary 27, 1645—died November 1, 
1683) married Jonathan Wade and 
had issue: Joseph, who later became 
Governor, was born September 23, 
1647 and died April 2, 1720, ana imar- 
ried Rebecca, daughter of Edward 
Tyng; Paul, baptized September 8, 
1650, was a merchant and collector 
of Customs in Boston, and married 
Mary, daughter of Gov. John Lever- 
ett. Gov. Thomas Dudley died July 31, 
1653, leaving Katharine a widow for 
a second time. 

In November, 1653, Katharine 
(Deighton) Hagbourne Dudley mar- 
ried as her third husband the Rev. 
John Allen (Allin), Pastor of J 
ham, Mass. By her third husband 
she had three more children, all born 
in Dedham; Benjamin born 1654; 
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Daniel born 1656 and Eleazer born 
1658. Katharine outlived her third 
husband by three days, and died 
testate at Dedham, Mass., August 29, 
1671. 

Apparently these three sisters and 
their husbands were closely asso- 
ciated and traveled to New England 
together, arriving circa 1636. They 
maintained a close relationship after 
their arrival, as Samuel Hagbourne 
mentioned “my brother Lugg” in his 
will, probated 1642; and Katharine 
mentioned her “sister Negus” in her 
will probated in 1671. Frances, the 
middle sister, lived until the ripe 
age of ninety-four, surviving her 
husband by eight years. He died at 
the age of eighty-six, one year after 
their sixtieth wedding anniverse 

Additional material on the Deigh- 
ton/Dighton family may be located 
through the following sources: The 
Bassett Genealogy; the Maine His- 
torical and Genealogical Register 
(1889): Redlich’s Emperor Charle- 
magne’s Descendants; Water’s Genea- 
logical Gleanings in England; the 
Genealogy of Samuel Williams of 
Grafton, N. H. (1899); and Vols, 
5, 25, 37, 45 and 96 of the New 
England Register. 

The use of Arms in America fol- 
lows rules that are quite different 
from “Old World” custom, as Ar- 
morial bearings are displayed in a 
commemorative vein here. The main 
rule to follow is that no Arms 
should be assumed without proof of 
consanguinity. A ten generation chart 
completely filled out would contain 
1,023 names, but only ten of these 
individuals would bear your surname. 
Taking this broad view concerning 
Armorial bearings leaves a wide fi 
to explore for possible armigerous 
ancestry. There can be no argument 
with the fact that it is better for 
an American descendant te. claim a 
Coat-of-Arms through a _ maternal 
line that can be established, than to 
assume a Coat-of-Arms merely be- 
cause it is the same as one’s own 
surname, 

I am bringing out this point again, 
as there is such a variety of names 
through which descendants of these 
three sisters trace their genealogy. 
Although I found references to oth- 
er Deighton families, their lines 
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would need checking before they could 
(or should) assume the Arms pic- 
tured here. I found a John Dighton 
“of New York City—tanner—wife 
Bridget, sons: John, Henry, Foc 
William; nephew Henry, son of dec’d. 
brother William; kinsman Henry 
Foot Dighton. Real estate St. James 
Parish, Bristol, England; house, lot 
and tanyard in New York City; per- 
sonal property (plate) ... The wife 
sole executrix.” Dated November 6, 
1724. (Ref. N.Y. Calender of Wills) 
If there is a connection between this 
John Dighton who died in New York 
City in 1724, and the John Deighton 
who died in 1640, the link would need 
to be established.

Translated into non-Heraldic lan- 
guage: A _ silver (argent) lion in 
walking position (passant) between 
three red (gules) crosses. The cross 
formée or pattée has triangular 
shaped arms, the narrow end toward 
the center, and fitchée means the 
lower arm is pointed.
